SPOKANE, "Wash., April 11— The mys- 
tery surrounding the identity of the young 
bandit arrested in California for the rob- 
bery of the station agent at ArroyoGrande, 
;when f7281 in money was taken, was solved 
|n part by the arrival here to-day of Cali- 
fornia papers. « 

A picture of the unknown yonth, letters 
found in his possession and other circum- 
stances show that he is Charles Clayton 
Bump of Spokane, one of the best known 
young men of this city, a youth against 
whom a breath of suspicion was never 
tittered. The discovery has created an in- 
tense sensation here, and his mother is 
prostrated. Bump is a graduate of the 
High School, served for a time as deputy 
city clerk, was a member of the Baptist 
Church, an ardent sportsman and a swift 
bicycle rider. He belongs to one of the 
leading families of Spokane, his father 
having built Bump block. 

"Mattie," the name signed to letters 
found by the California officers, is Miss 
Mattie Bishop, Bump's sweetheart. He 
gave the name of Harry Bishop to the Cal 
ifornia authoriUes. Friends and relatives 
here believe there is some mistake and do 
rot beiieve tnat he is guilty. They think 
that he fell among evil companions, and in 
a moment of weakness accepted some of 
the spoils of robbery. 

gArroyo Grande Robber Arraigned, 

SAX LUIS OBISPO, Cal., April 11.— 
Harry Bishop, the Arroyo Grande robber, 
was arraigned for trial in the Justices' 
Court this afternoon. He waived prelimi 
nary examination and was held to an 
swer before the Superior Court, with bail 
fixed at $5000. In default of bail he was 
returned to the County Jail. 

MOURXED IX STOCXTOtr. 

Death of Mrs. Helen Weber, the- Widow of 
the City's founder. 

STOCKTON, Cal., April 11.— Mrs. Helen 
Weber, the widow of Captain Weber, the 
founder of Stockton, died here this after- 
noon. She had been ailing for the past 
two years, but her first serious illness oc- 
curred last October, since which time she 
lias been gradually failing. General debil- 
ity and nervous prostration caused her 
death. 

Mrs. Weber was born in Quebec, Canada, 
72 years ago. She was a Miss Murphy and 
an aunt of Barney Murphy. Dan Murphy 
and Pat Murphy of Santa Clara and San 
l.uis Obispo counties. She came to Cali- 
fornia in 1844, and in 1H.t0 married Captain 
Weber and came to Stockton to live. 

The Weber estate is one of the richest in 
this section, and Mrs. Weber was noted 
for her acts of charity, especially among 
the old residents who were in needy cir- 
cumstances. She was a devout Catholic, 
and has given much money to the church. 
Some time ago she distributed her large 
estate to her children, so that she leaves 
no will or property at her death. 

The block upon which the St. Agnes 
Convent stands was given through Mrs. 
Weber to the Catholic sisters, together 
With another block of land, which is now 
to be purchased for the depot of the val- 
ley road. 

SUICIDE AT SAUSALITO. 

A San Francisco Man Ends Bis Life 

With a Rrrolrrr Bullet. 

SAN RAFAEL, Cal., April 1L-J. E. 
Trccketts committed suicide to-day at the 
Wildwood Glen picnic gronnds at Sausa- 
lito by shooting himself through the heart. 

Trecketts was a stranger in Sausalito. 
He was first seen wandering through the 
streets. In the suicide's pocketbook was 
the address, "J. E. Trecketts, 211^ Pros- 
pect place, San Francisco" ; also "J. 8. 
Bromstel, sixth floor Mills building." A 
white handkerchief with the letter "L" 
was also found. The pistol which Treck- 
etts used was a new American bulldog, 38- 
caliber. Three empty shells and an undis- 
charged cartridge were in the chambers 
when found. The pistol was found some 
twenty feet from the body. 

Trecketts was 5 feet 6 inches tall, with 
black mustache and hair. He wore a diag- 
onal cashmere suit, with sack coat, new 
merino underwear and No. 8 laced shoes. 
He appeared to be a Frenchman, about 40 
years of age. 

The body was brought to 8an Rafael by 
Coroner Edward Eden and was placed in 
the morgue to await identification. 

FRESXO ELF.rTIOX FRAUDS. 



Alleged Irregularities in the Counting of 
Totem Which May ReMult in a Contest. 

FRESNO. Cal., April ll.-The Demo- 
cratic City Central Committee had a long 
meeting to-night to discuss alleged frauds 
in the municipal election held last Mon- 
day. M. L. Woy, the Republican candi- 
date, received a majority of one over J. W. 
Coffman, the Democratic-Populist candi- 
date. The committee had a long consulta- 
tion with the election officers, and they be- 
lieve that it can be proved that enough votes 
to elect Coffman were thrown out because 
of some irregularity in the vote for some 
other candidate. It is said, also, that one 
of the telly-lists has been changed. The 
Trustees will canvas the vote next Monday 
night, and if Woy is declared elected a 
contest will follow. 

SAXTA CRUZ WATER BOX OS. 

Taxpayer*' Association Commence a Suit 
to II a re Them Canceled. 

SANTA CRTJZ, Cal., April U.-The 
Taxpayers' Association of this city is pre- 
paring to bring suit to have mortgage 
bonds amounting to $270,000 canceled. 

Wnen Coffin & Stanton built the < 
works they organized the city water 



pany, which was authorized to issue $400,- 

000 mortgage bonds, to be held in trust by 
the Holland Trust Company of New York. 
It is expressly stated in the contract with 
the firm that' these bonds are held in trust, 
and as fast as the original bonds are re- 
deemed a like number of mortgage bonds 
are to be canceled. 

Of the amount authorized to be issued 
$89,000 was issued to Coffin & Stanton, and 
the balance— $297,000— placed with the Hol- 
land Trust Company. Already the city 
has canceled $27,000 worth, leaving a bal- 
ance of $270,000 uncanceled. They are 
held in trust solely as security for the pay- 
ment of $270,000 worth of water bonds. It 
is claimed that the mortgage bonds could 
not be legally issued, and therefore it is 
the purpose of the suit to have them can- 
celed. 

ELKIXS AT I. os AXGELE8. 

He Emphati rally Denies That He II a 
Candidate for the Presidency. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 11.— Senator 
Stephen B. Elkins left here for San Fran- 
cisco this afternoon in his private car. 
Shortly before leaving he was shown a 
statement published over the signature of 
J. W. Goshorn, a politician of Senator 
Elkins' State. In this statement Mr. 
Goshorn says he has lone personally 
known Mr. Elkins, and he further knew 
the Senator would come before the next 
Republican National Convention as a can- 
didate for the Presidency; that he had 
already received pledges of support from 
many leaders of the party, including Quay 
and Cameron, and that his extensive busi 
ness connections would make him strong 
in the Fast while his silver views would 
attract the West. 

When shown the printed statement by a 
reporter, Senator Elkins quietly laughed, 
but good-naturedly denied that he was in 
search of Presidential honors. 

"Why," said he, "being Senator from 
West Virginia is good enough for me; but 
as to my views on the silver question, that 
is another matter. I am unqualifiedly in 
favor of free silver, and shall work with 
the West in an endeavor to give it its 
proper place. As to how the question can 
be handled I can say nothing now ; but 
you can put me down as a solid silver 
man." 

When it was suggested that the latter 
was perhaps the reason why Republicans 
of the West would want him as a candi- 
date he replied : 

"You can say authoritatively that I am 
not a candidate for the Presidency, for, as 

1 saia, I am perfectly satisfied with repre- 
senting West Virginia in the Senate." 



IXJURED XEAR STOCKTOX. 

Miss Londonderry, the Woman Cyclist, 
Collides With a Barbed- Wire Fence. 
STOCKTON, Cal., April 11.— Annie Lon- 
donderry, the young lady bicyclist who is 
making a tour of the world on her wheel, 
and Mark Johnson of the Olympic Club, 
who accompanied her from San Francisco 
to this city, met with an accident at Niles 
Canyon on their way from Tracy to this 
city this morning. 

They were riding at about a four-minute 
eait on the narrow road on th« edge of the 
canyon when suddenly they saw coining 
aroand a bend of the road a runawav horse 
attached to a farm wagon. In attempting 
to pass the runaway they were thrown into 
a barbed-wire fence. Their faces were 
badly scratched and braised and Miss Lon- 
donderry has sustained internal injuries, 
though just to what extent cannot as yet 
be ascertained. The plucky woman made 
the remainder of the journey on her bi- 
cycle, notwithstanding her injuries.

UNDECIDED ON A ROUTE. 



Doubt as to the Valley Road's 
Course After Leaving 
There. 



WOMEN AIDING THE PROJECT. 



They Are Diligently at Work Raising 
Funds for the Competing 
Railroad. 



STOCKTON, Cal., April ll.-The sur- 
veyors who are running the lines for the 
Valley road have about finished their work 
in this city. They reached the inter- 
section of California and Taylor streets 
this evening and will finish their labors 
here to-morrow. 

Assistant Engineer Graham said to-night 
that it was not yet settled just what course 
the road would take after leaving the city. 
A preliminary survey will be made from 
the end of Taylor street to a point on the 
Stanislaus River just opposite Burneville, 
in Stanislaus County. This may be the 
final line of the road, but the question of 
finding a convenient place for a bridge 
across the Stanislaus will cut quite a figure, 
and if a more feasible route is found 
another survey will be made. 

Another thing which seems undecided 
is whether the road will run to Modesto or 
to a point midway between that place and 
Oakdale. There was to have been a mass- 
meeting to-night in the Yosemite Theater 
to endeavor to complete the stock sub- 
scriptions, of which there are now about 
enough to make sure of the full $100,000 
promised by the city. This meeting was 
postponed on account of the death of Mrs. 
Weber, whose estate is the largest contrib- 
utor to the cash fund for the road. In- 
stead a joint meeting of the ladies' com- 
mittee and one from the Stockton Com- 
mercial Association was held in the rooms 
of the association to fix on plans to raise 
the balance of the cash fund required. 
The ladies have been very active, the lead- 
ing social lights of the city having given 
up everything else to devote their time to 
raising money for the road. 

Senator B. F. Langford addressed to- 
night's meeting, making a stirring speech 
in favor of the new road. 

He was followed by J. D. Peters, one of 
the leading merchants of this city, who 
showed just what .he San Joaquin Valley 
had exported in the years past and what 
Stockton's share of the great valley trade 
was. 

The other speakers were P. A. Buell, 
president of the Commercial Association, 
Mayor McCall and Thomas Thompson of 
Santa Rosa. 

Mrs. Slaughter of the ladies' committee, 
on behalf of her co-workers, promised that 
the ladies had come to stay with the work 
until every cent of the money necessary 
for the completion of the cash fund had 
been raised. There is now no possibility 
of a doubt but that they will succeed. Some- 
thing like $80,000 is already in sight, and 
the ladies expect to clear between $2500 and 
$3000 from their edition of the Mail. Be- 
sides this a number of wealthy men who 
have been holding back are coming for- 
ward at the last moment, when they see 
that the securing of the road is an assured 
fact. Then, again, the committee ap- 
pointed to purchase the land needed have 
succeeded in getting reductions on the 
prices originally set upon the properties, 
and $4700 has already been knocked off 
the asking price for some of the lots that 
were the hardest to buy. 

Another mass-meeting will be held in a 
few days to clean up the balance required 
for the cash fund.

REEIILEY FORGERT CASE. 

An Expert in Handwriting Testifies 
Against Professor Sanders. 

FRESNO, Cal., April 11.— Max Gumpel, 
the San Francisco lithographer and expert 
in handwriting, occupied the stand most 
of to-day in the second trial of W. A. 
Sanders of Reedley for forging the name 
of William Wootton to a $1400 draft on the 
Kutner-Goldstein Company of this city. 
Gumpel testified in the most positive man- 
ner that the signature to the draft was a 
forgery and that it was in the same hand- 
writing as the signature to the deed by 
which the W ootton ranch was transferred 
to John Knauscb, Milton O. Abbott and 
W. A. Sanders. 

Gumpel was cross-examined at length by 
Frank H. Short, counsel for Sanders. 
Gumpel illustrated on the blackboard the 
difference between the genuine signature 
of William Wootton and the disputed sig- 
natures, and declared emphatically that 
the latter were labored efforts to imitate an 
original.

A TRAIN-ROBBER TRAPPED, 



Sheriff Bogard's Slayer to Be 
Arrested by Sacramento 
Police. 



Awaiting the Arrival of a Train on 
Which the Desperado Is a 
Passenger. 



SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 12.— Word 
has just been received at the railroad dis- 
patchers office that Brady, the slayer of 
Sheriff Bogard, is on his way to this city 
from Rocklin. The dispatch states that he 
left that town either on the passenger or on 
the freight, which leaves five minutes 
afterward. The police patrol wagon has 
been dispatched to the various beats in 
the city and will convey the officers to the 
neighborhood to await the coming of the 
train. 

For several days the detectives have 
been assured that the robber, Brady, had 
left the sheltering thickets of the Haggin 
grant and had worked his way up the 
American River until he arrived in Nevada 
County, his intention being to escape 
across the mountains and sink his identity 
in the crowded cities of the East. The 
man has been seen several times by pros- 
pectors, who immediately notified the de- 
tective forces, and for the past two days 
armed bodies of officers have been scour- 
ing all of Nevada County, and have evi- 
dently headed the man off and obliged 
him to return to his fastness on the Haggin 
grant. 

A man who fully answers the description 
of Brady boarded the train at Colfax last 
night and was seen and identified by the 
yardman at Rocklin, who immediately 
gave the alarm to the local officers. Before 
they arrived at the railroad yard in Rock- 
lin the man had escaped on one of the 
trains. They then notified the Sacramento 
officers, who have summoned the police.

Otto Lundt Meets Instant Death 
In the Path of the 
Torrent. 



HOUSES ABE CARRIED AWAY. 



Five Dwellings Torn From Their 
Foundations and Borne Down 
Mokelumne River. 



ANGELS CAMP, Cal., April 11.— At 
least one life was lost and property was 
damaged to the extent of thousands of 
dollars by the bursting of the Utica Water 
Company's reservoir, northeast of this city, 
to-day. Without warning the fifty feet of 
the north wing gave way, and the 270,000 
gallons contained in the reservoir escaped 
with a rush. 

Otto Lnndt and his sister lived about two 
miles below the dam, on San Antonio 
Creek, and were in the garden when they 
saw the water coming. The Bister escaped 
to higher ground, but Lundt, who is 80 
years of age, attempted to save $500 in cash 
and valuable jewelry which were in the 
house. Before he could get out the torrent 
struck the building and crushed it to 
atoms. Although a large number have 
been searching for Lundt's body it has not 
been found, and is supposed to have been 
carried into Mokelumne River, twenty 
miles distant. 

Superintendent Thomas T. Lane and sev- 
eral attaches of the Utica Company had 
narrow escapes from death. They had 
been notified that there was danger of a 
break and hastened to the scene. They 
were standing on the dam when the reser- 
voir wall gave way, and narrowly escaped 
being caught in the rushing torrent. 

Besides the Lundt house four other build- 
ings along the creek were washed away, 
but so far as known no other lives were 
lost. The reservoir cost about $40,000. It 
may not have to be entirely rebuilt, but 
the Utica' s loss will be at least $7000, ex- 
clusive of heavy damages which will have 
to be paid to individuals whose homes 
were washed away.

Accident in the Utica Mine, nhich Will 
Result in a Death. • 

ANGEL8 CAMP, Cai... April 11.— 
f- tei ben 1. Stade, a brother-in-law of J. W. 

Carsons, the banker, of 8an Jose, was fa- 
tally injured in the sonth shaft of the 
Utica mine at 5 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. After endeavoring to "spit" the 
fuse of two holes to blast, he thought only 
one Ignited and after the first charge ex- 
ploded, returned to light the other fuse. 
Just as he arrived at the spot the second 
charge exploded. 

Stade's eyesight was destroyed and his 
body badly mangled. He was taken to 
the Utica Hospital and his death is mo- 
mentarily expected.

PORTLAND'S BAD PARSON, 



Trial of Rev. J. C. Reed for 
Attempting the Robbery of 
a Bank. 



He Engaged In Crime to Secure 
Money for the Support of 
His Family. 



PORTLAND, Ob., April 11.— A Jury was 
secured to-day in the State Circuit Court 
to try Rev. J. C. Reed, the Baptist minister 
who last February bound and gagged the 
paying teller of the East Portland First 
National Bank and then attempted to loot 
the bank. Ex-Senator J. K. Dolph is at- 
torney for the defense, and insanity will 
be the plea. When the minister was 
caught, in the bank he said : 

"I tried to rob the bank because I wanted 
money to support my wife and children. 
I have reached the end of my rope, and 
the only feeling I have in this matter is 
for my wife and children." 

About three years ago Reed disappeared, 
and it was believed he had been drowned, 
but he finally tnmed up in Moline, 111., 
where his brother resides. 



Found in the River Xec 

EUGENE, Or., April ll.-The body of 
a man was found in the river here to-day, 
and tbe Coroner has not been able to com- 
pletely identify the remains. It is sup- 
posed, however, to be the body of a man 
who came here from California about 
December. He was ill, and told doctors 
who treated him at that time that his 
father was in the lumber business in some 
city in the East, but his name cannot be 
recalled by the doctors. He was penniless 
and threatened suicide on account of his 
intense suffering.

8EATTLE, Wash., April 1L— The Wash- 
ington Dredging and Improvement Com- 
pany has tiled articles of incorporation, 
with a capital of $3,000,000, with Ellis 
Morrison, William F. Hays and .Frank 
Shay incorporators.

WAS KNOWNJ TACOMA, 

Fielding, the Missing Drum- 
mer, Mourned by Many 
Friends. 



Death Supposed to Have Been the 
End of a Protracted 
Spree. 



TACOMA, Wash., April 11.— J. D. Field- 
ing, the Eastern commercial traveler who 
disappeared from the Palace Hotel in San 
Francisco on Friday, was well known here, 
and was one of the most successful travelers 
who ever visited Puget Sound. He visited 
Tacoma in March, and an evening paper 
claims to have positive information from 
one of his close friends that it was here 
that he broke his good resolntions and 
began the protracted spree which is sup- 
posed to have ended in his death. 

Fielding was for several years connected 
with the Taub Manufacturing Company of 
New York, but by reason of his frequent 
sprees was finally released from his posi- 
tion. His brother and sister-in-law did not 
accompany him here, but remained in San 
Francisco while he made a quick business 
trip through this section. He did not 
attempt to do business here, but devoted 
the few days he spent in Tacoma to drink- 
ing. The friend says that his spree ended 
with his watch and mileage ticket being 
held in pawn by a party to whom Fielding 
became indebted during the carousal. 

8everal local dealers who were asked for 
information concerning Fielding spoke in 
terms of high praise of his ability as a busi- 
ness man, and stated that his weakness for 
liquor was the one fault that had always 
caused his friends and relatives much con- 
cern. Fielding comes oj a rich and in- 
fluential New York family, was about 27 
years of age and unmarried. 



Tacoma Man to Sue for Slander. 

TACOMA, Wash., April 11.— 8. G. G. 
Todd of Tacoma, who was accused by 
Revenue Agent Thomas of San Francisco 
with being identified with a gang which 
dealt in bogus Chinese certificates, says he 
has retained a lawyer who will bring 
action in San Francisco against Thomas 
for damages for slander.

Bills Contracted During the Big 
Strike Passed by the Board 
of Examiners. 



SACRAMENTO, Cal., April ll.-The 
members of the State Bureau of High- 
ways, who met and organized in the Sur- 
veyor-General's office at the State Capitol 
building this morning and, on motion of 
Commissioner Maude, elected Commis- 
sioner Manson chairman of the bureau, 
are already learning that their office 
will by no means prove to be a sinecure. 
Even before they could arrange their 
quarters in the State Capitol building a 
flood of letters were received from various 
portions of the State desiring information 
as to the best method of constructing 
roads and requesting some member of the 
bureau to immediately come to their 
locality, examine the natural formation 
of the country and advise with them on 
the subject. 

At a late hour this evening a dispatch 
was received from Red Bluff stating that 
there would be a meeting of citizens at 
that place toi-morrow who were unanimous 
in their decision to immediately construct 
a macadam road into the new mining dis- 
tricts, and desired the attendance of a 
member of the bureau to advise with them 
on the subject. It was agreed that Com- 
missioner Irvine should leave to-night for 
Rei Bluff and give such information on 
the subject as was at the board's com- 
mand. 

Commissioner Maude will go to San 
Quentin Saturday for the purpose of con- 
sultation with the Board of Prison Direc- 
tors in regard to the establishment of the 
rock-crushing plant. In the meantime 
the board will procure the services of a 
competent stenographer and typewriter to 
act as secretary for the bureau. 

MILITARY CLAIMS SIGXED. 

All Bills Contracted During the Big 
Strike Are Soon to Be Paid. 
SACRAMENTO, Cut., April 11.— The 
Board of Examiners have signed a large 
portion of the military claims that were 
contracted during the late strike and they 
will be paid within a few days, as soon as 
tbe Controller's force of clerks prepare the 
necessary warrants. 

The claims signed so far are payable to 
parties residing in Sacramento, Oakland, 
Bakersfield, Port Costa, Dunsmuir, Boca, 
Fresno and a few in Los Angeles. In all 
they amount to the sum of $38,000 and in 
the majority they consist of board bills 
contracted at the various restaurants and 
hotels because the different companies had 
failed to provide themselves with the 
necessary equipments and utensils for 
active field service. It was the knowledge 
possessed by Governor Budd of the mag- 
nitude of these hotel bills that probably 
caused him to so strenuously insist that 
in the future the different companies must 
expend their monthly allowance within 
thirty days after their warrants had been 

cashed. ' 

Leake Makes His Appointments. 
WOODLAND, Cal., April 11.— Ed E. 
Leake, recently appointed Commissioner 
of Public Works, has announced the fol- 
lowing appointments: J. C. Brusie, sec- 
retary; John Price of Colusa, engineer, 
and M. A. Nurz of Yolo County, assistant 
Engineer. Mr. Brusie is the incumbent 
and a Republican. The others are Demo- 
crats. The commission was created under 
Governor Markham's administration and 
was made non-parrlsan. 



ARRESTED IX SACRAMEXTO. 

Five Highbinders Held for the Robbery of 
a Chinese Firm. 

8ACRAMENTO, Cal., April 11.— Con- 
stable Spinks and Policeman Douglas 
arrested five Chinese highbinders in one 
of the second-class sleepers of the Oregon 
express when it arrived at the depot in 
this city to-night.

National Organisation of Street 
Railway Employes. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 11.— A new 
national organization of street railway em- 
ployes was formed in this city last night to 
take the place of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Street Railway Employes, 
which, it is claimed, is now practically 
dead The new society will be known as 
the National Street Railway Employes' 
League. The organization of organizers 
will at once visit all the principal cities. 
The leaders of the movement here chvtn 
»-hmt they are in communication with hue- 



dreds of street railway men who are 
anxious to become allied with them. The 
resolutions adopted by the new association 
say that the previous organizations have 
failed to accomplish their objects and 
strikes failed to give relief. The municipal 
ownership of street railways is declared to 
be the only means whereby the objects 
sought can be attained. 

Streetcar men everywhere are urged to 
join in one mighty effort to gain political 
power at the municipal elections. The 
platform favors eight hours for a day's 
work, the weekly payment of wages, and 
the licensing of street railway employes. 
Insurance and sick benefits are provided 
for. 

POLITICS TO THE FROST. 

Considerable Difficulty in Preparing 
I inh's Constitution. 

SALT LAKE, Utah, April 11.— Politics 
came to the front to-day in the Constitu- 
tional Convention in the discussion of the 
legislative bill. An effort was made to add 
a section to the bill declaring that the Leg- 
islature shall have no power to make any 
grant of public money or anything valu- 
able to any individual, corporation or 
municipality excepting in case of public 
calamity. After a long discussion the sec- 
tion was defeated by a strict party vote — 50 
Republicans to 43 Democrats. 

The question was brought up a second 
and third time in different shapes and de- 
feated by the same vote. An amendment 
was then offered that the Legislature shall 
have no power to authorize or grant any 
county or municipality authority to 
grant an extra fee, compensation or allow- 
ance, nor pay any claim hereafter created 
against the State, county or municipality 
under any agreement made without au- 
thority of law. The Democratic strength 
was augmented by Republicans on this 
proposition and it passed by a vote of 51 
to 46. 

Roberts (D.) proposed a section to the 
bill which was in substance that neither 
the State of Vtah nor any political subdi- 
vision thereof shall ever give or loan its 
credit to an individual, association or cor- 
poration without first securing atwo-thirds 
vote of the people. This was lost by a party 
vote— 49 Republicans to 35 Democrats.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 11.— A quo- 
rum of twelve and Joseph Smith were in 
executive session until midnight last 
night, and this morning early the session 
was resumed. Questions of grave import- 
ance to the church of the Latter-day Saints 
are being considered, an undercurrent of 
restlessness among the laity having 
awakened the leaders of the saints to a 
realization that something must be done 
to overcome the spirit of opposition mani- 
fest each day since the conference began. 

At the afternoon session the principal 
business transacted was the selection of the 
next place of meeting, to be held April 6, 
189G. The contest for the conference be- 
tween Kirtland, Ohio, and Lamoni, Iowa, 
went to the Ohio town by a vote of 611 to 
361, after a heated debate. A resolution 
was passed indorsing the use of tents in 
all districts which the presiding elders 
might deem necessary as the most availa- 
ble and effective means of reaching certain 
classes. The resolution was presented by a 
committee appointed on the question. It 
was decided that the board of directors of 
the Lamoni (Iowa) college, now building, 
shall consist of nine members, two of 
whom are not to be members of the Saints' 
church. 

The conference adjourned until to-mor- 
row. 

NOT AT ALL DISTURBED. 

Eastern Roads Pay Little Attention to 
Southern Pacific Tactics. 
CHICAGO, III., April 11.— The trans- 
continental lines which some time ago 
were seized with the idea of reviving the 
old transcontinental passenger association 
are now waiting for a declaration from the 
Canadian Pacific, whose opinion was asked 
some time since. Whenever it shows up 
the transcontinental lines will, if the 
Canadian Pacific's reply is favorable, begin 
the work of getting their association into 
shape. The action of the Southern Pacific, 
telegraphed to-day from Los Angeles, in 
withdrawing from sale the tickets to St, 
Paul and other Minnesota points by way 
of El Paso, Fort Worth and Kansas City, 
and also by way of Ogden and Kansas City, 
created no excitement here. None of the 
roads were prepared to say what action 
they would take to meet that of the South- 
ern Pacific and none of them seemed at all 
disturbed over the matter. 



RES J'LTS iy A MURDER. 

Trouble Over Clearing Lands Leads to a 
Lively Fight. 

GREENVILLE, Ala., April 11.— A 
bloody murder occurred twelve miles from 
ttr's city last night. Five negroes had a 
dispute about clearing some land, which 
resulted in a desperate fight. Bob Peagler 
and his two sons attacked Frank and 
Shade Brown. The Peaglers stabbed Shade 
in two places, either wound being sufficient 
to cause death. They then broke his neck 
with a huge club. Frank Brown had an 
arm broken in the scuffle. The Peaglers 
were not seriously hurt. Two arrests have 
been made. 

Conspired to Hang a Spy. 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 11.— The Govern- 
ment rested to-dav in the case now on trial 
in the Federal court against Quarles and 
Butler, indicted for conspiracy to hang 
Henry Worley, a revenue spy. Ben Hemp- 
hill, father-in-law of the defendant Butler, 
confessed on the stand that he had lied be- 
fore the Grand Jury in his former state- 
ment of a conversation witn Butler. The 
altered testimony favors Butler. 

Hypnotist Hamilton Released. 

DENVER, Colo., April 11.— Harry Waite, 
alias Frank Hamilton, the hypnotist, ar- 
rested on the charge of grand larceny from 
a woman at 6an Jose, Cal., was released 
to-day, a dispatch having been received 
from Sheriff Lyndon of Santa Clara 
County, Cal., to the effect that the District 
Attorney refused to ask for requisition 
papers. 

Insanity of an Actress. 

CHICAGO, III., April U.— Miss Grace 
Jennings, the actress, better known to the 
public as Grace Vaughn, was adjudged 
insane to-day and committed to Elgin.

England Will Not Agree 
to Relinquish Her 
Claims

EXTENSION OF POSSESSIONS. 



Senator Morgan Says This Country 
Should Enforce the Monroe 
Doctrine. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April ll.-Sen- 
ator Morgan, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, was asked 
to-day how he regarded the situation in 
Venezuela, and replied : "I have no doubt 
Great Britain's ultimate purpose is to 
press her frontier sufficiently far into the 
interior to encompass the rich gold fields 
of that section, though she will, of course, 
not disclose this purpose in the immediate 
future, but will ratherconlinc herdemands 
to the territory at the mouth of the Ori- 
noco River. 

"1 think the direct question should be 
put to Great Britain by our diplomats 
whether 6he proposes either by purchase 
or conquest to extend her domain beyond 
her present claims. In case of a negative 
reply 1 should advise the United States 
not to interfere with the settlement of the 
existing disputes, but I do not believe 
England could be brought to a definite 
promise not to press her boundaries fur- 
ther in that section, because of the rich 
gold mines known to exist there. 

"I am convinced, as I believe most men 
to be who have given attention to the ques- 
tion, that England's desire is to control 
those gold deposits. Such a course would 
be in accord with her policy in other parts 
of the globe, and it goes hand in hand with 
her gold monometallist policy at home. 

"Controlling the principal gold fields of 
the world, England naturally desires to 
maintain the gold standard and she as nat- 
urally wishes to extend her gold posses- 
sions. It is to her interest to do so, and I 
cannot say I blame her, but that is no rea- 
son why the United States should stand 
idly by and allow her to carry this policy 
into effect. Furthermore, it is evidently 
the policy of the present British adminis- 
tration to acquire desirable territory when 
it can do so, as witness the effort to secure 
Neckar Island, in the Hawaiian group, and 
disputes with France over African territory. 
It is most probable instead of making any 
definite reply to this supposititious ques- 
tion England would evade 'it. In that 
event I think we should invoke the Mon- 
roe doctrine forthwith." 



More Complications for the 
Collectors of the In- 
come Tax. 



Aggrieved Citizens May Pay Under 
Protest and Bring Suits for 
Their Money. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April ll.-The 
Treasury Department to-day issued to in- 
come-tax collectors a series of supple- 
mental instructions to conform to the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court. The 
instructions are as follows: 

First— Interest received from State, county 
and municipal bonds or securities and rents 
from real estate are not taxable as income, but 
persons or corporations receiving said interest* 
or rents shall include In their returns as re- 
ceipts the full amount thereof received, or 
accorded within the year for which return is 
made, and shail deduct the same as not subject 
to taxation. 

Second— The amounts actually paid for taxes, 
Insurance and repairs on real estate may be 
deducted from income. 

Third — All the persons and corporations that 
have heretofore rendered income-tax returns 
for the year 1894, to a collector or deputy col- 
lector, including therein interest received 
from State, county or municipal bonds, or from 
rents from real estate, may have the amounts 
on said interest and rents deducted from their 
income by duly making an affidavit, and de- 
livering the same to the collector or deputy 
collector to whom the original return was ren- 
dered. It requires that persons in making re- 
turns in future show clearly that rents in- 
cluded and deducted were received only for 
real estate, and include nothing whatever paid 
for rent or use of personal property or 
franchise. 

So far aa payments are concerned, the de- 
cisions of Commissioner Miller will prob- 
ably be final. Aggrieved citizens may pay 
the tax under protest, bringing suit to re- 
cover their money. - 

Not Ordered to Corlnto. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 11.— It can 
now be positively stated that no orders, 
sealed or otherwise, have been sent to 
the Olympia to proceed to Corinto. The 
vessel was ordered to make a practice cruise 
in Santa Barbara Channel and then to visit 
the town of Santa Barbara during the 
flower festival. Later on she may be sent 
to relieve the Philadelphia at Honolulu. 

Movements of Warships. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 11.— The 
Concord has arrived at Shanghai, the Mo- 
hican at Port Townsend and Admiral 
Meade's squadron at Port au Prince, 
Hayti. It is expected that the squadron 
will next run over to Colon, where Assist- 
ant Secretary McAdoo will be landed to 
take a merchant steamer for the United 
Btates. 

Movements of Cruisers. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April U.— The 
Concord has arrived at Chin Kiang. The 
Atlantic arrived at Colon from Cartha- 
gena and the Allianca has arrived at New 
York. 

Receiver of a Bank. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 11.— The 
Comptroller of the Currency has appointed 
8. B. Thompson of Broken Bow, Nebr., as 
receiver of the First National Bank of Ra- 
ve na. 

Xo Hope of Recovery. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April ll.-Therc 
has been no improvement in Assistant 
Comptroller Mansure's condition, and no 
hope of his recovery is entertained. 

Sew Counterfeit Treasury Xote. 
WASHINGTON. D. C, April ll.-Chief 
Hazen of the secret service has issued a 
circular of warning against a new counter- 
feit of a five-dollar treasury note of the 



series of 1891, a specimen of which was cir- 
culated in Columbia, S. C. The counter- 
feit is a photographic production, touched 
up with pen and ink, and bears the treasury 
number, B3776 724. 

SPURIOUS POSTAGE STAMPS. 

Detectives Seek the Men Who Operate in 
Canada. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 11.— There 
is little doubt that the scheme for distribut- 
ing United States postage stamps at rates 
below their face value, which has its head- 
quarters at Hamilton, Out., is part of one 
of the greatest enterprises of its kind that 
has been unearthed of late years. The 
officials of the treasury secret service who 
are on the scene will work upon the case 
until they have discovered, if possible, 
where the work of counterfeiting is carried 
on and have the principals in the plot ap- 
prehended. Close examination of the 
stamps which were disposed of in Chicago 
shows they are counterfeits, printed on 
good paper, but pa per of an inferior quality 
to that used by the bureau, and that the 
ink is paler than the Government brand. 



CAPTAIN MAHA .V WILL LECTURE. 

Secretary Herbert Relieves Him From the 
Command of the Chicago. 
WASHINGTON, D. C, April ll.-Cap- 
tain Mahan of the Chicago called at the 
Navy Department to-day to confer with 
Secretary Herbert relative to his future 
duty as he is about to be relieved of the 
command of his ship, which is going out 
of commission. The Secretary offered him 
the post of chief of naval intelligence of- 
fices, with the understanding he would be 
relieved of all purely routine matters, or 
special duty in connection with the naval 
war college. The captain chose the latter, 
and it is expected will contribute to the 
lecture course of the institution this sum- 
mer. 



Wilson Is Encouraged. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 11.— Post- 
master-General Wilson is very much en- 
couraged with the first reports that have 
been received by him showing the busi- 
ness of the department. He thinks that 
the increased business of the Fostofiice 
Department is a barometer of better times 
throughout the country. The statistics 
which he has received are for the fourth 
quarter of 1894. The receipts for the quar- 
ter were (1,105,209 greater than for the 
corresponding period of 1893, and the total 
expenditures were (620,343 more than for 
the same quarter in 1893. 



May Investigate Waller's Case. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 11. — A 
cablegram received at the Navy Depart- 
ment announced the sailing of the United 
States steamer Castine from Aden, at the 
entrance to the Red Sea, for Zanzibar. It 
is probable that the commander of the 
ship will be directed to investigate the 
case of ex-United States Consul Waller.

AMRUSHEO BY CUBANS. 

Spaniards Meet a Crushing Defeat at 
La Mocha. 

TAMPA, Fla., April 11.— The riant 
steamship Mascot, which arrived to-night 
brought many passengers, from whom 
it is learned that the customary holy week 
Catholic procession in Havana, which 
would have been held to-morrow, was 
forbidden by the Government. The Cuban 
taxes are to be increased (5,000.000 to pro- 
vide war expenses. 

At La Mocha, a village near Aguatate, 
sixty miles from Havana, Vincente (iarcia, 
with 200 men, ambuibed General Pratt's 
forces, who three times rallied, but were 
finally routed with heavy losses. Jiguani, 
a place of 10.000 inhabitants, was captured 
by the Cubans, under Rabi, about March 
25. On April 3 the Spaniards attempted to 
regain possession, but were repulsed after 
a spirited encounter. 'Ihey were under 
Santocildes, and left forty-five dead for 
the Cubans to bury. 

MAyr LIVES SAVED. 

Police .and Firemen Rescue Families in 
a Hurning Building. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., April 11.- Fire 
broke out at 9 o'clock in the five-story 
brick building at the corner of Columbia 
avenue and Ninety-fourth street, owned 
by Hyanis Brothers, liquor-dealers, and 
occupied by the Colonial Bank Eleven 
families occupied rooms on the upper 
floors and a number of daring rescues 
were reported. The loss is estimated at 
(100,000. It is thought the insurance will 
cover damages to building and bank fix- 
tures, but most of the persons living in the 
building did not carry any insurance upon 
household goods. Sergeant Armstrong 
rescued Cresar L. Pinto, wife and two 
children. Pinto was badly burned, while 
his wife and children were badly scorched. 

MILITIA CALLED OUT. ' 

Trouble Increases in the Eastern Mining 
Districts. 

CENTER VILLE, Iowa, April 11.— 
Affairs at Cincinnati, Iowa, seem to be 
getting worse. 

The sheriff is now there and has tele- 
graphed for Company E, Second Regiment, 
and it is now on its way there. The mines 
at Cincinnati were all at work to-day, and 
an effort will be made to keep the men out 
in the morning, hence the call for militia. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 11.— When 
the 600 intending strikers |at the Atlantic 
mills in Olneyville went to the works this 
morning, they were surprised to find 
themselves locked out. The closing 
throws out of employment 2500 people. 



Mrs. Madiora Insane. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 11.— Mrs. 
F. Madiora, the wife of a general officer of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy at 
San Francisco, became violently insane at 
the terminal station in this city to-day. 
Mrs. Madiora has been spending the win- 
ter at Leesburg, and was on her way to bcr 
home in California. Miss Madiora is confi- 
dent the trouble is only temporary and 
that her mother will soon recover. 

Requests Free Coinage. 
NASHVILLE, Tens., April 11.— The 
Senate to-day adopted a joint resolution 
requesting Congress to pass a free coinage 
silver bill at a ratio of 10 to 1, by a vote of 
14 to 10; not voting 9. The Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee decided to-day to report 
adversely the House bill regulating tele- 
phone charges.

Killed by an Assassin. 

MACON", Mo., April 11.— Late last night 
four miles southeast of here George Stice 
was assassinated while sitting in the midst 
of his family, some one firing through the 
window at him.

THE BIG FOUR'S INFLUENCE. 



Tactics of a Railroad Combine That 
May Be Found to Be 
Unlawful. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April 11.— Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Morton to-day began 
an inquiry into the recent increase in the 
price of meats, for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing if any combination in violation of law 
exists. The Secretary's letter of instruc- 
tions is as follows: 

Dr. D. E. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau 
of Animal I/ic/uufrt,— SIR : Furnish at your 
earliest convenience a statement of the num- 
ber of cattle received at the stockyards at 
Omaba, Kansas City, Kast St. Louts and Chi- 
cago during the mouths of January, February 
and March, for the years 1894. and 1895. It is 
important just at this time to ascertain as 
nearly as may be from those sources what 
falling oil there is in the cattle supply of the 
United States, as compared with previous 
years. 

In January, 1885, cattle sold for ?5 70, In 
February of the same year for .$5 65, and in 
March, the same year, for $3 1"K per 100 
weight at the Kansas City stockyards, and In 
1892 they sold in the same market in January 
for $5, in February $4, 80 and in March Spi 70 
per 100 weight; while in 1893 they sold in 
January at $5 00, in February $5 55, in March 
$5 70, and in January, 1894, at the Kansas 
City stockyards, they sold at $5 25, in Febru- 
ary $4 80 and in March $4 50. 

I wish now to ascertain the prices paid at 
Kansas City and Chicago during January> 
February and March of 1895, and also the 
number of cattle received at these points dur- 
ing this time. The largest cattle receipts at 
Chicago in any one day occurred, I believe, 
April 25. 1892, when 32,677 head were re- 
ceived, and the largest tattle receipts at Chi- 
cago in a single week were 95,528 head, re- 
ceived during the seven days ending Septem- 
ber 19, 1891. 

The largest receipts of cattle for a single 
month at Chicago were In September, 1892, 
when 883,466 head were received. Be kind 
enough to Instruct the agents of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, wherever they may be 
stationed, to collect and send in as rapidly as 
possible all the reliable data at their command 
which may tend to truthfully show wnat dim- 
inution, if any, there is in the cattle supply of 
the United Slates for the year 1893, as com- 
pared with previous years. 

Also instruct the agents of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry to make a thorough inquiry 
as to whether in their judgment there is any 
combination in violation of law by which the 
cattle trust is putting up the price of beef 
products while it is putting down the per capita 
price of cattle. Very respectfully yours, 

J. Sterling Morton, Secretary. 

Concerning the inquiry Secretary Morton 
said to a reporter of the Associated Press: 

"The increase of the price of ;attle has 
been quite remarkable, and certain fluctua- 
tions seemed unaccountable. It would ap- 
pear that the primary cause of the in- 
creased price is that the supply is 
decreasing while the demand is constant 
or Increasing, and the lour points, so 
called— Chicago, Kansas City, St. Louis 
and Omaha— where cattle are slaughtered 
are falling off in their supply to the market. 
The reduction last year was 142,347 head of 
cattle, as compared with the year before. 
This reduction naturally would bring an 
increase of price to the consumer. Then, 
too, corn-fed cattle are preferred, and our 
supply of corn-fed fell off enormously last 
year. This in part explains the falling off 
in the production of high grade cattle. 
And it is a marked feature of the American 
consumer that he wants the very best grade 
of cattle, and the choicest parts — sirloin 
and porterhouse rather than the more 
nutritive round or neck." 

Mr. Morton's inquiries as to the influence 
of the alleged trust are in part directed by 
current statements as to the influence 
which the Big Four have in depressing tlfe 
price of live cattle. 

He says that if there wa3 a demand for 
the live cattle the prices would go up, re- 
gardless of the combine. His inquiry, he 
adds, is designed to bring out just what in- 
fluence the Big Four have on prices. 

TWO OUTLAWS KILLED. 

Another Battle With the Desperate Dover 
Train-Robbers. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 11.— Aspeeial 
to the Star from Hcnnessy, 0. T., says: A 
Lacey mail-carrier brings the news of 
another desperate battle between the Dover 
train-robbers and the United States Mar- 
shals in which two more of the outlaws 
have been killed. 

On Tuesday night the Marshals had 
located their quarry and were waiting for 
daylight. During the night the birds had 
flown again. Taking the trail they were 
tracked to a deserted ranch seventy miles 
northwest of here. The outlaws were sur- 
rounded by the officers and challenged. 
Their reply was a volley of bullets. Then 
followed a desperate fight. 

The outlaws attempted to force their way 
out, and after a sharp battle three escaped, 
closely pursued by a party of the Mar- 
shals, the remainder taking charge of two 
outlaws who had been killed. None of the 
Marshals were badly wounded except one, 
named Moore, who received a bullet in the 
shoulder, more painful than dangerous. 

An Outlet for the Santa Fe. 

DENVER, Colo., April 11. — General 
Manager D. B. Robinson of the Santa Fe 
denies the report that the Santa Fe will 
build 150 miles of line to make connection 
with the proposed railway from San Fran- 
cisco southward, and thus furnish an out- 
let for the Santa Fe on the coast. He 
says: "There is every indication, how- 
ever, that a new road from San Francisco 
into Southern California will be built." 
Mr. Robinson is of the opinion that the 
new Santa Fe company will be in active 
operation by August 1. 

Tlie River Still Rising. 

HARTFOUD, Cons., April 11.— The 
river is still rising slowly, at midnight 
marking 22 feet 5 inches above low water 
mark. Residents in the lower part of the 
city are using boats for transportation.

NEW YORK.N. Y., April ll.-Frederick 
W. Knowland, general freight manager of 
the Central Pacific Railroad, died at his 
home in Plaintield, N. J., to-night from 
pneumonia. 

Suicide of a Merchant. 
FORT WORTH, Tex., April ll.-Albert 



Schwarz, the manager of the Scharff Mer- 
cantile Company, was found hanging by 
the neck in his store tnis morning. His 
suicide was supposed to have been caused 
by the fact that he had all his money in tho 
City National Bank, which suspended last 
week. 

LIEUTENANT BAKER'S TRIP. 

May Have Some Connection With the 
Nicaragua Canal. 

DENVER, Colo., April 11.— General Mc- 
CooS said to-day regarding the dispatch 
from San Diego, Cal., that Lieutenant 
Baker of his staff was about to sail from 
that city for Nicaragua on Government 
business": "Lieutenant Baker has gone to 
the coast on matters of a personal nature. 
He has been invited to take a trip down 
the coast with a party of gentlemen and 
has obtained leave of absence. That is all 
there is to it." 

From another source it was learned, 
however, that Lieutenant Baker had gone 
to do some expert engineering for a party 
who have great faith in his ability as an 
engineer, and it is believed that the trip 
has some connection with the Nicaragua 
canal scheme. 

RETIRES FROM THE BENCH. 

Chief Justice Horton of Kansas Resumes 
His Private Practice. 

TOPEKA, Kans., April 11.— Albert H. 
Horton, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Kansas, handed his resignation to Gov- 
ernor Morrill at 7:30 p. M. The resignation 
was at ouce accepted, and Governor Mor- 
rill appointed Judge David Martin of 
Atchison to be the new Chief Justice. 

Judge Horton has been Chief Justice 
since 1877, and resigned to become a mem- 
ber of a Kansas law firm handling large 
corporation interests. The name of the 
firm has not Deen disclosed as yet. He 
was a prominent candidate for United 
States Senator when ex-Senator Ingalls 
was chosen the first time. David Martin 
is well known throughout the West as an 
able lawyer and a sterling citizen. 

Marvel's Remains at Rest. 

LAUREL, Del., April ll.-The funeral 
of Governor Joshua Marvel took place at 
2:30 o'clock this afternoon. The funeral 
was attended by hundreds of people.

Sensations Crowing Out of the 
Application Filed by a 
Widow. 



Uncle Sam Asked to Pay for th« 
Death of a Man Who Was Not 
a Soldier. 



COUNCIL BLUFFS, Iowa. April ll.- 
The case of the United States 3gainst A. A. 
Edgington of Avoca, which was put on 
trial in the Federal court this afternoon, 
promises to be one of unusual interest, as 
some of the stories told are quite sensa- 
tional. 

All the parties concerned are well known 
throughout the country. The issues in- 
volved W. B. Cuppy, his brother, G. M. 
Cuppy, and Mrs. Jennie M. Edgington, the 
mother of the defendant, each of whom is 
under indictment, and wiil have a trial 
after this case has been disposed of. 

A jury was secured, and after a short 
recess District Attorney Fuller made his 
opening statement. He said that on Janu- 
ary 4, 1893, Jennie M. Edgington filed a 
claim for a pension as the widow of Fran- 
cis M. Edgington. who enlisted in the 
Thirty-fifth Iowa Regiment of Volunteers, 
Company F, at Onawa, Muscatine County. 
He never served in that company, but an- 
other man is drawing a pension to-day 
under the name of Francis M. Edgington 
and he belonged to the company and regi- 
ment mentioned. 

The defense asserted that they would 
prove that Edgington's father served in 
the army as alleged and a man answering 
his description and whom his family think 
was Edgington died and was buried as F. 
M. Edgington. Interesting developments 
are anticipated. 

HORRORS IN ARMF.yiA. 

Fully Set Forth in a Book Distributed at 
Philadelphia. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., April ll.-The 
Philadelphia Armenian Association is dis- 
tributing an illustrated book entitled "The 
Armenian Crisis in Turkey," dealing large- 
ly with the massacre of 1894, its antece- 
dents and its significance. . 

Frederick DaVis Greene, the author, was 
a missionary of the American board in the 
center of Armenia. Many of the atrocities 
described in this letter are too horrible for 
publication. "At Gagolnzan," says he, 
"manv young men were tied hand and 
foot, laid in a row, covered with brush and 
burned alive. Others were slashed and 
hacked to pieces. The men of one village 
when fleeing took the women and children, 
some 500 in number, and placed them in a 
sort of ravine. After several days the 
soldiers found them and butchered those 
who had not died of hunger. Children 
were frequently held up by the hair and 
cut in two or had their jaws torn apart. 
Other children were pulled apart by their 
legs. Forty villages were totally destroyed, 
and it is probable that 16,000 at least were 
killed. The lowest estimate is 10,000, and 
many put it much higher." 

MURDERED TWO Gil! IS. 

Execution of an Ignorant Youth for 
Fiendish Crimes. 

CODUMBU9, Onto, April 12.— Charles 
Hart was hanged in the annex of the Ohio 
Penitentiary at 12:09 this (Friday) morn- 
ing for the murder of little Ashley and 
Elsie Good in Paulding County, November 
4, 1894. Hart was an ignorant lad of 18 
years and was nervy to the last. Althongh 
he made a confession after his arrest he 
made the statement on the gallows, "I am 
not guilty as charged." He was baptized 
in the Methodist faith before his execu- 
tion. He died without a struggle, being 
pronounced dead in thirteen minutes. 

Hart after killing Ashley Good assaulted 
little Elsie and then cut her throat. He 
then mutilated both bodies with a corn- 
cutter and tried to burn them on a pile of 
brush. 

FOUGHT FOR A WOMAN. 

One Young Man Fatally Stabbed During 
a Quarrel. 
JAMESTOWN, N. Y., April 11.- At Flu- 
vanna, on Lake Chautauqua, this morning, 
Fred Mitchell and James Rainey, both of 
tliis city, quarreled over a woman to whom 
both had been paying attentions. Mitchell 
was the aggressor, and Rainey, as he 
claims, acted in self-defense. He cut 
Mitchell with a knife, one cut severing the 
jugular vein, and he died in ten minutes. 
Rainey came to the city and gave himself 
up to the police. Both were prominent 
and well-known young men. 

Destroyed by a Prairie Fire. 

DALLAS, Tex., April 11.— A special to 
the News from Lipscora, Tex., says that 
Lockwood, Okla., has been destroyed by 
a prairie fire, which has burned all the way 
from New Mexico.

Curtiss Perry of Syracuse, the train-rob- 
ber, who escaped from, that institution last 
night, are still at large. 

Night Watchman t'armody was making 
the rounds at 11 o'clock and had passed 
from the main building into the isolation 
of the annex, where the more dangerous 
prisoners are kept, when he was attacked 
by five men, overpowered and deprived of 
his keys before he could make an outcry. 
Then the convicts fled toward the chapel. 
As they ran Keeper Cnrmody raised the 
alarm, which brought out Superintendent 
Atchison and guards. 

Perry and companions, however, reached 
the chapel without being intercepted,- and 
through that room made their way to the 
roof through the scuttle. Then Perry slid 
down the roof to the eaves, from which he 
dropped to the ground, the fall being about 
twenty-five feet. As the others were fol- 
lowing his example they were discovered, 
and one shot was fired at them. Three 
prisoners followed Perry's lead and es- 
caped. The fifth scrambled back into the 
darkness, where he remained until day- 
break, when he was forced to give himself 
up. It is scarcely probable that the fugi- 
tives can long evade capture. 

The mystery surrounding the escape of 
the convicts has baffled the officials of the 
asylum. The men were confined in sepa- 
rate rooms, all opening off the isolation 
ward. Each one left his room without 
forcing the door, and the locks are un- 
broken. 

In a statement made this morning Car- 
mody said that he entered the isolation 
ward at 11 o'clock. He passed quietly to 
the farthest end of the ward, where Perry's 
room was located. The train-robber called 
to him to get him a glass of water, and 
Carmody replied, "All right," and passed 
on. He had gone but a few steps when he 
was seized by the throat by throe men, 
whom he recognized as Perry, Quigley and 
McGuire. He struggled and cried out, but 
the men stuffed a cloth in his mouth and 
choked him. 

"Kill him," Carmody says McGuire ex- 
claimed. 

"No, don't do that. All we want to do 
is to get out of here," replied Perry. 

Then they dragged him into Perry's 
room and tied him with strips of bed' 
clothing to Perry's bed, first taking his 
keys. Whether the three men then re- 
leased David and O'Connell or whether 
these two already had their doors unlocked 
is not known. The most likely solution of 
the mystery is that one orall of the doors 
were left open by the attendants, either 
intentionally or through negligence.

Mysterious Movements of George Mor- 

rlim in Ontario.

Another communication from Morrison 
instructed her to send all his mail matter 
to the Toronto general delivery office. 



CINCINNATI, Ohio, April ll.-In the 
business center of Covington, Ky., John 
L_ Sandford. cashier of the Farmers' and 
Traders' Bank, was killed 3t 1:30 p. *. to- 
day by State Senator William Goebel. 
Both fired at each other on the crowded 
street. An hour later one of the wealth- 
iest citizens was dead, and a leading poli- 
tician was in custody at the station-house, 
while the streets were thronged with ex- 
cited crowds. The factional agitation over 
the bloody affair continues to run high to- 
night on this side of the river as well as in 
Covington and other Kentucky towns. 

Goebel and Sandford were the leaders of 
two bitterly contesting Democratic fac- 
tions. The* feud is an old one, but it be- 
came intensely personal last Saturday, 
when the Covington Ledger published a 
very bitter attack on Sandford, which the 
latter attributed to Senator Goebel. The 
Utter acknowledged its authorship. The 
f- ^ :.ds of both have been talking this 
week in snch a manner that trouble was 
expected the first time the two men met. 
The meeting to-day showed Doth were 
well armed. Senator Goebel and Attorney- 
General Hendricks were walking up Madi- 
son street. As they approached the First 
National Bank Sandford, who was leaning 
up against the railing, approached quickly 
toward Senator Goebel and spoke to the 
latter, at the same time drawing his re- 
volver. Senator Goebel turned to one side 
just as Sandford fired. The bullet from 
Sandford's revolver passed through Sena- 
tor Goebel's coat and his trousers in two 
places over the hip. Senator Goebel then 
drew his revolver and tired, his shot taking 
effect in the right side of Sandford's fore- 
head. The first word was spoken and the 
first shot was fired by Sandford. 

There were but two shots, one by each 
of the assailants. Sandford's friends deny 
that the latter was lying in wait for the 
Senator. Sandford was shot over the left 
eye, blood flowing profusely on the side- 
walk before he could be removed. Sand- 
ford's mansion is four miles ont. His 
family telephoned friends to bring him 
home immediately, but he could not be 
removed. Sandford's son was the only one 
of the family who reached him before he 
died. The victim never regained conscious- 
ness. He died in less than an hour, and 
the remains arrived at the homestead about 
the time of his usual return in the evening. 
The police were called to keep the crowd 
away from the scene at the bank during 
the afternoon and evening. 

During the shooting, when he saw San- 
ford fall. Senator Goebel returned to the 
courthouse, stopping only a moment, and 
then went to police headquarters and gave 
himself up. 

'Here is the reason I killed him," ex- 
claimed the Senator, jumping up excitedly, 
and turning about he threw his coattail 
around and* showed where the ball of San- 
ford's pistol had passed through, tearing 
away a portion of the cloth. 

"He was lying in wait for me. I saw him 
when I reached the gas office, about twenty 
feet away from the steps of the First 
National Bank. I was on my way to the 
Citizens' National Bank with my friend, 
General Hendricks. As soon as I saw him 
reach for his revolver I reached for mine." 

The trouble between the two men dates 
back for years. In the Legislature Senator 
Goebel had a bill giving the City Treasurer 
of Covington power to make the city de- 
pository of any bank he desired. Previous 
to this time the Farmers' and Traders' 
Bank, of which Sandford was cashier, had 
been the city depository. The City Treas- 
urer had drawn funds from the Farmers' 
and Traders' Bank, which at times 
amounted to $100,000, and made the Citi- 
zens' National the depository. Senator 
Goebel had another bill passed reducing 
the toll on the Lexington Turnpike, of 
which Sandford was president. 

Sandford was 57 years old. His wife was 
a Marshall, and a sister of the celebrated 
Thomas Marshall of Kentucky. Mr. Sand- 
ford's grandfather was distinguished in 
the State, being at one time a State Sena- 
tor and a member of the constitutional 
convention. 

Senator Goebel is a successful business 
man as well as a lawyer. He is 40 years of 
age and unmarried. He located in Coving- 
ton when quite young, lie is out to-night 
on bail.

LONDON, E50., April 11.— The Times 
has a dispatch from Peking stating that 
the officials in the Chinese capital are 
largely ignorant of the situation in respect 
to Japan. The Manchu people strongly 
resent, the idea of ceding Manchuria to 
Japan. The former war faction is still 
strong, and there is danger of creating dis- 
sati-faction among the people. This fac- 
tion would not yield to Japan, but fears 
that resistance is impossible. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 11.— An 
authoritative statement of the terms of 
peace being negotiated between Japan and 
China has been secured from official 
sources. The statement is made in order 
to clear up much misapprehension arising 
from speculation. The terms are as follows : 

First — The independence of Korea. 

Second— The permanent cession of the 
Island of Formosa to Japan. 

Thira— An indemnity of 300.000,000 taels 
of Chinese coin worth $1 33. 

Fourth— The permanent occupation of 
Port Arthur and the immediate contiguous 
territory. 

Fifth — The new Japan-China treaty open- 
ing the interior of China to commerce. 

The money indemnity is expressed in 
Chinese taels instead of Japanese yen. A 
taei is in reality a weight instead of a coin. 
It is considered silver money. While the 
face value at $1 33 would be equivalent to 
$399,000,000 in silver, it is said the actual 
value would be between $210,000,000 and 
$220,000,000 in gold. 

Tne fifth term as to the new treaty in- 
cludes various trade features, such as free 
access to the Chinese rivers. There is no 
demand for territory on the mainland out- 
side of Port Arthur and its contingent sur- 
roundings. 

The unmistakable threat against Japan 
held by Russia in the short notice in its 
semi-official organ, the Novo Vremya, has 
caused much surprise in diplomatic circles 
here. It was supposed that Russia had a 
good understanding with Japan as to the 
terms of the peace; that there was an 
entire agreement upon the propositions 
touching Korean independence, the acqui- 
sition by Japan of Formosa and Port 
Arthur, and the exaction of an indemnity. 
As to Great Britain, it has ail along been 
understood that she was the one power that 
was disposed to resist aggressions, and was 
only prevented from actual interference 
through inability to secure the co-operation 
of Russia in such a movement. 



LONDON. Exa., April 11.— Charges 
made by Mr. Hicks of Chicago recently 
that Lady Henry Somerset rented consid- 
erable of her property here to liquor-deal- 
ers, and that her tenements were allowed 
to remain in a disgracefully unhealthy 
condition, have caused much indignation 
among her friends. Relative to the bet- 
ter Miss Frances Willard says: 

"As soon as L^dy Somerset had left the 
United States "statements concerning her 
saloons, her alums, her parks, etc., were 
revived. In England none of these crit- 
icisms would be received for a moment. It 
is well known that wben she came into 
her property most of it was under ninety- 
nine-year leases, with which she could no 
more interfere than' an outsider. A few 
public-houses on her estate ran out, and in 
every instance she declined to renew them. 
She is just now having a lawsuit with her 
trustees, vrho claim that for her not to re- 
new the leases of the Whitehall, a famous 
hotel in the town of Ryegate, near Londor., 
where she lives, is a public injury, and, as 
trustees, they are in duty bound to prevent J 
property, becoming less valuable. In her 
defense, Lady Henry asserts the right of 



EXGLASD AXD X1CARAGUA. 

Warships Ws% Yet Sent to Baek Up the 
Ultimatum. 

LONDON, Exc, April 11.— Regarding 
the report from New York that the 
British sloop-of-war Wild Swan has 
joined the Royal Arthur, a ship 
of the British squadron, at Pana- 
ma, preparatory to the expected de- 
parture for Corinto. Nicaragua, to enforce 
the ultimatum of Great Britain, "de- 
manding $75,000 indemnity for the expul- 
sion from Nicaragua of Mr. Hatch, the 
British Consular agent at Bluefields," it 
was stated at the Admiralty to-day, in re- 
ply to auestions. that no orders had been 
given the Wild Swan or the Royal Arthur 
which would warrant the statements to- 
day. 

The Times to-day, in an editorial on the 
situation, says: "If we are compelled to 
collect customs Nicaragua will, presum- 
ably, have to pay the costs of collection in 
addition to the indemnity. She will find 
it less troublesome and cheaper to settle 
with us forthwith. Her efforts to excite 
the jealousy of America have failed. The 
justice and good sense of the Americans 
have proved too strong for the success 
of these characteristic maneuvers. The 
Americans had only to hear our case and 
demands to acknowledge that our conduct 
was reasonable and just, to admit that 
our claims were of such character as they 
would themselves have made under simi- 
lar circumstances." 



CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo, April 11— The 
mail and express wagon which connects 
with the Midland Terminal Railroad at 
Grassy was boarded to-day about two miles 
from this city t>y two men, who overpow- 
ered the driver, Robert Smith, secured an 
express package containing $16,i>A», and es- 
caped on horseback. 

The hold-up took place abont 9:30 o'clock 
on the summit of Tenderfoot Hill, on the 
highway between Cripple Creek and 
Grassy, a station on the Midland Terminal 
road. The mail and express wagon was 
drawn by horses, driven by Messenger 
Robert Smith, who was en route from 
Grassy to Cripple Creek with mails and ex- 
press matter received at Grassy on the 
morning train from Denver and Colorado 
Springs. 

Two men sitting beside the road ac- 
costed Smith, asking for a ride. He drew 
up the team and one of the men climbed 
up to the seat beside him, while the other 
mounted the baggage behind. As soon as 
Smith started to drive on the man behind 
struck him on the head several times with 
a revolver. The blows staggered but did 
stnn him. The man on the seat with him 
also drew a revolver and leveled it at him, 
commanding him to get down, walk to the 
heads of the horses and hold their bridles. 
He complied, and while he was covered 
with guns they ripped open and rilled the 
mail and express pouches. 

After securing $16,000, which was being 
shipped to on* of the Cripple Creek na- 
tional banks and several other valuable 
packages, they unhitched the two leadine 
horses, mounted them and rode off rapidly 
into the mountains. Smith, who was very 
week and bleeding profusely, drove into 
the city as quickly as possible. When he 
drew up in front of Wells-Fargo's express 
office he fainted and fell from his seat. 

Smith was revived in a few minutes and 
related what had befallen him. Within 
twenty minutes from the time the robbery 
was committed Deputy Sheriffs Sterling 
and Jackson and 200 men started to scour 
the hills in search of the robbers, who have 
so small a start that it is not believed they 
can escape. 

A message has been sent to Canyon City 
for a bloodhound, which will be put on the 
trail of the robbers if they are not cap- 
tured before it arrives. 

It has been learned that the $16,000 pack- 
age was a consignment to the Bimetallic 
Bank, to be used in paying miners. The 
robbers crossed over Cow Mountain, and 
near Gillette discarded the stolen horses 
and took a horse and light buegy they had 
secreted in the timber and drove away 
toward Alhambra. 

As soon as the course was determined 
word was sent to this place and fifty heav- 
ily armed men cut across the country on 
horseback toward High Park, where they 
hope to intercept the robbers. Over 500 
men are scouring the country, many of 
whom know every inch of the ground. 

Driver Robert Smith has three bad scalp 
wounds, and is very weak from loss of 
blood. He was not able to give a good 
description of the robbers, but they were 
seen alongside the road shortly before the 
robbery by Ed Hull of the Grand Transfer 
Company, who describes th»m as follows: 
One was 5 feet 8 inches in height, weighing 
about 155 pounds, "and wore a dark aerby 
hat and a dark brown overcoat. The 
other was about 5 feet 6 inches in height, 
weighing about 145 pounds, with brown 
mustache and wore blue overalls and a 
white soft hat. 

DENVER. Colo., April 11.— J. L. Ptubbs 
of the Wells-Fargo Express Company went 
to Cripple Creek to-night. He had received 
but a meager acconnt of the robbery be- 
fore his departure, as the Cripple Creek 
agent went with the officers in pursuit of the 
robbers. Mr. Stubbs said he did not know 
how much money there was in the treas- 
ure-box of the robbed wagon, but he 
thought the sum reported from the camp 
as stolen was exaggerated.

Three- 
fourths of the carload arrived in Chicago 
in a worthless condition. Out of 25.000 
callas less than 4000 of them were 
found fit for market. In the shipment 
there were several thousands of date and 
fan palms in good condition, which would 
have been in demand had they arrived be- 
form Palm Sunday. The only flowers in 
the consignment that will bring a good 
price were 10,000 yellow marguerites, 
which will readily sell at retail at $3 a 
hundred.

CALCUTTA, Imha, April 11.— A dispatch 
from Simla, dated at noon to-day. says 
Colonel Kelly, commander of the British 
forces, in attempting to reach Chitral from 
Gilgit since March 25, has succeeded in 
crossing Chandar Pass, and was about 
sixty miles from Chitral on April 7. 
The march of the troops was an arduous 
and orilliant military exploit. The pass 
is 12,000 feet high and impassable to beasts 
of burden, consequently the pioneers had 
\o carry field and mountain guns during 
the last seven miles through deep snow, 
with the weather intensely cold. The 
troops suffered from frost bites. When 
these advices were forwarded to Simla the 
enemy was in a position twenty miles 
distant from the force commanded by 
Colonel Kellv, and an engagement is ex- 
pected. 

It is learned that Lieutenants Fowler 
and Edwards, belonging to the British 
garrison at Chitral, reported missing for 
some time past, were invited to the polo 
match at Reshun, where they were treach- 
erously seized and their escort, consisting 
of twenty Bengal sappers, was overpowered 
by superior numbers and slain. Another 
report says Lieutenant Fowler was killed 
by a foster-brother of Amir Ul Muik, the 
present ruler of Chitral. who assumed the 
rank of Mehtar after having murdered his 
elder brother, Nizam Ul Mailt, the late 
Mehtar of Chitral.

SAMOA, March 27, 1895.— There is no 
change in the condition of things here to 
report. War rumors still fill the air, and 
it is the general belief that when the wet 
season is over t!ie rebels will take action. 
As time advances the poor old King, 
Malietoa. shows himself to be more and 
more unfitted for the position, but how to 
solve the difficulty is hard to determine. 
No effort has yet been made to collect the 
obnoxious poll-tax, and until the powers 
bring sufficient intelligence to bear upon 
the situation and substitute an increased 
ad valorem customs taxation, which, as a 
matter of course, would effectually reach 
the natives, nothing in the way of revenue 
for Government purposes can be looked for. 

The large German firm of Frings <fc Spatz, 
which recently gained such unenviable 
notoriety through importing arms and 
ammunition for the rebel natives, has been 
declared bankrupt, and their books disclose 
a shocking state of affairs. Some of the 
creditors talk of instituting criminal pro- 
ceedings against the bankrupts. 

By the Alameda to-day Biermann, who 
for some time has acted as Imperial Ger- 
man Consul here, leaves on his way to 
Europe. He has not made many friends 
during nis tenure of office and hi* depar- 
ture is viewed with satisfaction. His place 
aa Consul is taken by Herr Geisslen, who 
comes from the German possessions in 
New Britain. Herr Schmidt-Lede, for 
some years Consul-General at Yokohama, 
has taken the position of German Conaul- 
General in Samoa. 

The influenza has followed the late epi- 
demic of Dengue fever, which wrought 
much havoc a month or two ago, and sev- 
eral deaths have resulted. 

An enterprising American here, M. W. 
Wallwork, is building a steamer intended 
for the inter-island t:ade, which he ex- 
pects to have completed in July or August 
next. Every success is wished him, as he 
will be the means of breaking up a great 
monopoly of the copra business. 

Another hurricane, which has done con- 
siderable damage, is reported from Fiji. 
The British warship Wallaroo is still 
stationed here, and is expecting to be re- 
lieved in May. The German ship Bussard 
is shortly expected. 

Now that the hurricane season in Samoa 
may be looked upon as passed, there is 
every chance for a good year's business, if 
war can be averted. It is sadly needed, as 
everything is in a woefully depressed con- 
dition. _ 

Russia a Good neighbor. 

FREIDRICHFRUHE, Germaxt, April 
11.— Prince Bismark, replying to the depu- 
tation representing the Germans in Odessa, 
to-day begged his hearers to foster a politi- 
ical friendship, which, he insisted, was so 
necessary to both Germany and Russia, 
adding, "Russia is certainly a better neigh- 
bor than many another." The Prince con- 
cluded; "Continue to be good Germans, 
and do nothing to prejudice the friendship 
of Russia." 

Wilde and Taylor Remanded. 

LONDON, Eng., April 11.— Great crowds 
were gathered at the Bow-street Police 
Court to-day when Oscar Wilde and Al- 
fred Taylor were brought from the prison 
in the Black Maria to be examined. After 
the police had presented evidence concern- 
ing the arrests Wilde ana Taylor were re- 
manded for a week, bail being refused.

FIRING HEAVY GUNS. 



Successful Tests Made 
at the Sandy Hook 
Grounds. 



SIXTEEN MORTARS TRIED 



Immense Projectiles Sent With 
Accuracy an Immense 
Distance.

Interesting Experiments Also Made

NEW YORK. N. Y., April 11.— Hun- 
dreds of people to-day went down to the 
provine grounds at .Sandy Hook to witness 
the testing of the big mortar battery. 

At 1 :45 p. M. the isxteen mortars were 
fired four at a time in quirk soccesridB, 
making but four tremendous report: 
When the smoke cleared away the sixteen 
shots could he seen clearly in the air, each 
four grouped together as closely as when 
they left the mortars. When they began 
to drop their speed was too great to admit 
of noting their descent from the battery. 
The charge used in the first Sre was sixty 
pounds of prismatic powder, with a pro- 
jectile weighing 800 pounds. The mortar* 
were elevated to 60 do;.', and were ranged to 
carry U000 yards. 

Almost an hour elapsed before the mor- 
tars were discharged a second time. They 
were then charged to carry an 800-pound 
projectile 4000 yards. Twenty-nine pounds 
of black sphero-hexagonal powder wa« n«ed. 
The elevation of the gun was the same as 
at first. The second firing was as success- 
ful as the first, with the exception that one 
of the mortars failed to discharge. 

The projectiles landed in a space very 
little ii any larger than the size of a battle- 
ship. They were imbedded six feet in the 
ground, and the corporal in charge at that 
point declared that nearly all of them 
dropped vertically into the sand. 

The officers present pronounced the trials 
extremely satisfactory. An exhibition was 
given of the ten-inch rifie, which is 
mounted on the Gordon disappearing 
gun-carriage. After the shot was dis- 
charged a break in the machinery, of the 
carriage occurred and the tests had to be 
discontinued. 

The guests were then taken to the top of 
the gun-lift battery, where two;n|onster 12- 
inch guns were mounted. Afterone of the 
guns had been run up to the level of the 
platform of the battery it was given a 
range of five degrees and elevated ten de- 
grees. The 1000-pound projectile was 
backed by 470 rounds of prismatic power. 
This piece was only discharged once, the 
shot landing far out to sea. directly in a 
line but much behind a white buoy which 
had been placed there for a mark. 



Disappearance of a 3Iusirian. 

DENVER, Colo., April 11.— Dion de 
Romandy, a distinguished Hungarian 
musician, who has been leader of the or- 
chestra at the Taber Opera-house during 
the winter, has mysteriously disappeared. 
He took a train for the West and it is pre- 
sumed he is en route to San Francisco. 
He gave the management of the theater no 
notice of his intended departure and so far 
as known did not confide his plans to any 
one. 



Chief Searcy Resigns. 

OMAHA, Nibe., April 11.— Chief of Po- 
lice Seavey announced to-day that he would 
tender his resignation to-morrow. He was 
relieved pending an investigation of al- 
leged corruption in the force. He was not 
reinstated on demand. Seavey has been 
police chief eight year*. He organized the 
National Police Chiefs' Association. 



Ordered a Dividend. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 11. — Re- 
ceiver Fletcher, who had in charge the col- 
lection of the amounts due from the sev 
. eral stockholders of the Plankington Bank, 
reported to-day to Judge Johnson the pay- 
ment of amounts aggregating $&3,0<X), 
whereupon the court ordered a payment of 
5 per cent dividend by the assignee. 



Ochoa the Revolutionist. 

EL PASO, Tex., April ll.-The trial of 
Victor L. Ochoa, charged with inciting a 
revolutionary movement in Mexico, ended 
to-day. The proof seems to be most con- 
clusive, and Ochoa will probably receive a 
short sentence. 

Executed Privately. 

GAINESVILLE, Fx a., April U.— Grant 
Griffin, colored, who murdered William 
Tibbs, a negro gambler at La Crosse, on 
November 6, was hanged privately in the 
County Jail here yesterday. 



BELFAST-BUILT BOATS. 

The Ship-Building Industry and the 
Linen Trade of the City. 

Besides being known for its linen manu- 
facture Belfast is noted as the greatest ship- 
building port in the world. The largest ships 
are made here, and travel to the uttermost 
parts of the world— wherever a ship may 
Eail. The tourist who crosses the ocean in 
one of the magnificent White Star liners 
would do well to stop off a day or two in 
Belfast and see where the first plank was 
laid and Die last touch of polish and paint 
put on. Everything pertaining to the shipia 
made here. Solid bars of iron and steel are 
cut and polished and molded into shape; 
huae sheets of steel are punched with holes 
and indentations as easily as we would prick 
a hole in a piece of paper with a pin; Joga 
are sawed into planks, cabin fittings carved 
and polished, puffing, steamine engines 
and boilers made to propel the accom- 
plished marvel safely and quickly across 
thousands of miles of rolling and treacher- 
ous waters. 

I stood on the dock and gazed on the 
huge hulk arising amid its forests of poles 
of the "largest ship yet made." Then I 
went into the works, where hammers were 
sounding, forges roaring, anvils clanging, 
saws cutting, chisels smoothing, molten 
metal flowing like water, engines steam- 
ing and hissing, and where 10,000 men 
were working in different ways and at dif- 
ferent objects necessary to the completion 
of the great ship. The next time I ride on 
an ocean steamer everything will possess a 
new interest. 

It takes nine months to build one of the 
large ocean steamers. The Majestic and 
the Teutonic are amongthe latest steamers 
built at Belfast. 

The principal proprietor of these vast 
shipbuilding works. Sir Edward Harland, 
worked his way up ftpm the lowest round 
of the ladder. "He has been Mayor of Bel- 
fast, has entertained the Prince of Wales, 
and has recently been knighted by queen 
Victoria 

In studying the best methods for ship- 
building he observed the motions of ttjc 
6sh, its long slender figure, its fine 
lines and pointed extremities, and - 



ceived the idea of building his ships in the 
same fashion. Old shipmen all foretold 
disaster to the long tapering vessel, but 
such proved to be the reverse of the truth. 
The firm of Harland & Wolff also intro- 
duced the "Belfast bottom," now generally 
in use, which is flat and square of bilge— 
shipmen may understand that term, but I 
do not — and has a large carrying capacity. 
This same firm also introduced the inno- 
vation of having the first-class accommo- 
dations amidships, thus avoiding the disa- 
greeable and nauseating smells from the 
galleys. 

Belfast also has the largest rope-works 
in the world, and roues of the fineness of a 
silver cord to the thickness of a man's arm 
are manufactured here.— Chicago Record. 

SCIENTIFIC HOTJSiTdEOOBATION. 

A Young Woman of Observation Speaks 
of Color Schemes for Rooms. 

"I have been helping an old school chum 
to refurnish her house," said a young 
woman of observation, "and I have learned 
more about color effects in one week than 
I ever knew before. You see, houses are 
not painted or papered as they used to be, 
on the old, simple plan of 'that will 
look well here,' and 'such a pattern will be 
all right there,' but according to settled 
laws, canons and rules. It's quite a scien- 
tific matter now, I assure you. 

"Yellows, for instance, are all right for a 
hall or vestibule, but they must not be 
used in any room in which one rests or 
reads or works. Why? Because yellows 
do not absorb any light, but are strong re- 
flectors, and the reflected rays of light are 
not only trying to the eyes, but positively 
affect the brain and the spirits, creating a 
distiuct disturbance of the nervous centers. 
So the modern scientific decorator, at any 
rate, tells us, and we believe him. 

"On the other hand, bnffs and creams 
are recommended for the nursery and 
children's sleeping rooms, becanse of their 
tonic, qualities. They are betterthan white, 
which is apt to disturb the young optic 
nerves by its brilliancy, and are calculated 
to imparl a cheerful, but not too boisterous 
temperament, as well as a good complex- 
ion to the youngsters. 

"For the library or workroom there is 
no color like coffee. Coffee, in fact, is the 
most soothing thing in the color world it 
seems. It induces a pleasant nirvana feel- 
ing such as nothing else does; it conduces 
to nabits of speculative thought, it pro- 
duces a philosophical calm, and it is emi- 
nently successful as a mild incentive to 
literary efforts. • Indeed, there seems to be 
some delicate and abstruse conneotion be- 
tween coffee as a beverage and coffee as a 
color for domestic decoration. I suggested 
something of this sort to the handsome 
and interesting young artist who was su- 
perintending the "decoration, and he con- 
descended lo agree with me. 

"I have learned one really important 
fact about colors, however. I used to im- 
agine that there was no color so cool as 
white, but I have been taught that, to the 
contrary, the coolest of all colors is red — 
not the flaring, glaring red, hut the dull 
Pompeiian red and terra cotta. These are 
cool because of their peculiarly absorbent 
qualities. It is almost impossible to light 
or warm them, and I had to-day a most 
convincing object lesson of this fact— that 
while the cool, white room of tueWords- 
worthian poem is all very nice to read 
about, and does at first sight impress one 
as being such, it does not begin to com- 
pare in coolness with one in dull red. A 
visit to the two rooms had just the same 
cooling effect on meathat is produced by 
passing from sunshine into shadow. 

••Of course yon know I am speaking all 
the time of interior decoration, although I 
am not sure whether a terra cotta town 
would not be considerably cooler than a 
whitewashed one. So you see the old 
Pompeiians were righ,t when they cooled 
off their atria and patios by painting the 
town red. The only other color which ap 
proaches Pompeiian red for coolness, so 
the elegant and artistic workman told me, 
is dark green, but it has been found to 
have so depressing a mental effect on most 
people that it is very sparingly used. Then 
I was told lots about mass effects, distance 
shadows and length lines, and I don't 
know what else, but quite enough to con- 
vince me that the decoration of our house 
interiors is conducted upon a plane so 
lofty that it is impossible to say whether it 
is an artistic science or a scientific art." — 
New York Sun.

The Defendant Laughed as She Made

charging her with willfully damaging a 
jacket and hat, the property of Louisa 
Matthews. The complainant, a smart- 
lookine young woman, who carried the 
damaged jacket on her arm. said that on 
the 11th instant she was followed by the 
defendant. 

Another woman held her, says the Lon- 
don Graphic, while the defendant tore her 
jacket and pulled her hat off her head, 
throwing it into the road. She estimated 
the damage as 10s . r >d for each. On being I 
asked the canse of the attack, the com- [ 
plainant said that it was because she was 
livimr with the defendant's husband, but 
she supported herself. The defendant said 
that the complainant left her husband and 
three children, the youngest in a dying 
condition. Mr. Ross said' that whatever 
grievance the defendant had she must not 
break the law. He fined her twopence 
and ordered her to pay Is, the damage to 
the jacket, but without costs, the damage 
to the hat not being proved. The com- 
plainant left the court laughing. 

Garfield as a Rook-Reviewer. 

Concerning Garfield's Inordinate love for 
books a new story is told here. When he 
first came to Washington his salary was 
not sufficient to support his family and to 
gratify his taste for literature and it was 
his large expenditure for new books, in 
fact, which kept him poor and added to 
his difficulties. In those days Garfield de- 
voured every new book that came from the 
press and his mania in this direction led to 
an arrangement between himself and the 
proprietors of a bookstore here. At 
the time publishers were n the 
habit of sending two copies of 
all new works to dealers for the 
purpose of securing reviews in the news- 
papers, and this firm asked Gartield if he 
would not have the new books turned over 
to him for review. "I never saw a happier 
man than Garfield wa3 when this proposal 
was made to him," says the book-dealer. 
"He fairly hugged me for joy. Every night 
thereafter for three years he would stop at 
the store on his wav from the House and 
take home with him an armful of new 
books. Then he would sit up nearly all 
night reading these and writing out notices 
for the newspapers, bringing us the copy 
the next morning. 1 can turn to the files 
of the old newspapers and show you col- 
umns of book notices written by Mr. Gar- 
field."— Chicago Times-Herald. 

A Barrister's Bureau of Information. 

The waste of time involved in long and 
often fruitless interviews with clients is 
one of the annovances incident to a law- 
yer's iife. Much of the cost of legal ad- 
vice arises from this needless expenditure 
of valuable time. Another difficulty which 
a busy lawyer frequently meets is in- 
volved in a sudden call for a legal opinion 
on some state of facts submitted by a client 
at a time when other duties occupy the 
time of the lawyer. Various methods of 
meeting these difficulties have been devised 
from time to time. Legal writers or asso- 
ciations have offered for moderate fees to 
give to lawyers information on points sub- 
mitted. A "Barristers' Bureau" has re- 
cently been organized in Philadelphia to 
assist lawyers in preparing cases by fur- 
nishing memoranda of authorities or" argu- 
ments upon questions of law. The fees 
are high for lawyers having clients of mod- 
crate means, but when engaged in impor- 
tant litigations counsel may at times find 
it convenientto have such a means of se- 
curing the authorities on some question 
rrhich has suddenly arisen on the trial of 
a case.— New York Tribune.

NO OFFICIAL ACTION YET. 



Dole's Government Is Now 
Quietly Awaiting Devel- 
opments. 



PREPARED FOR EMERGENCIES. 



Several Statesmen Willing to Ac- 
cept the Mission to Wash- 
ington. 



Fifteen of the fortv-five pensioners of the 
war of 1812 are over'JWO years old. 



HONOLULU, Hawaii, April L— The lirst 
news brought to this country of the trou- 
bles existing between Minister Thurston 
and Secretary Gresham was received by the 
China on Tuesday. It was a great sur- 
prise in official circles as well as to the 
community in general. 

Minister Willis states that the first and 
only information he had received was 
through the press dispatches that reached 
here on the 2d. The only notice received 
by the Government was a telegram from 
Mr. Thurston stating he is on his way- 
home. His letters written on or about the 
20th ult. allude to rumors, but in a private 
letter he stated that he intended remaining 
in Washington for the present. 

Minister Hutch said to-day: "We have 
received absolutely nothing officially in the 
matter. Six weeks have elapsed since the 
newspapers stated that SecrPtaryGresbanr's 
notice was served on this Government and 
forty-eight hours since the arrival of the 
press dispatches, but Mr. Willis has given 
no notification of any action on the part of 
the American Secretary of State." 

Notwithstanding this the reports are 
generally credited to be true, with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Thurston's reported verbal 
apology. The peoole here know their 
representative too well to believe any such 
statement. 

The Government is quietly waiting de- 
velopments and is fully prepared to meet 
any emergency Secretary Gresham may 
thrust upou them. If Mr. Thurston is re- 
called they will simply send another rep- 
resentative to Washington, as they well 
know the policy pursued by Secretary 
Gresham is entirely at variance with the 
spirit of the American people. Minister 
Hatch of the Foreign Department will un- 
doubtedly be the man sent if he will ac- 
cept the po.-ition, and Mr. Thurston will 
undoubtedly be given his position in the 
bureau. Attorney-General Smith has been 
mentioned by sone members of the Ameri- 
can League, but he is altogether too hot- 
headed to take the position of a diplomat 
and probably would no* be considered by 
the Cabinet. 

A movement may be made to have Mr. 
Thurston go into the Legislature in the 
position made vacant by C. L. Carter's 
death. There is important legislation to 
come up, for which he is regarded as an 
able champion. These, however, are fore- 
casts which depend entirely upon future 
developments. 

President Dole is at present on a trip to 
the other islands, having left jnst after the 
arrival of the China's dispatches. Un- 
doubtedly what the Government would 
like to do is to refuse to appoint a successor 
to Mr. Thurston, thus necessitating the 
recall of Minister Willis. He has made 
himself obnoxious to the republic in many 
ways of late, and were it not for the desire 
to keep on friendly terms with the United 
States, his recall would have been de- 
manded long ago, also Consul-General 
Mills. It is policy alone that keeps them 
here. To the body politic of Hawaii they 
are persona non grata in every sense of the 
word. 

The Government knows that until the 
next session of Congress they are at the 
mercy of President Cleveland, whose 
enmity is unquestioned. It is not the in- 
tention, however, to incur the enmity of 
the American people by an attempt to 
retaliate. 

President Dole at this writing has not re- 
turned to Honolulu, and he has not given 
out anything to intimate the probable 
course of the Government, but it is well 
known that he will do his utmost for con- 
ciliation before entering upon a policy 
savoring of retaliatory measures. 

OFFICIALS ARE RET1CEST. 



(Ircshant's Message to JI'iUiM 3lay Have 
lleen Stopped En Route. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 11.— The 
officials of the State Department were 
silent to-day when questioned relative to 
the latest Hawaiian news brought by the 
Alameda, and refused to make any re- 
sponse when questioned as to the cause of 
the delay in the report by United States 
Minister Willis of his instructions touching 
Minister Thurston. It can be stated posi- 
tively that instructions were sent to Mr. 
Willis on March 5 last, in ample time to 
have caught the Chjna, nnlcs's by some 
accident they miscarried on the way from 
Washington to San Francisco. Whether 
they went as far as a peremptory demand 
for Mr. Thurston's recall or were confined 
to a direction to Mr. Willis to intimate 
that Mr. Thurston had been indiscreet in 
his public utterances and had thus en- 
dangered the cordial relations of the two 
countries cannot be learned. It is also 
suggested that the instructions, though 
actually leaving Washington, never 
reached Hawaii, but were stopped by tele- 
graphic orders at San Francisco or some 
intermediate point. 

Mr. Hastings, Charge d'Affaires of the 
Hawaiian legation, was shown the forego- 
ing dispatch and read it with much inter- 
est. He said it was a diplomatic question 
which he would not discuss if he had any 
Information, but as a matter of fact the 
legation was in possession of no informa- 
tion whatever on the subject 

LONGFELLOW'S HBBT~ VERSES. 

lie Was Tast Thirty When He Began 
Publication. 

Toward the end of 1S30 he took up his 
abode in Cambridge, where ho was to re- 
side for the rest of his life — for forty-five 
years. He was made to feel at home in 
the society of the scholars who clustered 
about Harvard, then almost the sole center 
of culture in the country. His work for 
the college was not so exacting that he had 
not time for literature. The impulse to 
write poetry returned ; yet the next book 
he published was the prose, "Hyperion," 
which appeared in 1839 and which, though 
it has little plot or action, may be called a 
romance. The youthful and poetic hero, a 
passionate pilgrjm in Europe, was, more or 
less, a reflection of Longfellow himself. 

A few months later, in the same year, he 
published his first volume of poetry— 
"Voices of the Ni s ht"-in which he 're- 



printed certain of his earlier verses, most 
of them written while he was at Bowdoin. 
Some of these boyish verses show the in- 
fluence of Bryant, and others reveal to us 
that the young poet had not yet looked at 
life for liimself, but still saw it through 
the stained-glass windows of European 
tradition. The same volume contained 
also some more recent poems: "The Be- 
leaguered City" and "The Reaper and the 
Flowers," and "The Psalm of Life"— per- 
haps the first of his poems to win a swift 
and abiding popularity. These lyrics tes- 
tilied that Longfellow was beginning to 
have a style of his own. As Hawthorne 
wrote to him, "Nothing equal to them 
was ever written in this world— this West- 
ern world, I mean." 

Certainly no American author had yet 
written any poem of the kind so good as 
the best of those in Longfellow's volume 
of "Ballads," printed two years later. Bet- 
ter than any other American poet, Long- 
fellow had mastered the difficulties of the 
story in song; and he knew how to com- 
bine the swiftness and the picturesqueness 
the ballad requires. His ballads have more 
of the old-time magic, more of the early 
simplicity, than those of anv other modern 
English author. Of its kind there is 
nothing better in the language than "The 
Skeleton in Armor," with its splendid lvric 
swing, and "The Village Blacksmith" and 
"The Wreck of the Hesperus" are almost 
as good as in their humbler sphere. "Ex- 
celsior," in the same volume, voices the 
nobler aspirations of youth, and has been 
taken to heart by thousands of boys and 
girls.— Professor Brander Matthews in St.

A New York Inventor's Scheme to 
Add to the Value of Artificial 
Limbs. 



There is a genius on Canal street who 
thinks he is going to make his fortune. He 
is an inventor, and occupies an attic room 
in an old gambrel-roofed house, from the 
windows of which he can see the Georgian 
spire of St. John's Church. At present he 
is living on the proceeds of the sale of a 
patented waistband buckle, and times arc 
rather hard with him, but he is confident 
that both fame and fortune are in his path 
and grasp. The two term- are used ad- 
visedly, because his iuveni-on is that of 
patent calorilied and vibrant artificial 
hands and teet. 

"You see," said the inventor, taking a 
beautifully modeled and articulated arm 
of kid, papier mache and aluminum from 
a drawer, "my brother has an artificial 
hand and forearm, the real articles having 
been shot off at Gettysburg. I happened 
to touch this artificial hand of his one dav 
during the February cold snap, and it feft 
so awful freezing and death-like that it 
sent the shivers all over me. One of those 
shivers reached my brain, I guess, for tbe 
thought cania to me in a flash, 'What a 
failure a thing like that is any way.' 

"You see I had aright to think bad things 
about that hand if I wanted to, because 
'twas mine. It was niv brother's, of 
course, but I made it. So I borrowed it of 
him then and there. He grumbled some 
about being without it, said he'd need of 
it to carry his satchel— he's a collector for 
the gas company— but I told him it was a 
case of must, that he'd thank me as long 
ns he lived, and so on, and here it is. Now, 
then, just take hold of that hand." 

With that the inventor lifted the arm 
from the work bench and held it out in 
suoh a way that the hand lay in a position 
for grasping. 

"Grab" it as you would a natural hand," 
said the inventor, "press It gently, and let 
your hand rest for a moment. xou 11 find 
it a tinkler." 

That was just what the hand seemed to 
be — in a tingler. The hand was covered 
with a kid glove, and underneath the glove 
there was felt a gentle throbbing motion 
which seemed to be communicated to the 
living hand, while an equally gentle and 

Fleasant warmth was plainly perceptible, 
t seemed hard indeed to realize that the 
hand was not one of living flesh and blood 
instead of a piece of mechanism. 

"How is it done?" said the inventor. 
"Oh, easy enough. It's just electricitv. 
Right here, where the stump fits in, you'll 
observe is a small dry battery. From it a 
enrrent is sent down to the fingers where 
it passes through minute tubes, or veins if 
yon will, of asbestos; that is the heating 
system. A second current sets in motion 
a number of small diaphragms which lie 
along the palm, and it is that part of the 
arrangement which gives the throbbing 
motion to the hand. 

"You see," continued the inventor, grow- 
ing a little enthusiastic over his arrange- 
ment, "calorificd and vibrant artificial 
hands and feet make very much possible 
that which was not so before ; in fact they 
open up new possibilities of life to maimed 
men and women. With this electrical 
vivilication a young man who has lost his 
left arm in a sawmill can pass such an arti- 
ficial arm as this around his sweetheart's 
waist and she will not only feel its gentle 
warmth against her throbbing heart, but 
the young man has only got to give the 
battery an extra charge before he leaves 
home to go sparking and tbe girl would 
swear that his hand is glowing and quiver- 
ing with an emotion he cannot control, 
when really it is nothing but a question of 
electrified particles of asbestos and tin 
type metal. 

"The benefits of my invention even go 
further than that," continued the genius. 
"I know a man who lost both feet in a 
powder explosion. Now this man's wife 
suffers terribly from cold back, and noth- 
ing seems to relieve her. Now here's my 
chance. I'm going to fit that man's arti- 
ficial feet with the patent calorification at- 
tachment, and then there will be no more 
trouble. You see, it will revolutionize the 
old antagonism of feet and back, and a 
man with artificial limbs will positively be 
at a premium— provided he has the patent 
calorification and vibratory attachment 
on."— New York Sun. 

A Very Peculiar Kite. 

A balloon-maker, who uses kites in ex- 
I perimenting, has made a kite which, upon 
I being tossed into the air, will scud away 
exactly like a bird. It will fall if a string 
I is attached to it. 

Anybody can make this kite if he will 
bear in mind the appearance of a bird in 
the air. It consists of a wing-like main 
part and a paddle-like tail. It may be of 
any size. The wings should lie like two 
right-angled triangles, connected at the 
base, only the paper must be curved out- 
ward beyond the hypotenuse, much the 
same as a bird's wing is curved. About 
half the length of one wing from this main 
portion, a light, flexible piece of wood 
should hold the tail— a paper paddle of the 
area of one of the wings. 

Make each wing with a little convexity 
from the under side, and don't attempt to 
fly it with a string. Tie a string to the leg 
of a frightened bird; it will fly to the end 
of it, flutter a moment, and fall to the 
ground. This kite will do tbe same. 

A bird cannot flv backward, neither can 
this type of kite, "it will go with the wind, 
and for the same reason that a bird goes 
forward. 

The tendency of the breeze, which will 
first strike the tail, will be to throw the 
.kite down, but as the tail- goes down it ele- 
vates the wing portion. The instant the 
wings begin to rise to a perpendicular 
position to the wind current, it presents a 
broader surface to the breeze, and is, of 
course, pushed onward.' By this undu- 
latory snake-like wavering, it scuds on- 
ward and upward. This movement may 
be seen in any fluttering flag on a breezy 
day. Indeed, this discovery was made by 
observing the undulatory motion of a flag 
on a mast.— New York Recorder.

J. Saulmann. a member of the Demo- 
cratic County Committee, is deeply inter- 
ested in the conflict that is raging between 
John Daggett, Superintendent of the Mint, 
and certain leaders of his party.

His Majesty the Czar informs us that he was 
a candidate for the complimentary nomination 
for United States Senator, and that Senators 
Fav, Biggy and Oesford promised to vole for 
him in consideration of a certain amount of 
patronaee. Senators Fav and Biggy have cm- 
phRiicallv denied the soft impeschment, and 
having by their acts and votes during the past 
four years proven that they belong to the peo- 
ple aiul not to the corporations, the people of 
San Francisco, knowing them, and knowing 
hI-o that the autocrat of the Mint has been the 
consistent, persistent and faithful agent and 
advocate of the octopus for many years past, 
will readily believe that the Senators told the 
truth, and that the autocrat was drawing upon 
his imagination for his fact". 

The record of Senator Gesford alto proves 
conclusively that heeould uot consistently have 
voted for the servitor of the octopus and have 
retained the confidence of his constituents. 
The autocrat savs that he didn't care a snap of 
his fingers whether they voted for him or some 
other good Democrat. Well Mr. Gesford voted 
for Dennis Spencer, Mr. Fay for Judge Manila 
and Mr. Blggy for Joseph J. Dwyer. What s the 
matter with their Duaiocr&oy, John? Xo tenta- 
cles of the octopus upon them; all true, good 
and loval men, warranted to withstand the 
seductive influences of Herrin.

And so the great autocrat of the 
Mint has discharged the sister of Senator Ges- 
ford because her brother would not betray the 
people. 

Well, this is certainly a new way of doing 
politics— one that ought to stamp him as the 
champion peanut politician of the age. And 
he has taken th« laundry work of the Mint 
s wav from Senator Blggv, who always did a 
clean job, politically or otherwise, and is now 
compelled to do all 6f his dirty linen before the 
eves of a disgusted public. Yet there Is trea- 
son to the interests of the people upon it, and 
all the perfumes of Arabia cannot wash out 
the stains. He says that he owes the dis- 
charge of the young ladv heretofore mentioned 
and of the brother of Miss Fay and Blggy to 
the Democratic party, which he considers has 
been bunkoed out ot patronage. The autocrat 
Is mistaken— emphatically so-for if anybody 
was bunkoed it was the Democratic party when 
he received his appointment, in spite of Demo- 
cratic protests and objections. 

He continues that his action In disposing of 
the patronage of the Mint was governed entire- 
ly bv his judgment as to the fidelity to party 
interests of the recipients of patronage.

We remember Mr. Kstee assuring the Republi- 
can State Central Committee that it was the A. 
P. A. vole and the vote of the 
renegade Republicans that defeated him. 
We havo heard It rumored that Martin Kelly 
and his Fremont Club claim the honor of hav- 
ing done the job. It is onenlv proclaimed on 
the highways and by-ways that the world-re- 
nowned Iroquois Club of this city, always with 
an eye to the good things oi this world, did the 
business with its great monster meeting at the 
Mechanics' Pavilion— but, alas! they bullded 
better than they knew, and they are lament- 
ably like the man w ho fell out of the balloon— 
they are not in it. But what shall we sey of 
the Colossus of Siskiyou, who has single- 
handed and as if by magic performed this won- 
drous feat I Warwic k the King-maker who 
during the War of the P.oses made and un- 
made Kings of England at his will 
and pleasure, was uot a circumstance 
lo him. Napoleon, the little oorporal, 
of Corsica, to whom all Europe paid tribute 
for nearly fifteen veers, sinks into "innocuous 
desuetude." There has never been any one like 
him since first the flight of years began, and 
comparisons are utterly odorous, as Dogberry 
was wont to say. 

So far as mv appointment to the superinten- 
dency of the Mint is concerned, the Colossus of 
Siskiyou goes on. "I secured that myself." 
Well, not altogether so, if our genial friend 
and embryo Governor John H. Wise Is to be 
believed. He told the following story at the 
rooms of the Democratic State Committee 
after his return from Washington in the pres- 
ence of the undersigned and five or six other 
witnesses. While wafting in the President's 
ante-chamber, not like Wilkins' Micawber 
for something to turn up, but just 
waiting like any other mortal, the door of the 
sanctum sanctorum of the President was sud- 
denly opened and lo and behold out came- the 
late Senator Stanford, leaning heavilv on the 
arm of John Daggett 1, Emperor of Siskiyou. 
Of courso they said nothing to the President 
about the office soon to become vacant. They 
merely discussed the weather and tbe future 
prospects of the Black Bear mine In Siskiyou 
County, and all that thing, and the meeting of 
the Senator and the Colossus was a mere acci- 
dent. But people will talk and shake their 
heads and discuss the coincidence in the most 
uncharitable manner.

1 am glad to say that mv accounts have been 
found correct by the officers of the Treasury 
Department. Great Scott: Why shouldn't they 
have been? The doughty superintendent Is 
making money all the time, literally coining it 
day after day, therefore how could his ac- 
counts be other than correct? 

Any one can afford to be honest on five 
tbounand a vear, says Miss Becky Sharp, and it 
is whispered in the corridors of the Baldwin 
Hotel, where tbe statesmen congregate at even- 
tide to discuss affairs that he is in receipt of 
five thousand a month from the Black Bear 
mine In Siskiyou, In addition to the comfort- 
able salary he receives from the Federal Gov- 
ernment, for going to Mexico and Siskiyou to 
attend to his own ousiness, rusticating at the 
springs, lobbying at the State capital, man- 
ipulating a State convention from a box in the 
Baldwin Theater, and occasicnally, when time 
hangs heavy upon his hands, visiting the Mint 
in order that he may perform the onorous 
function of drawing his monthly salary.

A G REAT CA NAL. 

Proposition to Cut Through France 
From Bordeaux to Xarbonne. 

The project of a canal between Bordeaux 
and Narbonne, whereby a waterway would 
be afforded between the Atlantic and the 
Mediterranean, was already, in the year 
1887, at least to some extent, investigated 
at the instance of the Government, bnt 
there are, no doubt, very serious obstacles 
to be overcome. According to the plan, 
the canal is to be some 250 miles long, 
close upon 150 feet wide and twenty-five 
feet deep. There will have to be thirty- 
eight locks and the calculated cost 
amounts to no less than £07,000,000. 

Kven if all the vessels passing Gibraltar 
would make use of the canal there can be 
no prospects of ever making it pay. Stra- 
tegic considerations are the most im- 
portant, but in order to adequately serve 
strategic purposes a greater depth than 
the one mentioned above would be neces- 
sary and heavy fortresses would have to be 
erected for the defense of the canal. If the 
matter is, therefore, soberly viewed from 
its various points of view there is really 
nothing to recommend such an enormous 
outlay. 

There have been several proposals with 
reference to an Atlantic-Mediterranean 
canal ; much attention has been given to 
the matter both by engineers and various 
authorities, but it cannot be said that any 
definite result has as yet been arrived at. 
In 1880 a plan was brought forward about 
a canal proceeding from Bordeaux and 
having its terminus' in the vicinity of Nar- 
bonne. The length would be about ^.">1 
miles and the cost was calculated at 
£22,009,000, exclusive of the fortifications, 
Four years later there was another project, 
the Societe d'Ktudes et Travaux rrancais 
applying for a concession of ninety-nine 
years' duration for the construction of a 
canal, like the one iust referred to between 
Bordeaux and Narbonne; its length was 
to be a few miles less, but the cost, was con- 
siderably heavier, viz. : £29,000,000. ■ 

The plan and its various calculations 
were carefully gone into, but were not 
quite approved of, so in 1880 two commit- 
tees were appointed, one consisting of en-" 
gineers and one comprising representa- 
tives for the navy and commercial inter- 
ests. The reports of the committees were 
ready by November the following year, and 
they were both agreed that the financial 
basis was very incorrect, and that the pro- 
posed canal would be of comparatively 
small use to the country. The report met 
with a hostile criticism on the part of the 
public, and an agitation was started in 
favor of the undertaking. This agitation 
has since been continued, its outcome being 
a renewed examination of the whole ques- 
tion.— Engineering.^ 

Restoration of a Bible. 

Colonel Cabaniss, member from Georgia, 
received bv express from .1. K. Zuhn Of 
Toledo, Ohio, a little Bible with a historv. 
On the fly-leaf was written in lead pencil : 
"T. B. Cabaniss, 1SG0," and under this in 
ink the following words: "This Bible was 
found on the battle-field of Carrick's Ford 
by Paul Edwards, major, and afterward 
lieutenant-colonel of the Fourteenth Ohio 
Volunteer Infantry." It was the first 
glimpse that Colonel Cabaniss has had of 
the Bible in thirty-four years. How it 
came in Mr. Zahn's possession is not 
known, but some time ago he adver- 
tised for the owner in the Toledo 
Blade and received a letter from a 
Mr. Cabaniss, living in Mississippi. He 
remembered that some one of the same 
name resided at Atlanta, Ga. Mr. Zabn 
opened a correspondence with the Atlanta 
bearer of the name and was put on the 
right track, the gentleman proving to be a 
brother of the Representative. Enclosed 
within the pages of the little volume was a 
1 cent postage stamp of an issue antedat- 
ing the war. The Bible is as well pre- 
served as though it had been recently re- 
moved from a bookcase, and, in the words 
of the delighted owner, "it doesn't look as 
ii it had been used much before or since 
the late unpleasantness." The tight at 
Carrick's Ford was one of the earlier battles 
of the war.— Washington Post.

Clinker for Road Pavement. 

A new road-making material is produced 
at Hornsey, a suburb of Loudon, by col- 
lecting and burning the dirt of the district, 
which leaves considerable residue in the 
shape of clinker. The coarser of this is an 
excellent material for road making. The 
finer clinker is put in a mortar mill and 
mixed with lime or cement and used as 
mortar and grouting. There is still a great 
deal of clinker left, and this is mixed with 
a fair quantity of Portland cement, making 
excellent paving-stones at about half the 
cost of those purchased from the patent- 
stone makers. A section of Southwood 
lane, Highgate. at the entrance to the rail; 
way station, has been paved with this ma- 
terial, and is said to wear exceedingly 
well. — Washington Star.

LITTLE MOLLIE MEM 

Kentucky's Girl Evangelist, 
Who Has Converted Her 
Thousands. 



She Is the Daughter of a Circuit 
Rider and Is Known Far 
and Near. 



The great revival that has swept Eastern 
Kentucky has among its most successful 
evangelists a pale, but very bright, girl. 
She is tilling the very largest church here, 
and the story of her life is far from the 
ordinary. 

Her name is Mollie Merimon, a daughter 
of D. H. Merimon, a circuit rider in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

When 3 years old an attack of scarlet 
fever left her apparently dead. She was 
prepared for the grave, and the coffin had 
been lowered, when I he frantic mother re- 
fused to be quieted until she saw her baby 
once more. 

When the coffin was opened, the physi- 
cian, who was present, noticed something 
unusual in the appearance of the supposed 
corpse. It was taken out and found to be 
alive. But never afterward was the girl 
free a day from violent pain. 

Scrofula existed in its most repulsive 
form for years. When she was 16 scarlet 
fever again attacked her, and sheonce more 
apparently died, and would have been 
buried, but that the mother would not per- 
mit it. After six days she was resusci- 
tated, and her health" for two years was 
the best she ever knew. 

At the age of 18 she was thrown from a 
carriage, sustaining a sprained ankle. This 
threw her into excruciating convulsions. 
She sometimes had as many as 150 in a 
single day. No doctor would attempt to 
set the foot, and for two years she used 
crutches. 

While in this condition she was taken ill 
with congestion of the lungs, and from 
May to August was unconscious. She has 
no remembrance of what occurred during 
those months. 

lhe lirst dav that she was able to walk 
she fell, and, curious fact, threw the 
sprained ankle back into place. 

Sne felt that she must preach the gospel, 
though she refused to be anything but a 
plain member of the church. Since last 
September 1000 persons have been con- 
verted through her efforts. She is known 
in the mountain counties as "The Little 
Messenger." 

Her height is just 4 feet 10 inches and 
she weighs 72 pounds. She holds as many 
as four services a day. traveling sixty miles 
on horseback, and talking again at night. 

Italian : egal 1'unctionarien. 

In Italy any unfortunate who owes 10 
percent finds his little debt run up bv 
Sheriffs' officers, tribunal expenses and all 
the manifold charges of notaries, attorneys 
and advocates to 200 per cent before he has 
time to breathe or realize his situation, 
and the forced sales are so conducted that 
the property sold produces nothing tor any 
one except the State and the auctioneers. 
The State takes its percentage first, before 
even the creditors, and thus is caused the 
avidity by which all State officials and 
myrniidoms drag to ruin, by intrigue and 
extortion, a large majority "of the Italian 
tax-paying public. Note the salaries paid 
to the officials of the tribunals in Italv and 
judge if such officials are not invited and 
forced to ruin the mass of the people. 

Where a County Court Judge in England 
has £1000 or £2000 a year, he receives here 
the equivalent of £40, or perhaps £30, per 
annum. All the lesser tunctionaries are 
paid in proportion. The Guidice Concilia- 
tore, who answers to the Juge de la Paix in 
France, aud to the police magistrate in 
England, is paid sometimes at the rate of 
£30 per annum, sometimes not at 
all ; the pockets of the appellants at his 
court must maintain him. It can readily 
be understood that all these hungry func- 
tionaries ol the law, big aud little, live on 
the public perforce, and that almost any 
iniquity or injustice may be obtained un- 
der their rule if money be largely enough 
and secretly enough expended. "Your 
splendor is my dishonor," said Bacon to 
his magnificent livened servingman, who 
rose to meet him when he entered court to 
stand upon his trial. 

The Italian functionaries may say to the 
Italian Themis: "That we hare coats to 
our back* and rings on our fingers is your 
dishonor, for you do not pay us enough to 
enable us to get cither honestly." Not- 
withstanding tii is miserable pay which they 
receive, Italy spends on the administration 
of law 133,000,000 francs— i. e., 7,000,000 
francs more than France (in comparison to 
the population), and 12,000,000 francs more 
than England. The public who contribute 
all these millions get little or nothing for 
their money.— Ouida, in the Fortnightly 
Review.

"I am the favorite and expected to come 
in first. Should I fail so to do it will be 
because some accident befell me. All tbe 
boys are 'stuck' on me, but the girls love 
'71.' I was out on a 'tear' with the boys 
last night and did not take it 'straight 1 
either. Telegraph my arrival, hours and 
minutes." 

This was the message borne by the hom- 
ing pigeon Mercury, winner of the race be- 
tween Oroville and Berkeley, which took 
place last Tuesday. Mercury is owned by 
A. Carlisle, a bird-fancier, who is trying to 
make pigeon-racing a popular sport. Mr. 
Carlisle is owner of the Blue and Gold 
Lofts at Berkeley, where he has devoted 
considerable time and attention to the 
breeding of pigeons. His birds are from 
the stock of Theodore P. Green of Xewurk, 
S.3., who has one of the largest lofts in 
the 1'nitod States, and who lias expended 
I a fortune in following his favorite fad. 
Carlisle has been flying birds for vears, 
and possesses a fund'of information on the 
subject that shows a deal of close study 
and extensive observation. A few davs 
since he addressed a letter to F. W. Meyer, 
business manager of the Oroville Mercury, 
who, by the way. is something of a fancier 
himself, asking that gentleman to receive 
some of his birds by express and send 
them home over the air line. The propo- 
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Local turners are now putting all their 
spare time in practicing at the Germania 
Gardens for the coming big Pacific Krets- 
turnfest, which is to be held in Los Angeles 
by the four Pacific eircles next June. The 
holding of the Kreisturnfest is a biennial 
affair, although it is four years since the 
last one was held in this State, the one 
which should have been held two years 
ago having been postponed.

1 will keep a register where all those out 
of work may put their names, and all those 
who are seeking help can come and secure 
it by that means. What money is ex- 
pended by me or by my deputies will be 
strictly accounted for, and the office will 
be run" at all times in the interests of the 
laboring men."

sition was accepted and on Monday three 
pigeons were sent to Oroville. They were 
put on short diet, as usual before a race, 
kept in a dark room and allowed plenty of 
water. At 5 minutes of 11 on Tuesday 
they were liberated from the Mercury office 
in the presence of four or live hundred spec- 
tators, and striking the line immediately, 
set out for home. 

Mr. Carlisle was at once advised by tele- 
graph that the birds had started. He re- 
ceived the message in his office at 117 
Montgomery street and at once dispatched 
a favorite bird that be had taken over in 
the morning to his home in Berkeley with 
the telegram and a note to his wife, asking 
her to look out for the arr'val of the birds 
between 1 :30 and 2 o'clock. At seven 
minutes after 2 "Mercury" struck the loft 
at Bt>rkeley. A few minutes later "71" 
arrived, but the third bird has not been 
heard from. The distance covered was 123 
miles, which would make the time an 
average of 38W miles an hour. This is 
considered good work for a young bird, 
whose experience on the wing has been 
confined to races between Berkeley, Marys- 
ville, Oroville and Sacramento, ^fr. Carl- 
isle is very proud of "Mercury '' and thinks 
that the" bird will develop" great racing 
qualities. 

Pigeon-racing bids fair to become a pop- 
ular sport. Societies for the promotion of 
this pastime are springing into existence 
all over the country and fanciers are num- 
bered by the thousand. 

The best record extant of the usefulness 
of the«e swift-winged messencers is that 
made during the sieec of Paris at theclose 
of the Franco-Prussian War. While the 
tierman armies were encamped about the 
French capital and all communication with 
the outside world was cut off, no less than 
1.150,000 messages were borne into the city 
from different parts of France by homing 
pigeons. The messages carried were re- 
duced to microscopic dimensions by being 
photographed on collodion, and were pro- 
jected by aid of an electric maelc lantern 
in magnificent form upon a large screen. 
After this manner one bird was capable of 
bearing no less than 40,000 messages. 

France now expends annually upon its 
pigeon lofts the sum of $20,000. After the 
Pranco-Prussian war other nations were 
quick to estaldi-h carrier pigeon service. 
I'pon this service Kussia now spends an- 
nually $10,000, Germany $s000 and Austria 
$7000. Daly maintains a pigeon service for 
the detection of smugglers by sending 
messages from Government vessels to the 
mainland with information as to the 
actions and whereabouts of contraband 
workers. 

The maximum distance for a young bird 
is 200 miles; for a well-developed homer 
500 miles. 

Extraordinary performances, as from 
Montgomery, Ala., to Fall River, Mass., a 
distance of io40 miles, whils not unusual 
in the countries of Europe, are rare in the 
Cnited States.

COMMISSIONER WALT8 TALKS. 

; rfe Tells Why the Labor Etire aa Has Been a 
Failure. 

"Is the Bureau of Labor Statistics in 
| your opinion accomplishing the ends for 
i which it was organized?" 

This question was asked of Labor Com- 
missioner Ueorge W. Walts yesterday and 
elicited the following reply: 

"This is a hard question and one which 
I do not care to answer." 

Then Mr. Walts went on to answer the 
question in his own way. 

"The Labor Bureau," began the Com- 
missioner, "might be made a most useful 
department to manufacturers and working 
men alike. That it has been a failure in 
the past is entirely due to the fact that 
there exists in California a lamentable 
dearth of interest in matters with which 
the bureau has to deal. Labor unions 
seem to have an idea that this bureau was 
instituted for their e*pecial benefit. The 
law is very explicit on the duties of the 
Commissioner. It says that it shall be his 
duty to collect, assort," systematize and pre- 
sent in biennial reports" to the Legislature 
statistical details relating to all depart- 
ments of labor in the State. 

"The idea, as clearlv set forth, was to get 
information relative to the condition of 
different industries. It has been impossi- 
ble to attain this object. Whv? Simply 
because, as I have stated, there is no in- 
terest taken in the matter among the 
people. They will not answer questions. 
A Commissioner attempting to get on 
statistical tables and thus doing his whole 
duty as defined hy law is met with rebuffs 
at every turn and often with open insult. 

"Statistical information requires a vast 
amount of inquiry. Go to a man in Cali- 
fornia, and especially in San Francisco, 
and ask him about his business. He will 
tell you in nine cases out of ten that his 
business is none of yours. They seem to 
regard all inquiry as impertinence, even 
though made uiidor cover of law. The 
working man is the same. I found this 
out when I tried to make up a table of 
wages in the various industries. On all 
sides one was met with the answer, 'None 
of your business what we are earning.' 

"It is utterly impossible at the present 
time to get correct information bearing 
upon the condition of industries in this 
State for the reasons stated above. 

"The last Legislature left the bureau in a 
bad state. No appropriation was made 
and yet the proposition to abolish it was 
crushed. Either one thing or the other 
should have been done." 



Great Cllffa Within the Arctic Circle 
Where Millions Nest. 

Within the arctic circle are the great 
bird colonies. The largest and most re- 
markable is that of Svaerholt Klubben, 

Every inch of this wonderful cliff, which 
rises about 1000 feet from the water's edge, 
and is of considerably greater breadth, may 
be said to be used by the birds. The dis- 
charge of a small cannon in the immediate 
neighborhood will darken the air with mil- 
lions of birds, but even then a fieldelass 
will reveal the innumerable ledges white 
with other undisturbed millions. These 
consist almost entirely of the small gull 
(Rissa tridactyla), and they are a source of 
considerable income to the owner of the 
colony, who lives at the little fishing sta- 
tion close by. 

About the middle of May every year, by 
means of a long lauder placed against the 
foot of the cliff, he proceeds to collect the 
eggs. Of these there are at most three to 
each nest, and the number taken averages 
from 5000 to 10,000 annually, or the produce 
of, say 3000 pairs of birds." Ropes are not 
used for this purpose at Svaerholt, as they 
are in the Faroe Isles, so that the highest 
of the above figures represent only a very 
small percentage of the yearly production 
of the colony, as far the "greater portion ot 
the cliff face", where the nests are packed 
as closely as they can be, remains abso- 
utely untouched. 

The food of thesejmultitudesof birds dur- 
ing the summer months consists for the 
most part of fish spawn (more particularly 
that of the codfish, which is abundant in 
these northern waters) and of the small 
Crustacea, which are driven to and fro by 
the currents along the coast in immense 
masses. To the latter belong the tiny or- 
ganisms Calanus Finmarchicus and Eu- 
phausia inermis. the favorite food respect- 
ively of the whales, Baiaenoptera borealis 
and B. Sidbaldii, when these giants ap- 
proach the mouths of the great fjords in 
July and August. In winter the famous 
cliff is completel;' deserted. By the end of 
August the young gulls are able to take 
care of themselves and all take their de- 
parture to return no more until the follow- 
ing year in the month of March.— Fort- 
nightly Review. _

BECAUSE IT IS EIGHT. 

The cordial commendation given to the 
Call by the pastors of the churches of all 
denominations, for the stand it has taken 
in opposition to lotteries, should not be 
overlooked by any citizen who has a re- 
gard for the welfare of the City and a 
knowledge of the extent to which the lot- 
tery evil has been developed. 

That the course taken by the Call in re- 
gard to lotteries entails a loss of money is 
well understood. That, however, is but a 
minor consideration which need not en- 
gage the attention of the average citizen. 
It is of more general interest to know- 
that the Call, while losing money itself in 
the loss of the advertising patronage of 
lotteries, is engaged in saving money for 
the people by continually warning them 
against the enticements of the insidious 
evil. If it could be made known how- 
many people have been induced by the 
Call to save the dollar they would other- 
wise have expended for a lottery ticket, it 
would doubtless be found that the money 
saved to the City and the people in this 
way would far outweigh any loss that oc- 
curred to us, and to effect this great gain 
we are perfectly willing to forego anything 
that might have come to us for advertising 
the lotteries by publishing their lists of 
winning numbers. 

The moral aspect of this question, how- 
ever, is of far greater importance than that 
seen when looked at solely from the stand- 
point of economy. This truth was forci- 
bly emphasized by every one of that noble 
company of the pastors of the City, whose 
words we published yesterday. These men, 
representing all denominations and occu- 
pying the foremost pulpits of the City, are 
from the very nature of their calling 
trained to judge everything by its moral 
effect and its tendency to promote vice or 
virtue. The undivided consensus of their 
opinion is that the tendency of lotteries is 
distinctly evil and vicious as well as wast- 
ful and foolish. The man who indulges in 
the practice of buying lottery tickets not 
only wastes his money, but encourages in 
himself a desire to get something for noth- 
ing that sooner or later develops a passion 
for gambling and ruins the moral liber of 
his character. 

Weighty, grave and serious were the 
words in which the pastors expressed them- 
selves in regurd to the great evil. To their 
solemn significance an added weight was 
given by the opinion of Judge W. W. Mor- 
row of the United States District Court. 
Speaking the sentimeutsof a humane man, 
as well as those of a just Judge, he said: 
"The United States Government has been 
legislating and endeavoring with the 
statutes enacted to prevent the distribution 
through the mails 'of matter relating to 
lotteries, and I believe that this course 
meets with the approval of all the best 
people. I am often called on to instruct 
juries called to try poor men for sending 
lottery matter through the mails, and it 
looks odd to step out of the courtroom after 
trying one of these cases and find the lot- 
tery business fully presented to the public 
in the newspapers." 

Of course, the newspapers that publish 
lottery-lists do not violate the letter of the 
law. but they do violate its spirit. They 
are, therefore, to be justly condemned at 
the bar of public opinion for encouraging 
a contempt for law as well as for morality 
and economy. Such a course should not 
be continued by any journal that a. ins fb 
be a great newspaper. The Call, in its 
devotion to legitimate journalism, gladly 
places itself on the side of the churches, 
the Courts and the savings banks, and 
urges in opposition to the lottery the cul- 
tivation of morality, law and thrift. 



BUFFOONERY WON'T DO. 



Every report from the East concerning 
the place of holding the next Republican 
National Convention mentions San Fran- 
cisco as the favorite in the contest. 



It is a notable sign of the times that the 
gold monometallists are beginning to 
straddle, Dut the silver men are standing 
sol idly, with both feet on their platform. 

As 'President Harrison is an instructor 
in international law at the Stanford Uni- 
versity, it is difficult to imagine him be- 
lieving that the Presidency of the United 
States could bring a higher honor. 

The journalist whose only measure of 
success is the number of dollars he 
receives, from whatever source, may be 
expected to have that moral standard 
which is so easily accessible to rogues. 

The Blue Lake Advocate if slightly in 
error in saying "Humboldt will never have 
a railroad until its people build it them- 
selves.'' As soon as the Humboldt j>eople 
start the road in good earnest they will get 
plenty of help. 

Assessor Dalton of Alameda County has 
had the intelligence to discover and the 
fidelity to put into operation certain pro- 
visions of the California constitution which 
require the property of the rich, as well as 
that of the poor, to be taxed for something 
like its value. 

That policy which confines itself to a 
denunciation of the Southern Pacific 
monopoly, not only ignores the great 
benefit to California which the Southern 
Pacific, under the wholesome restraints of 
competition, is capable of producing, but 
will generally be found neglecting to do the 
very thing which will bring about com- 
petition. 

The spirit of railroad enterprise has been 
aroused in Oregon by a demand for a road 
that will open up the regions around Coos 
Ray, Yaquina Ray and Tillamook Bay to 
the rest of the State, and the Salem States- 
man in urging the enterprise makes the 
complaint that about the only time the 
people of those sections are reminded they 
are in Oregon is when some of them are 
sent to the Legislature, the penitentiary or 
the asylum. _ 

If, instead of casting a slur on the efforts 
of the Half-million Club to increase the 
population of San Francisco by increasing 
that of the State, the Lakeport Avalanche 
should reflect that a part of the whole 
scheme is the calling of attention to the 
wonderful resources and beauties of Luke 
County, it might be induced to pursue a 
course in which all the enterprising and 
wide-awake newspapers of California are, 
united. 

Our good friend, the Colusa Sun, seems 
to think that an aggregation of the people's 
capital in the form of a corporation to 
build a railroad creates a thing that is 
necessarily bad per se. The people want a 
railroad. They subscribe money to build 
one. The best way in which to hand)': 
money for such a purpose is by mean 1 ; of 
a corporation. Cannot our good friend 
distinguish between a corporation which 
is an injurious monopoly and one that 
destroys monopoly? 



It pleased the editor of the Post to pub- 
lish in his journal on Wednesday a state- 
ment that the proposed bituminous-rock 
ordinance, which the Mayor vetoed, had 
been opposed by two of its contemporaries 
"for the reason, it is said, that they are in- 
terested in the proscribed bituminous 
mines." The Call being one of the papers 
that opposed the ordinance, promptly re- 
sponded that the statement, so far as it 
concerned the Call or its proprietor, Was 
a lie; and furthermore it was added that 
"all who made or make such a statement 
know in their hearts they are liars." 

The response of the Pott yesterday was 
what we expected. It attempts to escape 
the charge of malicious lying by a resort to 
buffoonery, and seeks, with an uncertain 
flippancy, to make a jest of integrity. We 
are well aware the object of the editor of 
the Post, in prefacing his slander with the 
words "it is said." was to afford himself a 
loophole of escape if charged with origin- 
ating the lie. We are also aware that the 
evasive language of yesterday was a wrig- 
gling attempt to reach the loophole. We 
do not propose, however, to permit any 
such escape for any such offender. Flip- 
pancy will not serve the purpose of rascal- 
ity this time, for the point on which the 
Post has impaled itself is too sharp to be 
wriggled away from by any eel, no matter 
how slimy he may be. 

Here is the whole issue. The editor of 
the Post insinuates it has been said by 
somebody that the editor and proprietor of 
the Call opposed the bituminous-rock 
ordinance because it was not favorable to a 
bituminous-rock mine in which he is in- 
terested. The Call plainly declares this 
to be a lie. The editor of the Post must 
now name the man who made the state- 
ment or he must take the lie to himself 
aud acknowledge the authorship of a 
mean and malicious charge against a man 
who has never injured hint In any way, 
but who on the contrary has more than 
once helped him and befriended him. 

On an issue of this kind there is no room 
for flippancy without self-abasement. The 
Call carries with it an honorable measure 
of self-respect. Its traditions have ever 
been in accord with the highest principles 
of legitimate journalism, and it proposes 
to continue on that plane. It may please 
the Pott to make a jest of integrity, to be 
flippant when its honor is at stake, to re- 
sort to buffoonery and play the fool in 
order to avoid responsibility in serious 
matters, but it must seek other objects of 
attack than the Call when it chooses to 
play that contemptible game. We will 
have none of it. We repeat that the Post 
has published a lie and we are not going to 
overlook the meanness of the liar in order 
to smile at the buffoon. 



PAY IT UNDER PROTEST. 

Although, the decision of the Unite* 
States Supreme Court on the income tax 
law leaves in a chaotic state even those 
features of the law which have not been 
clearly declared unconstitutional, the Fed- 
eral authorities are preparing to collect the 
tax on those incomes not specifically ex- 
empted by .the decision. This leaves no 
option on the part of citizens. They must 
pay the tax. Rut as the decision is not 
clear and satisfactory the tax should not 
be paid without protest. This would be a 
wise precaution and would simplify the 
task of recovering the money so paid. 

The law, as it has been construed, bears 
with particular severity ami injustice upon 
Californians. For this reason they should 
resort to every legal means to secure self- 
protection and a final adjudication against 
the constitutionality of the measure. It 
the older States of the Union, particularly 



in New England, real property is more 
valuable than in California, and hence 
yields a larger revenue, and the invest- 
ments of the people there are very largely 
in National, State and municipal bonds, 
which are exempt from taxation. As we 
pointed out in yesterday's issue of the 
Call, the law, under the Supreme Court 
construction, "places a burden on industry 
and thrift and exempts those surces of 
revenue in which these qualities exercise 
no present activity. 

It is so in all growing communities. 
New England is fullgrown. Her resources 
have been exploited and the profits ob- 
tained from their development have been 
largely invested in securities which are 
exempt from the operation of the income 
tax law. California has not yet arrived at 
that stage of ripeness, and cannot possibly 
reach that point until all her peculiar and 
as yet haruly explored natural resources 
have been developed. At present it is 
practically virgin soil, yielding generous 
returns to industry and experiment, and 
inviting further effort on these lines. 

As the law stands, under the Supreme 
Court decision, it discourages industry and 
thrift In the new and growing States and 
encourages investment in non-taxable se- 
curities, which do not build up a commu- 
nity. Manifestly this will operate even in 
the growing communities to a retardation 
of progress, for whenever there is surplus 
capital it wih prefer non-taxable to taxable 
investment. In short, the law offers a 
premium to an indolent employment of 
capital and serves as a check to those uses 
of money which build up a community. 

These considerations clearly indicate the I 
course which California should pursue. 
U the tax has to be paid, let it be paid 
under protest, in order that the protestants 
nury reserve and preserve every single I 
point that may go to the protection of 
their individual rights. This, however, is 
only a private and individual duty. Of 
greater importance than it is the duty 
which the taxpayers owe to the com- 
munity. This means to say that their 
attitude toward the law should not 
be merely passively negative, but that 
there should be an active, organized 
movement to test the constitutionality 
of the law. A movement of this kiud has 
been already started in other parts of the 
country, but that is no reason why Cali- 
fornia should not strengthen the opposi- 
tion with all her united force and energy.

Living evidences of the origi- 
nal volcanic character of the region are 
found in the numerous hot springs which 
exist in numbers in the flanks of the 
mountains bordering the valley. These 
springs are invariably mineral, have a 
high medicinal value, and are largely vis- 
ited by seekers for health. 

Of more immediate interest than these 
natural marvels are those pleasant charms 
that make Santa Rosa so delightful a place 
of residence, and the intelligence and en- 
terprise with which the residents have 
made them available. A few years ago 
Santa Rosa set a worthy example to all 
California cities environed by mountains 
by constructing a scenic drive to the sum- 
mit of the range on the eastern side of the 
city. This is one of the wonders of the 
State. After leaving the cool, rose- 
embowered, peaceful city, the sightseer 
crosses a liae level stretch of valley and by 
a winding road usceuds the mountain. 
From the crest the view is as enchanting 
as that from the heights of Redlands. The 
noble valley of Sonoma, with its splendid 
vineyards and orchards stretching to north 
and south as far as the eye can see, backed 
on the west by the cool-wooded slopes of 
the western range, is a scene worth many 
a day's journey to behold. In the center 
of this exquisite picture, set in a frame 
that has received the most artistic touches 
of tbe Creator, is the city of Santa Rosa 
itself, reposing peacefully amid the groves 
which are its own, and taking on an added 
charm from the noble features of its en- 
vironment. 



FUTURE ARCHITECTURE. 

k_ 

An interesting and carefully considered 
article by W. M. Conway in the London 
Chronicle on th« present style of architec- 
ture and system of construction in that 
city, closes with a forecast concerning the 
architecture of the immediate future that 
suggests a much greater departure from 
the old order of things than has ever been I 
broached by any one of equal authority in 
such matters, and gives reason for believ- 
ine that the civilized man of the future 
will be housed almost as cheaply as the 
South Sea Islander and aB superbly as a 
Roman Emperor. 

Basing his argument upon the records of 
history, which show that new conditions 
of life have never failed to produce new 
styles of architecture developed from a 
blending of the preceding orders of con- 
struction, the writer asserts the forces now 
in operation will necessarily produce a I 
house structure widely different in some 
respects from that which now prevails, and j 
yet a natural development of it. Improved I 
means of transit have already materially 
changed the aspect of cities, and this | 
change will continue until the city of the 
future will consist of a compact nucleus 
composed of buildings from fifteen to 
twenty stories high, with a wide area of 
suburban villas extending for many miles 
around it. Along with this will come in- 
cessant alterations in buildings of all kinds 
to meet the demand for new improvements 
and the continuous shifting of the popula- 
tion. These forces create a need for build- 
ings that can be rapidly erected, easily- 
altered and moved without greut cost. 

It appears certain, therefore, the mate- 
rials of the future will not be those of the 
past. Stone, wood and brick have had 
their day. Steel girders and concrete or 
terra cotta are becoming more and more 
common for buildings of all kinds, and it 
seems likely that in the future they may 
have to give way to aluminum and paper. 
The masterpieces of architecture at the 
Chicago Exposition show what the future 
may do in the way of palaces "lifting to a 
transient summer, paper walls." Such 
structures wiil line the streets of future 
cities and show a magnificence unparal- 
leled, as well as a convenience which for- 
mer generations never dreamed of. 

"Looking forward," says Mr. Conway, 
"to the possible future of architecture in 
a world of powers enlarged by science, and 
taste renewed by the return to nature that 
marks our day. it is a pleasant and not un- 
healthy diversion to launch forth in 
thought to the coming era and behold the 
cities that arc to be— cities of great houses, 
wide avenues and large open spaces— glori- 
fied Cbicagos at all the crossroads of the 
highways of the earth. Inevitably in them 
the house of the individual must be 
merged, as is already so largely the case, 
in some form of collective abode." He 
then goes on to urge the London Common 
Council in its work of municipal develop- 
ment to construct a row of buiidings of 
this kind through one of the slums it is 
clearing out. and it is not impossible that 
something of the kind may be undertaken. 
Strange as it may appear, therefore, the 
fleeting glory of the magic city by the lake 
may assume a more permanent form in 
the old gray city by the Thames and a new 
Chicago rise to take the place of fast van- 
ishing London.

A GARDEN IN A VALLEY. 

Two beautiful valleys, whose draining 
rivers from the coast range empty into the 
upper reaches of the bay of San Francisco, 
are the Napa and Sonoma valleys, much 
alike in their topographical configuration, 
climatic conditions and soil fecundity and 
both famous for special products and in- 
dustries. Santa Rosa, the county seat of 
Sonoma County, is the principal city of 
the Sonoma Valley, as Napa is of the Napa 
Valley. 

All of this region, the Sonoma Valley 
particularly, has an exceedingly interesting 
geographical history, and it is employed to 
explain some extraordinary physical phe- 
nomena Which abound thereabout. Geolo- 
gists will say, for instance, that the time 
was, in comparatively recent geological 
times, when the Russian River, which now 
flows southwardly into the bay of San 
Francisco, pursued a nearly opposite course 
and emptied directly into the Pacific 
Ocean. They will explain this remarkable 
change by saying that about the time 
when Mount St. Helena, which closes the 
northern end of Napa Valley, was in vol- 
canic eruption there caraeayeat upheaval 
which threw a ridge across the ancient 
Russian River and prevented its west- 
wardly flow, and that thereupon tho 
waters were banked into a great lake, 
which, in breaking out, cut their way 
through the mountains to the bay of San 
Francisco, forming the deep gorges which 
constitute a distinctive feature of the 
upper end of the valley.

Colonel Chalmers Scott of Los Angeles is In 
*tiis city, and will probably leave next week 
for the Rosebud Agency in South Dakota to sur- 
vey the lands of the Indian reservation for al- 
lotment In severalty to the Indlaus. Speaking 
of his mission last evening he said: "Dr. Wil- 
liam A. Winder, formerly a captain in the 
Third Artillery aud in command of Alcatraz 
during the war, who resigned from the army 
to resume the practice oi his profession, was 
employed by the Government to make an allot- 
ment of lands at Round Valley reservation in 
Mendocino Couuty. After that he was ordered 
to South Dakota to take charge of tbe allot- 
ment to the Sioux Indians at Rosebud Ageucy, 
the previous surveys of the lands having 
been unsatisfactory to the department. 
Dr. Winder has called upon me 
to report immediately and take charge of all 
the surveys. The standard and base lines and 
township lines are all to be run and section- 
lzing is to be done. Then aubdivislons 
are to be made of tbe land into twenty aud 
forty acre lots. Each Indian will get about 
that amount where the land is good, but where 
it is bad it will be allotted In larger tracts." 
Colonel Scott, who is a son of the late Rev. 
Dr. Scott of this city, is a member of the Amer- 
ican Society of Engineers aud a member of 
other such societies, and has been assistant 
engineer of the Southern Pacific for many 
years, and was for some time chief engineer of 
the Guatemala Central Railway. Hesayathat 
he is still a candidate for the position of adju- 
tant-general, and if he is the Governor's choice 
will relinquish the work in South Dakota for 
the Federal Government. 



Ben Maddox of the Vlsalia Delta was speak- 
ing about the mining outlook in Tulare the 
other day at the Lick, and, mentioning the old 
Mineral King district, said: "Mineral King is 
a favorite place for people down our way to go 
in summer fishing and hunting. Otherwise 
there is nothing doing up there.

A Bequest of Fifty Thousand Dollars 
to the Menlo Park 
Seminary. 



The will of Banker Joseph A. Donohoe, 
who died on April 5 last, was filed for pro- 
bate yesterday. Its full text is as follows: 

In the name of God, I, the undersigned, 
Joseph A. Donohoe of San Francisco, make, 
publish and declare my last will and testament 
as follows : 

I revoke all former wills and codicils by me 
heretofore made. 

After payment of all my just debts and 
funeral and testamentary expenses I give, de- 
vise and bequeath as follows: 

I. (1) To my nephew, William J. Donohoe of 
New York, son of my late brother, John, the 
sum of $.j0O0. 

(2) To my niece, Mrs. Elizabeth Applegate, 
daughter of my said brother John, the sum of 
$5000 as her separate property for her sole and 
separate use free from the control or interfer- 
ence of any husband. 

i3> To my sister-in-law, Jane Blaine, $5000. 

(4) T» my sister-in-law, Mrs. Aimee Schueely, 
¥0000. 

II. The foregoing clauses In this clause of my 
will are to be paid In gold coin of the United 
States of the present standard at the end of 
two years after my decease unless my execu- 
tors see tit to pav them or some of them before 
that time. None of the said legacies are to bear 
Interest. 

III. I declare that I have promised the Most 
Reverend Patrick William Riordan, Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of San Francisco, to give 
him fifty thousand (.■£50,000) dollars as a con- 
tribution toward a fund for maintaining the 
seminary which he intends to build at Menlo 
Park. In case I shall not have given the snuie 
to him before my death, then I give the same, 
or the balance thereof that remains unpaid at 
the time of my death, to him personally and 
not as a corporation, or in case of his death, to 
the person who shall be for the time being the 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of San Francisco. 
1 direct that the same or such part thereof as 
remains unpaid at the tiuie of my death be 
paid by my executors in said coin after the 
completion of said seminary in annual pay- 
ments of $10,000 each. 

IV. I give to my executors $11,000 in said 
coin In trust to pay the same at their conven- 
ience at any time within five years after my 
death, without interest, as follows, to wit: 
Five thousaud dollars to the Roman Catholic 
Orphan Asylum of San Francisco, or to the 
person having charge of the same for the time 
being; $5000 to St. Vincent's Orphan Asylum, 
near San Rafael, or to the person having 
charge thereof for the time being, and $1000 
to the Protestant Orphan Asylum of San Fran- 
cisco, or to the person having charge thereof 
for the time being. 

V. I confirm and for the better assurance of 
their title I give and devise to my beloved chil- 
dren, Mary Emilie Parrott, Joseph A. Donohoe 
Jr. and Edward Donohoe, the lot of land and 
building thereon in the city and county of San 
Francisco, State of California, fronting 20 feet 
4'^, inches on the northerly line of joideu 
Gate avenue, 187 feet 6 inches on the eastirly 
line of Taylor street, 90 feet on the southerly 
line of Opal alley and 52 feet 1 5-80 inches on 
the northwesterly line of Market street, this 
day conveyed to them by deed of myself and 
wife, duly executed and delivered to them, but 
not recorded. 

VI. In accordance with the consent of my 
dear wife, Emilie Donohoe, 1 give and devise 
to her for the term of her natural Hie all the 
rest, re'idue and remainder of the estate and 

Sropertv that I mav own at the time ofay 
eeth, both real and personal, to have and to 
hold the same for her own use in lieu of dower 
and her share of common property, and after 
her death f give aud devise the same unto my 
aaid children, share and share alike, save and 
excepting, however, that $85,000 In said coin 
heretofore advanced by me to my said son, Jo- 
seph A. Donohoe Jr.. shall be charged to him, 
without interest, as such advance, so that no 
child shall receive more than another. 

VII. It is my will, and I hereby direct that 
in case my partner, Eugene Kelly, shall outlive 
me the amuuut that I shall have to my credit 
in the firm of Eugene Kelly <fc Co. of New York 
shall remain invested therein for four years 
after the probate of my will, unless he shall 
sooner die or desire to repay the same, and 
that for the time it shall remain unpaid the 
said Eugene Kelly shall himself determine the 
compensation that shall be allowed for the use 
thereof. I also direct iny executors, wife and 
children to accept without question or voucher 
any account between me aud him thai be shall 
render aud declare to l»e just. 

VIII. I nominate and appoint as executors 
of this will my wife, Emilie Donohoe, my son, 
Joseph A. Donohoe Jr., and my partner, Eu- 
gene Kelly of New York, and' in case of the 
death of said Eugene Kelly, I nominate and 
appoint my friend James B. Williams oi Stand- 
ford, Conn., and of the city ol New York, as 
executor in his place.

Cementing Armor Plates. 

A method of cementation or carburiza- 
tion of armor plates by the use of gas has 
been patented by Schneider of Cruesot. 
Two plates are placed in a very hot fur- 
nace, one above the other, with a space be- 
tween them, the separation of the plates 
being accomplished by a frame of iron or 
steel placed between them. By the use of 
asbestos or other suitable material the 
joints between the frame and plates are 
made air ami gas-tight. The furnace is 
closed and the cementing or carburizing 
gas admitted. As the cementation of the 
plates progresses best at the point where 
the gas enters, the gas is admitted at a 
number of points intermittently, so as to 
supply the carbon equally over "the whole 
suriace of the plates. In order to cool the 
gas, the pipes supplying it, which reach 
into the furnace, are inclosed in other 
pipes filled with water. — London Inven- 
tion.

The Coast Survey Steamer 
Patterson Sails for North- 
ern Waters. 



ALASKA BOUNDARY IINES. 



The Rich Yukon Mining Dlstrlot Is 
In the American Ter- 
ritory. 



The coast survey steamer Patterson 
sailed yesterday for Portland Inlet to be- 
gin the work of running the boundary 
lines between Alaska and the British do- 
minions. It is said that no attempt will 
be made this session to settle the dispute 
over the location of Forty-mile Creek as it 
is considered by the United States Govern- 
ment that the forty-first meridian of longi- 
tude, which is the agreed boundary line 
between the two countries, places all the 
rich mines of the Yukon in American 
territory. 

Two astronomical parties accompany 
the Patterson, one of which, under Pro- 
fessor E. F. Dickens, wfll be stationed on 
Marys Island, and the other, under Pro- 
fessor Fremont Morse, will be at Seattle. 
The four triangulation parties which are a 
part of the expedition will be stationed at 
Portland Inlet. Captain Morse of the

Lambert Refuses to Talk About His 
Case or Tell Why He Went 
Away. 



and expected to return to San Francisco on 
the next steamer. 

Lambert himself wrote to his father-in- 
law, telling him he intended to come back 
and bring his wife along. 

It is said in Oakland that if Lam- 
hen is compelled to stand trial his 
defense will be insanity and that many 
witnesses can be brought who will 
testify that for a month before he disap- 
peared he was out of his mind and not ac- 
countable for his actions. 

A police officer said last evening that he 
had seen the defaulter walking up the 
street staring straight into the heavens or 
ahead of him and so oblivious to his sur- 
roundings as to fall against passers-by 
without knowing it. 



Walter R. Lambert. Oakland's defaulting 
ex-Police Court clerk, returned yesterday 
morning from Honolulu on the steamer 
Alameda. He came, though, as silently as 
he went. >"o one saw him go aboard the 
Mariposa when he embarked for the 
islands with Gertie Mahaney, and no one 
saw him come off the Alameda. At least, 
Denny Holland, the Oakland detective 
who was waiting for him with nervous 
lingers, did not see him, and Holland 
knows him well. The detective from the 
modern Athens was not sure that Lambert 
was on board, but he was quite sure that 
he would know him if he saw him, and 
was equally sure that Lambert would 
know him and would give himself up to 
him. 

The astute detective was wrong on all 
propositions save one. He was right in 
Ills surmise that Lambert would know him 
if he saw him. The defaulter saw him and 
rushed right by him. elbowing him as he 
went down the gangplank. The Alameda 
came in on time as usual ami shortly 
before 9 o'clock steamed up to the Oceanic 
dock. Lambert was on deck dressed in a 
light suit of clothes, the same he wore 
when he went away so suddenly. He 
caught sight of Holland and altered the 

f>lan he had conceived. He had shaved 
lis mustache and the absence of the hir- 
Biite appendage changed him considerably. 
His diseuise was not complete enough to 
pass the scrutiny of Detective Holland he 
thought, so in a twinkling he dodged 
below and got a suit of clothes from one of 
the deckhands, tjuicklv getting inside of 
the old duds he smeared his face with soot 
and his admiring constituents in the steer- 
age declared that he wouldn't know him- 
self. 

Detective Holland had taken the pre- 
caution of having a watch placed on the 
forward gangway, while he and two police- 
men iooked after the main plank. No one 
was allowed to land untii the passengers 
were mustered and examined. But the 
gangplank had to be run up and a number 
of deckhands ran down to the dock to 
make it fast, and several others went with 
them to assist in getting out the forward 
gangplank. It is said that Lambert was 
the tirst to get ashore and Holland was the 
first to get aboard. Lambert ran up the 
dock to the forward gangway and kept on 
foing. There was a large "crowd on the 
wharf and he was lost in the throng. 
While the detective was hunting the ship 
for him he was hunting a shelter. 

The missing man went aboard the Ala- 
meda under the name of W. A. Kimball. 
He smuggled himself aboard and paid his 
passage in the steerage after the vessel 
was well out to sea. He is a man who 
makes friend9 readily, and he confided 
his story to a few of the men below decks. 
They promised to aid Lim in getting off 
the vessel, for they believed him innocent 
from the fact that he was coming back. 
He said that if he could be at liberty 
ashore for a few hours he could fix things, 
and the sailors helped him ashore. 

Councilman Heitman of Oakland, who 
was at the wharf watching for Lambert 
when the steamer docked, tells an interest- 
ing story of the efforts of the officers to 
apprehend the fugitive. 

'•We knew that Lambert was on the 
steamer," said the Councilman, "and the 
Oakland officers were on the alert, but 
Lambert did not materialize. We also 
knew that one of the waiters on the steamer 
had formerly worked in Oakland, and we 
went to him for information. He said he 
knew nothing about the defaulter except 
that the latter had left for China with his 
wife before the steamer sailed for San 
Francisco. Detective Holland thought his 
answers sounded queer, and at once went 
to his bunk and searched it. 

"The first thing he laid his hand3 on was 
Lambert's overcoat, and then we were sure 
that he was a passenger on the vessel, and 
when confronted with this evidence the 
waiter confessed that he had not told the 
truth when he said that Lambert had gone 
to China. He said that the fugitive had 
come over on the steamer, but had left her 
before she docked and was hiding in San 
Francisco. He aiso said that he was to 
meet Lambert on Market and Kearny 
streets during the evening. 

"In view of his previous misstatements 
the officers believed that he was still try- 
ing to mislead them and that Lambert was 
hidden on the vessel. 

"Holland at once telegraphed to Oakland 
for a couple of additional men to search 
the steamer more thoroughly and to watch I 
her to-night bo that Lambert could have 
Do chance of escaping. Detective Williams 
and Sergeant Hoagkins were sent over. 

"From the officers of the vessel we 
learned that Lambert had not purchased a 
ticket in Honolulu, but had boarded the, 
steamer from a boat after she left the dock 
paying for a steerage passage uuder the 
name of N. A. NeWelL" 

It was rumored in Oakland yesterday 
that Lambert had succeeded in getting 
past Chief Shaeffer on the gtngplank of 
the steamer and had reached Oakland. 
Several officers were called off their beats 
and sent in c itizens' clothes to watch his 
mother's bouse. 

After getting clear of the steamer Lam- 
bert, it appears, came uptown and began 
to visit his favorite saloons, the resorts 
where he made himself familiar before his 
departure for the island republic. 

The detectives learned 01 bis movements 
and finally caught him in Howe's saloon, 
105 Eddy street. Police Officer Riley was 
the man who arrested Lambert. Notice 
was sent to Denny Holland, the Oakland 
detective, and he and two other officers 
took Lambert across the bay. 

Lambert was met at the station by a 
delegation of his friends, who had been 
informed of his arrest and were waiting 
for him. LaniDert had evidently been 
drinking heavily, and was in a maudlin 
state when landed in the County Prison. 
"You will understand," he said, "that I 
am the one who must answer to an indict- 
ment for the shortage which is claimed to 
exist, and until I can sec an attorney I can 
not give a statement of this matter." I can- 
tell yon, however, that within an hour 
after I am at liberty I can explain this 
whole business and show that there is no 
shortage at all. 

"Every dollar which passed through my 
hands can be accounted for and will be 
accounted for. Why I went away I cannot 
tell vou except that it was in the interest 
of other parties, and I shall protect them 
by keeping my mouth closed. Whv did I 
comeback? Simply because I had busi- 
ness to attend to and wanted to see to it 
personally. I was not offered any induce- 
ments to surrender myself, and" when I 
got through my business 1 sent word to 
the officers where they could fihd me." 

How he left the steamer is a mystery to 
the detectives who were watching the 
gangplanks. Lambert's own story of his 
disembarking is that he took a sack of 
mail on his shoulder and walked down the 
mail chute with the deckhands, passing 
within a few feet of the detectives on his 
way up the dock. 

Lambert came back alone, although it is 
said that his wife will return on the next 
steamer. 

Johu A. Mahaney, father of Mrs. Lam- 
bert, stated last night that he received no 
letter from his daughter since the Peru 
arrived on April 8. In a letter from 
Honolulu received here on that date Mrs. 
Lambert wrote that her marriage had been 
solemnized before a minister in Honolulu 

Snd she and her husband were very happy, 
iut she added she had grown homee^ck

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ANIMAL PAINTINGS ON VIEW. 

The Collection of the Lata Marie Gulso 
Nrnrnmli on Exhibition. 

There have been on exhibition and will 
be sold at the Fifth-avenue Art Galleries 
on Friday night some of the works of a 
young artist who must have won high rank 
but for her untimely death— who indeed 
might have ranked as the Rosa Bonneur of 
America, since she chose the same field of 
work— animal painting. This artist was 
Miss Marie Guise Newcomb. Good critics 
ranked her as our best animal painter 
among women. There are some eighty 
paintings in all in the collection, 
nearly all of them having to do 
with animals. There are pictures 
of work horses in Paris, Arab horses 
and, in fact, studies of all sorts of horses. 
There are field scenes in which horses, 
sheep and cows are shown. There are 
camels from the desert of Biskra. Next to 
horses come the dogs, and there is a 
roguish artist's dog, evidently a beloved 
model ; bull terriers, fox terriers, massive 
St. Bernards, handsome retrievers and 
wise-looking setters. Then there arc 
sketches of still life, and a picture of Madi- 
son square at its busy hour. There are 
Arab villages and camps, a picture of the 
North River by night, a view "Near Bar- 
negat Bay," "An Adirondack Hayfield," a 
desert scene, anil other paintings from the 
brush of Miss Newcomb that show that 
the voung woman had a talent akin to 
genius, so that perhaps the "Art Inter- 
change" is right in saying that "in the 
particular field which she had chosen— 
that of animal painting— she leaves no 
successor." Certainly no one can view the 
collection and not regret the untimely 
death of the promising young artist. — New 
York Commercial Advertiser. 



American Songs In Japan. 

One of the pleasantest sights to be seen 
here and in Yokohama is the group of 
handsome schoolboys one meets in the 
street. These little fellows all wear blue 
caps and carry their boots in satchels 
swung over their shoulders. They are all 
bright-eyed, chubby faced, merry and 
sturdy looking. They love school, and you 
can plainly see in them the future sover- 
eigns of Japan. I have yet to see a school- 
boy who was not both handsome and in- 
telligent looking. The public school sys- 
tem in Japan is thorough. There is coedu- 
cation of sexes, and the system is based al- 
most entirely upon ours. A few nights ago 
our hotel in Yokohama was serenaded by a 
band of vouths from one of the normal 
schools. They were neatly uniformed, and 
they played most excellently "Marching 
Through Georgia" and "John Browna 
Body." These tunes, by the way, have 
become almost national in Japan. The 
bands in all the processions play them; in 
fact, I have heard little else in the way of 
outdoor music. — New Y'ork Herald.

KOHLSAA T'S BRE AD SIGNS. 

i An Amusing Incident of the Chicago 
Anarchy Scare Hi-called. 

"Chicago is so thoroughly recovered 
1 from the anarchy scare,' 1 said an attorney 
| while waiting for the court to arrive, 
"that it can afford to laugh at many things 
that happened about ten years ago. 

"I remember that about a year before 
the Hayniarket bomb was thrown the 
town was considerably worked up over the 
anarchistic meetings on the lake front, the 
processions with red banners and all that. 
There was considerable talk about the so- 
cial revolution, and the leaders of the 
movement were becoming very prominent. 

"One morning when I came down town 
1 noticed on the walls and fences big post- 
ers showing a blood-red flag with the word 
'Bread' across it in white letters. There 
was something very significaut in the de- 
sign—the red flag of anarchy and the 
threat of blood behind the demand for 
bread. Every one on the car was talking 
about the posters and seemed to think it 
was a pretty serious matter. 

"Well, sir, those things had been put all 
over town during that one night. It 
seemed as if there must have been a thor- 
ough organization of the revolutionists to 
put up so many of the posters. I remem- 
ber that one of the prominent anarchists 
was interviewed as to the meaning of the 
red flags and the demand for bread. 

"He said it meant that the social revolu- 
tion was at hand; that the workmen were 
organized and would get bread for them- 
selves and their families even if they had 
to destroy the capitalistic class to get it. 
He said the brrau placards were simply 
put up to give the capitalists warning. 

"A few mornings after that more posters 
bearing red Hags appeared in all parts of 
town, but this time each flag bore the 
words -Aerated Bread.' 

"The whole thing was a scheme to ad- 
vertise a new kind of bread being baked by 
H. II. Kohlsaat, who was then the big 
baker of the town, although he had not be- 
come so well known as he is at present. 
It didn't appear that he intended to 
frighten any one. He simply chose a 
novel method of advertising his improved 
bread, and people were ready about that 
time to attach a dark significance to any- 
thing that was red. 

"But the attempt of the anarchist lead- 
ers to adopt Mr. Kohlsaat's aerated bread 
scheme was one of the most amusing inci- 
dents of the entire scare."— Chicago Rec- 
ord.

The Swedish girls are afraid to look in 
the glass after dark or by artificial light, 
lest they should forfeit the good opinion of 
the other sex. Most people still appear to 
regard it us a bad omen to see the new 
moon for the first time through a window 
pane or reflected in a mirror. 

In some districts the practice of covering 
the looking-glass or removing it in the 
presence of death still exists. The reason 
for this is not very obvious, though Mr. 
Baring Gould says there is a popular 
notion that if a person looks into a mirror 
in the chamber of death he will see the 
corpse looking over his shoulder. Such 
superstition seems to suggest a near ap- 
proach to the primitive modes of thought 
of the men who found mirrors in stones 
and glasses in the running brook.— Cham- 
bers' Journal.

SCIENTIFIC CLOTHES-CLEANING. 

An Expert Formula That Will Help the 
llouio Renovator. 

The chemistry of cleaning clothes is set 
forth in a scientific magazine, and while 
women will care little for the technical 
part of the operation the story of the 
actual process suggests a useful modus 
operandi. Take, for instance, says the 
American Analyst, a shiny old coat, vest 
or pair of trousers of black broadcloth, 
cassimcre or diagonal. The scourer makes 
a-strong, warm soapsuds and plunges the 
garment into it, souses it up and down, 
rubs the dirty places, and, if necessary; 
put? it through a second time, then rinses 
it through several waters and hangs it up 
to dry on the line. When nearly dry he 
takes it in, rolls it up for an hour or two 
and then presses it. An old cotton cloth is 
laid on the outside of the coat and the iron 
is pressed over that until the wrinkles are 
out, but the iron is removed before the 
steam ceases to rise from the goods, else 
thev would be shiny. 

Wrinkles that are obstinate are removed 
by laying a wet cloth over them and press- 
ing the iron over that. If any shiny places 
are seen they are treated as the wrinkles 
are— the iron is lifted while the full cloud 
of steam rises up and brings the nap with 
it. Cloths should always have a suds 
made especially for them, as in that which 
has been for white cotton or woolen clothes 
lint will be left in the water and cling to 
the ctoth. 

In this manner the same coat and trou- 
sers can be renewed time and time again 
and huve all the look and feel of new 
garments. Good broadcloth and its fellow 
cloths will bear many washings and look 
better every time because of them. 

HOW OALL ELECTIONEERS. 

The Senator Has a Xew Scheme Evolved 
From Johnsonian Simplicity. 

The popularity of Senator Call is entirely 
with the lower classes — the cracker ele- 
ment — who consider him the greatest man 
on earth, and who will not vote for a legis- 
lative candidate unless he agrees to sup- 
port the Senator for re-election whenever 
his term runs out.

Victoria's Oldest Subject. 

"The oldest living subject of the Queen" 
is the title which may be fairly claimed by 
Mrs. McLaughlin, who is now in her 
one hundred and eleventh year. All her 
long life has been spent at Limavady, the 
home of Thackeray's famous "Peg." 
Mrs. McLaughlin is tall (5 feet 9 inches), 
well set up and dignified looking. She is 
able to see and hear well, and her mind is 
quite clear. She has had eighteen chil- 
dren, fifteen of whom have died. 

Mrs. McLaughlin's husband served in 
the corps of yeomanry commanded by Dr. 
Ross' grandfather in the beginning of the 
century, and her good memory enablei 
her to recali interesting events connected 
with those stirring times. Apart from the 
danger and disaffection caused dv the re- 
bellion of 1798— "The War" as "the Irish 
call it— life and property were frequently 
threatened. 

A famous gang of robbers, known as 
"Acheson's Gang," was a terror to the 
county. It consisted of seven men and two 
women. Thev were identified in a lodging- 
house in Limavady, where the landlady, a 
soldier's wife, shook the priming out of tho 
pans of their pistols at night. AH the 
members of the gang were captured, and 
Captain Ross sent them to Derry Jail, with 
an escort of yeomanry. Thev managed to 
break out of jail, an"d at midnight a mes- 
senger galloped to Limavady to put Cap- 
tain Ross on his guard. They were subse- 
quently captured and executed. Siuce 
their execution no one h3s been hanged in 
Derry Jail. In such times did Mrs. Mc- 
Laughlin spend a great deal of her life. 
Her latter years have been tranquil, and 
all will join in wishing her "peace at the 
last." — The Gentlewoman.

WILL ILLUMINE THE BAY. 

The Half-Million ClnVWill Ujs Pyrotechnics on 

May Piist. 

A special committee, consisting of Trus- 
tees R. P. Doolan, E. A. Denike and Will 
Fisher of the Mechanics' Institute, waited 
on the promotion committee of the Half- 
million Club at their rooms in the Mills 
building yesterday afternoon, ana asked 
for the club's co-operation tending to the 
success of the mechanics' fair, which will 
open on August 13, and continue for a 
period of live weeks. 

Chairman W. M. Bunker called upon M. 
Doolan to address the committee on the 
matter in hand, and that gentleman said it 
was desired by the Mechanics' Fair Asso- 
ciation that the Half-million Club should 
appoint a committee of three to meet with 
committees from the several mercantile 
bodies of San Francisco, to the end that 
the coming fair may be given practically 
under the auspices of the citizens of this 
city. 

"We want something different from the 
usual run at the fair in August," continued 
Mr. Doolan. "We want something better 
than mere advertising displays. We want 
manufactures — something in motion — 
something to attract people from the inte- 
rior as well as to interest those at home. 
We wish to call attention to the fact that 
all the money made at the fair simply 

foes to the maintenance of the institute, 
n order to induce more general attend- 
ance, we have adopted reduced rates of ad- 
mission— 25 cents for adults and 15 cents 
for children in the daytime, and 50 cents 
and '25 cents at night. Season tickets are 
$2 50 for members and $5 for outsiders— 
the Jo ticket giving the holder the benefit 
of three months' library dues in addition 
to the fair privileges." 

Hugh Craig observed that the Half- 
million Club was not a money-making 
organization. Its object was to advance 
the common interests of the city and the 
State. "As a popular thing why can't you 
put your admission price down to 25 cents 
for both day and night?" he inquired. 

'We will be thankful to your club for 
suggestions," replied Mr. Doolan. 

•'As I understand it," said Mr. Bunker, 
"the various mercantile societies, by their 
committees acting in unison, are expected 
to hold this fair under their auspices?" 

Mr. Doolan replied in the affirmative 
and said that his committee had called 
first on the Half-million Club to obtain 
the benefit of its prestige to begin with. 
The meeting of the various committees 
would not be called, however, until some 
time in the early part of May. 

H. P. Sonntag of the promotion com- 
mittee wanted to know if it was expected 
that the Half-million Club should send 
out three of its members to work for weeks 
in the management of the affairs of the 
institute, which would be the sole bene- 
ficiary of the work in a financial way. He 
didn't think it was in the club's province. 

"I think we are in favor of anv enterprise 
that materially benefits San Francisco," 
said Chairman Bunker. "I don't think 
we would imperil our integrity by giving 
the assistance thus desired of us. Our 
scope is wide, and I freely commit myself 
in favor of the plan proposed by the visit- 
ing committee. What the institute wants 
mainly here is the moral prestige we can 
lend and the suggestions we may be able 
to give." 

This satisfied Mr. Sonntag and the bal- 
ance of the promotion committee. 

It was finally resolved to give the plan 
of co-oporation in question the committee's 
hearty support and to recommend the ap- 
point:., ent of the proposed committee to 
•the general meeting of the Half-million 
Club. 

"By May," said Chairman Bunker, ad- 
dressing the visiting committee, "we may 
have a plan mapped out Iwe you. We are 
not slow to act when we once take hold." 

Mr. Denike hoped that the members of 
the club would be free with suggestions re- 
garding the coming fair. "Your body is a 
representative one in the highest degree," 
he said. "You have done splendid: work 
for the fiesta, which will last only for a 
week. Our fair will last for over a month 
and be right in our midst, but its Import- 
ance will be State wide. We can accom- 
plish very important results with your 
aid." 

After the departure of the Mechanics' 

Institute party the meeting took up the 
subject of badges for the excursion to Los 
Angeles. 

Mr. Craig thought a yellow badge — "the 
color of the State flower"— would be the 
thing, but he was informed that the "esch- 
scholtzia bill" had been permitted to die by 
Governor Budd. 

The members agreed that a badge of yel- 
low satin, with the inscription, in black, 
"United California," would suit the occa- 
sion, and Albert E. Castle was appointed 
as a committee of one to have 1000 badges 
of that description printed. Mr. Castle 
was also authorized to arrange for an offi- 
cial button to bear the inscription "Half- 
million Club." A sufficient number of 
those buttons will be made to cover the list 
of delegates. 

Mr. Bunker reported that he had seenred 
for the railroad accountants the use of a 
tug for an excursion on the bay on Friday, 
the 19th. John D. Spreckels had very cor- 
dially acceded to the committee's request. 
On that excursion the railroad accountants 
of this city will provide the refreshments. 

The Hali-million Club has received from 
wine merchants and otners proffers of dona- 
tions for San Francisco's festival, which 
occurs on the 1st and 2d of May. Notably, 
the Italian-Swiss Company offered to do- 
nate ten cases of wine. This proposition 
was acknowledged with thanks, but the 
matter of donations was referred to the 
entertainment committee. 

"Our city must sustain her reputation," 
said Mr. Craig. "When the members of 
the Mississippi congress returned East from 
here they declared that San Francisco had 
taught them what hospitality was." 

Mr. Sonntag said it was proposed to have 
illuminations on the bay on the evening 
of May 1, for the gratification of our citi- 
zens as well as the visitors, and to afford 
the visitors an idea of the mass of people 
San Francisco contained. The excursion- 
ists will arrive here April 30. 

The staterooms are all taken on the 
itinerary, and the list of excursionists is 
growing very rapidly. 



THE COURT WILL DECIDE, 



UNNECESSARY EXPENSE. 

The Reason Why the County Jail Is 
Always Crowded With 
Prisoners. 



The manner in which prisoners are kept 
in the County Jail for an unreasonable and 
unnecessary time at the expense of the 
city and county is exemplified in the case 
of j. W. Alden. 

Alden was brought here from Portland, 
Or., in November last by Detective Gibson, 
on a warrant charging him with forgery. 
He stole a certificate of deposit for $170 in 
the California Savings and Loan Society 
from a friend named Woodworth. He 
forged Woodworth's name on the back of 
the certificate and had it cashed by the 
firm of Armcs & Dallam, manufacturers, 
on Front street. « 

He was held to answer and the case was 
tried in Department 12 of the Superior 
Court. Alden was found guitty and on 
January 5 was sentenced to twelve years in 
the State prison at Folsom. On January 
8 his attorney gave notice of appeal, and 
that has been the last heard of the case. 
For over three months Alden has been 
living at the expense of this city and 
county, and it is a simple illustration of 
how the County Jail is always crowded 
with prisoners waiting the convenience of 
their attorney to file the appeal papers.

At the monthly meeting of the board of 
directors of the Merchants' Association, 
last night, a communication was read 
from the Mechanics' Institute asking the 
co-operation of the association, in connec- 
tion with other mercantile and industrial 
bodies, to make the coming fair the great- 
est ever held in the city, particularly with 
the view of showing up the manufactures 
of the State. A committee to take this 
matter up was appointed as follows : A. S. 
Baldwin, M. S. Kohlberg and Hugo Keil. 

Henry Michaels of the Langley it 
Michaels Company addressed a letter to 
the association stating that it was next to 
impossible to bring about noiseless traffic 
as hauling was now conducted here, as the 
trucks carry heavier loads than anywhere 
else in the country. He asked that the as- 
sociation exert itself to secure the passage 
of an ordinance compelling the use of wider 
tires to correspond with the weight car- 
ried by vehicles. He also suggested that 
the seawall be completed as soon as pos- 
sible, so that the railroad company can ex- 
tend its tracks northward, and thus make 
a shorter haul and enable draymen to use 
light trucks and drays. The w'hole matter 
was reported to the consulting engineer of 
the association, with instructions to ascer- 
tain what ordinances exist that bear on 
the subject and what remedies can be ap- 
plied, particularly with reference to Gold- 
en Gate avenue. It is proposed to secure 
this thoroughfare for the exclusive use of 
those who drive and ride for pleasure, and 
to prohibit the heavier vehicles from pass- 
ing over it. 

A letter from George R. Sanderson, presi- 
dent of the Presidio Heights Improvement 
Club, pointed out the importance and de- 
sirability of preserving hirst avenue as a 
boulevard to connect the Presidio with 
Golden Gate Park. It read in part: 

The late W. W. Stow promised me that if I 
would have the street properly opened and 
graded the Park Commission would open an 
I entrance opposite it on D street and extend a 
I driveway from the entrance to the north drive. 

In order to obtain an order from the P>oard of 
l Supervisors for a change of grade the law re- 
t quires a petition signed by a majority of prop- 
erty-owners who would be affected by the 
I change. I think that I have that majority ready 
j to partition, but they are not agreed as to how 
I the expense should be met. 

To the Presidio Heights and Richmond the 
putting: In order and making of a boulevard of i 
this avenue means a great deal. It is not, 
however, a matter of importance to these sec- 
tions alone, for every owner of a carriage, I 
I every one who even enjoys an occasional drive 
to the park is interested in it. There is no 
other street leading to the park until one gets 
to Ninth avenue upon w hich a car line does 
not run. 

First avenue, with its width of 100 feet, join- 
ing the Presidio grounds and the park, ap- 
proached by Washington and Clay streets, 
unon which there are no tracks from Scott 
street west, should certainly be set aside as a 
boulevard and made at once what It should 
be— a carriage-way to tho park. Unless some 
action is taken at once, franchises for streetcar 
lines may be granted, which will preclude its 
use for such a purpose. 

The letter met with the approval of the 
association, and a committee consisting of 
N. P. Cole, A. S. Baldwin and Vanderlyn 
Stow was appointed to take snch action as 
would accomplish the desired results. This 
committee will call on Mayor Sutro Satur- 
day to see what can be doni to withdraw 
all claims for street railway franchises 
along that avenue. Consultations have 
already been had with Superintendent of 
Streets Ashworth, who favors the move- 
ment greatly, and the consulting engineer 
lias been instructed to ascertain if there is 
any sewer ordinance before the Board of 
Supervisors that will interfere with the 
grading of First avenue as a boulevard. If 
First avenue is not to be graded for sewer 
purposes the cost of putting it into condi- 
tion to be used as a boulevard would be 
onlv between $5000 ami $0000, while if it is 
necessary to bring it to the standard grade 
the cost will be much greater. 



$1500 a year and the salary of grand treas- 
urer was fixed at $10 a mouth.

One of the surprises of the election was 
the defeat of M. II. BricKwedel by Miss 
McDonald for grand treasurer, he having 
held the office for four consecutive years. 
Another feature was the election of 8. C. 
Wallis to the office of grand secretary by 
acclamation, this being the first instance 
of the kind in the history of the Grand 
Council of this jurisdiction. The closest 
contest was that for grand assistant coun- 
cilor, Mr. Boehm coming out victor over 
William McFadden of Anaheim by a ma- 
jority of only two. Grand Councilor Sel- 
vage was re elected by an overwhelming 
majority over Thomas'H. O'Brien. 

Nearly the entire day's session was con- 
sumed in the nomination and election of 
officers. After the official announcement 
of the election was made a resolution was 
adopted creating Thomas H. O'Brien a 
past grand councilor, and after a number 
of resolutions were presented and referred 
to the proper committeesadjournmeut was 
taken until 10 a. m. to-day. 

It is expected that a determined effort 
will be made during the session to-day to 
resurrect the motion for a reduction of the 
per capita tax from $1 to 70 cents. The 
motion was defeated at Wednesday's ses- 
sion by a close vote, and its friends believe 
they have a better chance now of having it 
go through. 

Another question that will come up to- 
day is whether annual or biennial ses- 
sions of the Grand Council shall be held in 
future. Kach session costs the council in 
the neighborhood of $2500, and the argu- 
ment of those who favor less frequent 
sessions is that it would effect a material 
saving, but the advocates of the existing 
order of things insist that it is necessary to 
the best interests of the order that the 
Grand Council should meet every year, so 
that questions of importance that are con- 
tinually arising may be more promptly 
settled than would be possible with bi- 
ennial sessions. 

To*dav will see the close of the session. 
Many of the representatives, instead of re- 
tiring directly to their homes, will partici- 
pate in the excursion to the Los Angeles 
fiesta, which leaves here Monday next.

When he was finally nominated, Church 
was one of the first to offer his influence 
and support, favors which Watkinson ac- 
cepted with thanks. 

"It was not long, however," said Wat- 
kinson last evening while telling the story 
of the fight, "before I found that particu- 
lar friends of Church were knifing me in 
every direction. I said nothing at the 
time, and was elected. Then my op- 
ponent In the Sixtn Ward, Mr. Gilligan, 
began a contest for my seat. His attorney 
was Assistant District Attorney Church, 
who is a brother of the man who assaulted 
me. 

Naturally, in the face of my suspicions 
that he had worked against me during the 
election, 1 felt that he was back of the con- 
te«t, ami I felt pretty sure about it in view 
of tlic fact that he had voluntarily offered 
to wrist me. To-day I told him that I 
did not like the way he was acting, and 
asked him what he meant by it. We had 
some words and then walked" down Wash- 
ington street. 

"When we reached the corner of Fifth 
and Washington streets he said, "Look 
here. Watkinson. this thing has gone far 
enough,' at the same time squaring off, 
and before I knew it he had struck me in 
the right eye. I was stunned for a mo- 
ment, but was getting ready to return the 
blow when a friend who "was with me 
stepped in and kept us apart." 

Supervisor Church is a big, wiry man, 
about ti feet tall and weighing 17» to ISO 
pounds, while the Councilman is very 
short in stature and from his rotundity 
would have made a poor fight had the 
affray continued to a finish. He has the 
reputation of being a game man. however, 
and more trouble is looked for should the 
men come toeethcr before they have had 
time to cool off. 

Daltnn's New Idea. 

Assessor Dalton thinks he has found a 
way to get even with the Contra CostaWater 
Company for its refusal to place any sworn 
valuation upon its property. According to 
his reading of the law such refusal deprives 
individual or corporation making it of all 
standing before the Board of Equalization, 
and in that case all right of appeal from 
the Assessor's valuation is lost. If this be 
so any arbitrary valuation that official 
might see lit to make would be final, and 
taxes would have to be paid upon it. 

The water company has, however, filed 
a sworn list of its property, and it is 
thought barely possible that this list 
might be ruled as within the requirements 
•f tiie law. In anv event the corporation's 
ment is to \>e greatly increased, if 
not doubled. 

"I think," said Assessor Dalton yester- 
day afternoon, "that I shall just about 
double the company's assessment. If I do 
the city of Oakland will receive from the 
corporation taxes upon S17'),000 ad- 
ditional, and I think that is about right. 
1 have not, however, fixed upon any 
definite figures, for I am trying to get the 
individual taxpayers out of the way be- 
fore 1 tackle the corporations. 

"The water company has refused to set 
any sworn valuation upon its property, 1 
think chiefly because the City Council is 
now engaged in fixing the water rates. 
For that reason the water corporation is as 
it were between Scvlla and Charybdis, for 
ff its officers should swear to a low valua- 
tion it would give the Council a reason for 
lowering the water rates very materially, 
and if the company placed a "heavy valua- 
tion on its property it would have greater 
taxes to pay." 

Arrested Chinese Peddlers. 

Seven Chinese vegetable-peddlers who 
bad not paid the municipal license of $15 
per quarter were arrested by the police 
yesterday morning. The officers have 
been cognizant for some time that the 
Celestials were not contributing to the 
city's funds as required by law and an or- 
ganized raid on them was ordered. 

For some unexplained reason an arrange- 
ment had been made that if the peddlers 
agreed to pay their license alter arrest 
they were to be released, bo that out of the 
seven only one who did not possess the 
necessary coin was booked at tlie police 
station on a charge of peddling without 
a license. The arrest of a large number of 
Chinese is looked for unless they speedily 
make the acquaintance of the License Col- 
lector. 

Another Relay Race. 
Oakland wheelmen are trying to arrange 
another relay race, this time between two 
clubs, the Acme and 15av City Wheelmen. 
The Oakland riders believe that but for 
accidents during the recent contest they 
would have won, and are willing to con- 
tribute toward the purchase of a substan- 
tial prize to be given the winning club. A 
challenge will De sent to the Bay City 
Wheelmen in the near future.

He Conies to San Francisco and Is

Governor Budd arrived yesterday morn- 
ing. At once an army of politicians were 
on his trail. Most of these he was able to 
avoid. Others he sought. 

Among those whom he went to see was 
Ex -Senator Pat Reddy. A long interview 
ensued in that gentleman's office, in whicn 
his partner, Mr. Metson, was included. 
Later Ed Reddy was called in and joined 
the council. 

Ed Reddy, it is said, is to be appointed 
warden at San Qucntin. 

It was rumored that the Governor would 
appoint the Board of Health last night. 
There can be no doubt that the expected 
event will occur In the next day or two. It 
is generally conceded that Dr. Albert 
Happersberg will be the physician. 

Joseph Dwyerclaims to have the promise 
of two positions in the Board of Health. 
One is for his brother as secretary; the 
other is for ex-Deputy Sheriff Finton as 
steward of the City and County Hospital. 

The latter appointment if "made will, 
it is said, cause a bitter fight. The stew- 
ard occupies a place of great responsibility. 
He can overlook the furnishing of low- 
graae or short-measure supplies and assist 
in other measures for stealing from the 
treasury. He can also add materially to 
the comfort and well-being of the inmates 
of the hospital and save the county much 
money. 

If the Board of Health appointments 
are made for political reasons the city will 
suffer. If Governor Budd chooses the men 
only for their fitness, without regard to 
pontics, he will have a board that by co- 
operation with Mayor Sutro and the better 
element will be a "valuable instrument for 
good. 

Considerable interest is felt in the pos- 
sible refusal of Robert Y. Hayne of a 
place on the Code Commission. The story 
is now being generally circulated that he 
will decline the proffered position. 

The story that has gained circulation is 
that Mr. Hayne feels that to give.up his 
practice in order to go to Sacramento for 
two years would require too great a sacri- 
fice. It would have to be made if he took 
the place, though, as the bill creating the 
commission specifies that the commission- 
ers shall hold their meetings in a room at 
the State Capitol building. 

Who Mr. Hayne's successor will be or 
who are booked for the other two places no 
one seems prepared to state. H. Baldwin 
of the firm of Baldwin & Thompson of 
Stockton, 0. P. riovce of the firm of Boyce 
& Taggart of Santa Barbara and 8. 8. 
Wright of Fresuo, are all named. The last 
is not considered as a very probable subject 
for the gubernatorial favor.

The mystery surrounding the suicide of 

a slender, closely veiled woman, who leaped 
from the 10 o'clock broad-gauge ferry 
steamer last Wednesday night, has been 
partly solved. The following letter was 
received by Coroner Hawkins on the 11 
a. m . delivery yesterday: 

To the Coroner. San FranciKO—DzAto Sin: I In- 
tend to leap from some boat into the quiet 
waters of the bay to end my suffering. 1 am 
young and foolish and have been deceived by a 
man who led me to believe be was single and 
won mv love, while at the same time he was 
married. 1 left my home to come to him, and. 
God have pity on me, for this is the result. If 
my body is recovered from the bay I am sure 
Mr. Dunn will not identify me, and 1 hope he 
will not, kb 1 wish to be buried as an unknown 
iu the potter's field. 1 know his place of abode, 
but the last letter from him was addressed from 
Oakland. If he should identify me please give 
him this Inclosed letter. God have pity on all 
simple girln like myself, who are easily led 
astray. A broken hearted woman. 

Nettie Chase. 

The inclosed letter was evidently to the 
girl's betrayer, and read as follows: 

April 10, 1895. 
My Dear Beloved : You may be surprised to 
think I have at last concluded to end my 
worldly suffering and cover up my shame, but 
God knows I am noarly crazy — craved by my 
love for you and the thought thai I cannot call 
you husband. Oil, darling, you will never 
tnow the extent of my love for vou. I could 
think of nothing vise but you and ^ived in the 
fond expertatlou ol calling you husband; but 
when you imparted the fact to me that yon 
were Already married, O Godf such a pain 
pierced mv heart, and life appeared not worth 
living. Oh, dearest, why didn't you tell me 
sooner that you were married, and keep me 
from loving you so? I gave up my homo, repu- 
tation and everything for you. Why aid 
1 ever leave my dear old friends and home? 
Thank God! 1 am not known by my present 
name, and my dying request Is that you 
do not notify them of my death, but if my 
body Is recovered from the dark waters ol the 
bay. and you see my rairerable form in the 
Morgue, do not Identify me, but allow them to 
bury me in the potter's field as an unknown. 
1 know, darling, that you have baen kind to me 
In ottering to giva me money, but 1 could not 
accept it. 1 rather dla by my owu hand than 
die by having an operation penormed. Oh, 
dearest, 1 can still feel yaur gvod-uight kiss on 
my lips, and your encouraging words to cheer 
up are still ringing in my ears, but i cannot 
heed them. Life U a miserable lot t« me, and I 
am now going to my last long sleep, from which 
there is no waking. Forgive me. dear, if I ever 
caused you angry feelings, and I die not accus- 
ing you for placing me In my present condi- 
tion, but for the love I have for you. It is now 
midnight, so, darling, good-by. Hoping to 
meet vuu in heaven, 1 am your true, broken- 
hearted Nettie. 

The letters to the Coroner and the mys- 
terious "Mr. Dunn" were written in lead- 
pencil in a small feminine hand. The 
"Nettie" written twice was probably the 
girl's right name, but the surname was 
erased and "Chase" substituted. With a 
magnifying glass some of the name writ- 
ten first could be made to be "lard." The 
supposition is that "Mr. Dunn" and his 
wife were on the steamer with the un- 
fortunate girl and witnessed her ieap to 
death. The Coroner is very much mysti- 
fied over the matter. 

The dead woman was known in Vallejo, 
where she bore the name Nettie Chase. 
On January 30 last she made a desperate 
attempt to'kill C. W. Dunn, who was then 
employed as a waiter in a restaurant. She 
met him on Santa Clara street, in front of 
the Dawson building, and fired two shots 
at him. 

One of the shots took effect in Dunn's 
arm, inflicting a painful wound, but he es- 
caped with his life. An attempt was made 
to hush the matter up, but without suc- 
cess. 

After the shooting Nettie Chase sent the 
following letter to the editor of the Vallejo 
Chronicle for publication: 

Dear Editor : As gossip and scandal-mongers 
of Vallejo are bothering so in the endeavor to 
discover who shot Mr. Dunn recently, and as 
several innocent married women have been 
unjustly accused of doing the shooting, there- 
fore 1 w'rite you to inform the public in gen- 
eral that I, a woman who had a good and love- 
ly home, endeavored to kill Mr. Dunn, my in- 
tentions being to kill him and then myself. 

1 became acquainted with Dunn two years 
ago, at which time be was a Government de- 
tective, but he lost his position on account of 
his fondness for women. My parents are highly 
respected, and 1 married a man who I thought 
I loved, but when I met Mr. Dunn I found that 
I did not love my husband. 

Mr. Dunn is and always was a great ladies' 
man and seems to have power over women 
which is irresistible. 1 fell madly In love with 
him and endeavored to win his affections, but 
be fell in love with me as much as he ever did 
with any woman, which was just enough to 
aMffi himself and not to disturb himself. 

Sveing that bis love could not be won I con- 
cluded to end my misery, and If 1 could not 
have him no one else would, although his 
wife is In town yet. 

I will finish the work which I started, and 
upon turning the gun on myself the people oi 
the city of Vallejo will then know who the 
mysterious woman la who erred or. account 
of her undying love for a man who belongs to 
another. ' 

Dunn hns had manv hairbreadth escnpes, for 
he was shot In the foot by an angry husband 
In Oakland when he was in the employ of the 
Government, and In 1893 a young woman who 
had been married two weeks took a shot at 
him in Sacramento, the bullet grazing his 
head, she being promised a chance to run away 
wlth him. 

in Pctaluma a married man caught him 
with his wife and knocked in his four front 
teeth. While in some town two girls of the 
four hundred had a fight over him and another 
gave him a horse whipping, when he left town 
and got married, trusting that married life 
would change his ways. 

He seems to be crazy after married women, 
but despite all thlsllove him madly. I en- 
close a Petaluma item regarding him as proof, 
and trust that I may scon b« able to lay him 
beneath the sod before he breaks any more 
heurta, as two young glrll in the past two years 
have committed suicide over him. 1 am a 
"wronged woman." Nettie Chase. 

No notice was taken of the letter by the 
Chronicle, and a second epistle was sent, 
as follows : 

VAIXEJO, Cab, March 26, 1895. 
Vallejo Chronicle — Mr. Editor: I see you failed 
to publish the note I wrote you regarding the 
heart-breaker, Mr. Dunn. You probably thoivght 
I did not mean what I said, but you will see 
within three days that my intentions are to 
kill that man and then myself. I have in- 
formed him ol this fact, but he still Ignores my 
request. "A Wronged Woman." 

Dunn was interviewed at the time con- 
cerning the subject-matter of the letters 
and admitted that they told the truth. He 
did not attempt to leave town at once, but 
tried to satisfy the enraged woman with 
money. 

He suffered greatly from his wound, but 
endeavored to withhold all information. 
He declined to give the woman's true 
name, and, though every effort was made 
to learn it, it never transpired. 

The woman followed Dunn closely for 
some time, but he pacified her in some 
unknown way and later quietly disap- 
peared. The woman for financial reasons 
was unaBie to follow him, and some*think 
that being balked of her revenge she ended 
her own life. 

W. (i. Ixwg. who preceded Barry Bald- 
win as United States Marshal, dimly re- 
members a C. W. Dunn, who was arrested 
at Vallejo or Benicia some time ago for 
obtaining money under false pretenses. 

He claimed to be a detective in the postal 
service, and used his pretended official 
position to extort money from the un 
warv. Dunn was arrested by Pat Ma- 
loney, who was then a deputy in the Mar- 
shal s office, but who is now one of the 
Oakland railroad police. He was given, 
according to Mr. Long's recollection, a 
short terra in the penitentiary. 

There appear in the city directory two 
names of C. W. Dunn. One of these is a 
member of the manufacturing tobacconists, 
C. W. Dunn & Co. of 1719 Market street. 



He resides with his father and partner, M. 
C. Dunn, at 102 Octavia street. 

The father was seen at his home last 
night. He said: "My son is 2" years old 
and unmarried. He never lived in Vallejo. 
There was a detective sort of a fellow 
named C. W. Dunn who useti to get our 
letters sometimes and sometimes we got 
his. 

•'He got very impudent because we 
opened tiis mail once or twice bv mistake, 

and I told him to go to . He got into 

some trouble with the United States 
authorities over a violation of the postal 
laws, and I have not heard of him for 
nearly a year. I understood, however, that 
he had gone out of town," 

The residence of the other "C. W. 
Dunn," whose name appears in the City 
Directory, is given as 5M7 Sacramento 
street. That address belongs to the Colum- 
bia House, but no person of that name re- 
sides there now, nor docs the clerk know 
him. 



ft CHANGE AT BERKELEY. 



The University of California 
Adopts a New Sys- 
tem. 



It Glve9 Two Years of College and 
Two to Five of University 
Work. 



The old type of college is fast going out 
of existence. It lay down the few rigid 
courses which all were compelled to fol- 
low regardless of capacity or individuality. 
The change came about when science took 
hold of the mind of thinkers and it was 
found necessary to give the student a 
choice of science or classics. Then came 
another great change. The college ceased 
to regard its students as schoolboys and be- 
gan to look upon them as men capable of 
judging for themselves the kind of work 
which they should pursue. This led, by 
the extreme reaction, to a complete election 
of subjects. Harvard led the way and prac- 
tically gave the student a free field to graze 
in. Ab colleges were gathered together 
into universities and graduate students 
came in as a medium between the young 
collegian and the advanced learner— the 
professor investigating in the laboratory- 
it came to be seen that there was a differ- 
ence in degree between the freshmen, who 
were but high-school boys after a three 
months' vacation, and the older students, 
which neither the old-time conservatism 
nor the present rudical, free elective policy 
took cognizance of. 

The University of California recently 
solved the question for itself in an inter- 
esting way that seems a satisfactory recon- 
ciliation of the two extreme views. The 
change is momentous, and, while silent, is 
epoch making in the history of the uni- 
versity. It satisfactorily answers the 
charge of undue conservatism often made 
against the university, and avoids the 
evil too often seen in the free elective sys- 
tem of students pursuing "snap" courses, 
omitting proper foundation work and 
coming out of the university with a con- 
ceit of much learning that is a patchwork 
of unrelated subjects. 

The plan adopted by the University of 
California is already used in graduate 
work in Johns Hopkins University, where 
it is known as the group-elective system. 
The faculty at Berkeley adapted the "group- 
elective system to undergraduate work, 
dividing the university work into two 
parts — collegiate and university work 
proper, the collegiate work prescribed, the 
other part elective by groups. The entire 
course, consisting of 120 hours, is divided 
into sixty prescribed hours — the work of 
the freshman and sophomore years; that 
is, each student must take say ten hours 
of mathematics, fourteen of history, 
twelve of science, twelve of English and 
twelve of languages, ancient or modern. 
But after the student has reached his junior 
year he is considered mature enough to se- 
lect know what he needs and he is allowed 
to his sixty hours of work. Thirty hours 
he elects as group elective. Thus if he is 
to be a lawyer he elects a group in juris- 
prudence and political science, or in pre- 
paring for medicine, biology, botany, 
zoology, etc. His other thirty hours he 
can take as single electives, "and he has 
free choice to elect his purely culture sub- 
jects, or to begin his complete specializa- 
tion at once by adding all this to his group 
elective. The groups are selected by the 
faculty according to the cognate relations 
of the subjects. The student is not ob- 
liged to lumber his mind with what he will 
never use, while his university course is 
really shortened as he begins a technical 
preparation during the last two years, and 
yet need not neglect the culture of colle- 
giate work. 

The group-elective system changes the 
old division of graduate and undergraduate 
students into collegiate and university 
students, the collegians completing their 
work in two years. If he will take his 
degree of doctor of philosophy, which re- 
quires three years longer, the student now 
has a great gain over the old system by 
being well s-tarted in his specialty both in 
method and ground work. 



STEVENSON'S LAST WORK, 



AMONG THE LOST. 



The Man Who Tried to Cross the Ocean 
in a Cauvaa Itoat. 

The family of Captain Josiah W. Lawler, 
the marine adventurer, still resides at 82 
Grove street, Chelsea, but the Captain, 
j where is he? 

The daring seaman left Lincoln wharf 
Juue !>, 18S12, in a 12-foot canvas boat for a 
trip across the Atlantic. 

News was received from him from points 
I along the northern coast, but that was all, 
and what his fate has been no one knows. 
The last information from him was a let- 
ter received by bis wife, dated north Syd- 
ney, Breton, July 20, 1892. He said then 
that he had been obliged to put up for re- 
| pairs, but was to sail again immediately. 
| It is knowu that he did sail, but that is as 
I far as he was ever traced. 

Mrs. Lawlor is not in good health, and 
the uncertainty of her husband's destiny 
has had a severe effect upon her. It is 
laid, however, that she has not civen up 
yet, and still looks for his return. 

She has two daughters and two sons, all 
of whom live with her. The youngest is a 
boy, now 14 years old. 

The captain had quite a remarkable rec- 
ord as a small-boat sailor. In 1889 he sailed 
from New York to Havre in the Neversink 
in twenty-eight days. Then in 1891 he 
went over again in the 14-foot boat 
Sea Serpent. This was the smallest boat 
ever sailed across the ocean. He started 
at Crescent Beach and went to England in 
forty-two days. He was then at the Paris 
Exposition four weeks. 

His last embarkation was not very suc- 
cessful at the start. Before he had gone 
forty rods from Lincoln Wharf his craft 
was in collision with a rowboat and the 
bowsprit was broken, but having material 
aboard for making any small repairs that 
might be needed lie did not put back. He 
had quite a quantity of food in a condensed 
form and carried about fifteen gallons of 
water. 

Many old sailors were present when he 
made his start and they shook their heads 
vcrv doubtfully when they saw the actions 
of the little boat. Many were ready to 
wager that she would never cross the 
ocean. The captain had not even made a 
trial trip in her, as she arrived from Miam- 
isburg, Ohio, where she was built, only the 
day before the start.— Boston Globe.

His Friend Charles Baxter 
Brings the Manuscript 
From Samoa. 



AN UNFINISHED MASTERPIECE. 



Journal of His Life In Samoa— Other 
Works Are to Be Pub- 
lished. 



Charles Baxter, whom Robert Louis 
Stevenson named executor of his will, ar- 
rived in this city yesterday from the Sa- 
moau Islands on the steamer Alameda. 

The two were chums as boys together in 
Edinburgh at school and remained lifelong 
friends. Two of the dead novelist's stories, 
"Kidnaped" and "Katriua," were dedi- 
cated to Baxter, who has always managed 
his literary business for him. He has with 
him the manuscripts of Stevenson's last 
works, which he is taking to England for 
publication. 

He said last evening at the Occidental : 
"I was not in Samoa when Stevenson died. 
There had been a long-stanaing promise to 
go out and visit him, and-finally last De- 
cember I started from London. At Brin- 
disi I got a most enthusiastic letter from 
him, expressing the pleasure in store at

our prospective meeting. But when I ar- 
rived at Port Said I tot a cable announcing 
his death. That made me hurry on at 
once, although I had intended to spend 
some time in the colonies on mv way. ' 

Of the unpublished work left by Steven- 
son Mr. Baxter has already sent on home 
for publication the manuscript of "St. 
Ives, a novel which was almost com- 
pleted, wanting only about two chapters. 
It will be published as it is, of course. The 
story is of the capture and escape of a 
French officer during the Napoleonic wars 
from a prison in Scotland and his adven- 
tures in that country and in France. 

Then Mr. Baxter has with him the 
proofs of what will be entitled the "Vai- 
fima Letters." This Is a series of monthly 
letters written bv the novelist to his friend 
Sidney Colvin, Keeper of the Prints at the 
British Museum. They are, in fact, a 
journal of bis life in Samoa sent off once a 
month. 

Mr. Baxter has also with him the manu- 
script of what Stevenson had written of 
"Weir of Hermiston," the work he was on 
at the time of his death. In fact he had 
worked on it on the very day of his death. 
This, he thought, would be his master- 
piece. However, only -about a third of it 
had been written, but that is complete us a 
part and will be published. 

Besides these there is a small book of 
fables which had been promised to the 
Longmans, the publishers, and "Letters to 
Children," which are to be published in 
the Youth's Companion. These are mostly 
letters written to his young heir, Austen 
Strong, by Stevenson. 

Mr. Baxter has never been in this coun- 
try before, and will remain in San Fran- 
cisco about a week. He is a writer to the 
Signet in Edinburgh, a solicitor with cer- 
tain special privileges. 

Mr. Baxter is one of the most eminent of 
Free Masons in Scotland, where he has 
been supreme grand master. He has taken 
the thirty-first degree, and two years ago 
was received by King Oscar of Sweden, 
who is an enthusiastic Mason, to return 
thanks for the Grand Lodge of Scotland 
for Swedish contributions to the great Ma- 
sonic bazaar in Edinburgh. 



CONVERGENCE 01 ANCESTRY. 

An Interesting Theory Which Professor 
Brooks Expounds. 

It goes without saying that a man has 
two parents, four grandparents, eight 
great-grandparents and so on, so that if 
we go back, say, ten generations, doubling 
at each step, we have 2048 ancestors. This 
sort of argument has been used by super- 
ficial genealogists to show that at the time 
of William the Conqueror each of us had 
more ancestors than the total population 
of England, hence we must each be de- 
scended from every Englishman of that 
day, including the immortal William him- 
self, says the New York World. 

The absurdity of this sort of reasoning 
has just been pointed out by Professor 
Brooks of Johns Hopkins. His immediate 
object is to establish a point in the theory 
of evolution, but he confutes all silly gene- 
alogists at the same time. While it is true 
that we do have four grandparents they 
need not be four separate and distinct per- 
sons. First cousins have not more than 
three separate grandparents; if they are 
doubly cousins they have but two. So 
in the tenth generation one's 2048 an- 
cestors are never 2048 separate persons; 
they abound in "duplicates," so to speak, 
as every one knows who has tried to trace 
his descent, not in one line, but in all pos- 
sible lines. These duplicates abound espe- 
cially in small communities, whose inhab- 
itants have intermarried for years. 

Besides this the lines from a given pair 
of ancestors tend to become extinct sooner 
or later, so, as ancestry is traced back, the 
probability is that all the persons living in 
a given community will be found to be de- 
scended, not from all, but from a very 
few— perhaps only one or two — of the in- 
habitants of the community, as they were 
centuries ago. So instead of having all 
Englishmen of the year 1000 for our ances- 
tors, the probability is that we are de- 
scended from comparatively few of them— 
the number may be technically many 
thousands, but one individual dues duty 
for several scotes, or even several hundreds 
of these, the lines of ancestry converging 
upon him from manv different directions. 
This is what Professor Brooks calls the 
"convergence of ancestry."

The. Seaalon Clark's Complaint. 

"I wish I had never gone into politics. 
Here I am in Washington with a family to 
support, Congress adjourned, mv Congress- 
man gone home, and no job." The remark 
fell (rom the lips of a young man who has 
been acting as a committee clerk and pri- 
vate secretary to one of the Western mem- 
bers, and his case illustrates the condition 
of a large class of young men who, like 
him, see in a Congressional clerkship the 
consummation of their ambition. 

"1 started out as a stenographer," said ' 
the young man; "then 1 got a berth on a 
newspaper, and from that I drifted into 



local politics. I am nearly 40 now, and 
what have I to show for my work? I had 
several appointive places at home, but they 
were permanent only so long as my friends 
were at the helm. None of them paid any 
better than a steady job in some mercantile 
business, considering the assessments and 
expenses connected with a political berth. 

"I came to Washington with the Fifty- 
third Congress. Even after I was located 
here I had to make several trips home to 
look after the interests of my Congress- 
man, and in the last election 1 spent every 
dollar I had to help him at the polls. He 
was elected, but now comes a rece»» of nine 
months w:th no work for me to do, and he 
goes home, leaving me to look out for my- 
self as best I can. While Congress was in 
session I received my $100 a month, but no 
pay during the recesses. The committee 
of "which my memlicr was chairman 
had no allowances for a committee clerk. 
But it happened to have a great 
deal of work to do, and I per- 
formed the clerical work of the committee 
in addition to looking after the chairman's 
private correspondence, under the illusion 
that the House would make a special al- 
lowance for the committee. A bill to that 
effect was introduced, but it was defeated 
by the various watchdogs of the treasury, 
and mv extra work was all gratis. My 
only recourse is to take my wife and child 
home and begin again where I left off 
when I came. At all events, my chances 
at home are better than they are here. 
Yet if I had gone into some reliable busi- 
ness years ago I can't help but think how 
much" better off I should have been than 
by going into politics."— Washington Post. 

AN INNOVATION IN THE HOUSE. 

The Electric Bell to Dispense With the 
Pages on the Floor. 
During the recess of Congress some 
changes arc to be made in the hall of the 
House of Representatives. One decided 
improvement is to be effected at the 
instance of Joe Cannon of Illinois. During 
the closing hours of the late session Mr. 
Cannon secured the adoption «f a resolu- 
tion appropriating $1000, or as much as 
may be necessary, for the purpose of intro- 
ducing the electric-bell system in the 
House. In the new order of things each 
member will find at his desk a push 
button, with which he may call a page 
from the lobby near by, thus doing 
away with the presence of twenty or thirty 
pages on the floor and the old fashion of 
calling them when needed. These pages 
are all the time bustling about the floor, 
vastly adding to the general confusion, 
and careless members attract their atten- 
tion by clapping loudly, often to the 
serious interruption of the men who are 
addressing the House. It has frequently 
been noticed that new members have mis- 
taken these signals for applause in honor 
of their remarks. These members will be 
likely to miss the old system, but every 
one else agrees that it is high time modern 
methods were introduced for the purpose 
of mitigating to some extent the nuisance 
of disorder and confusion on the floor of 
the House— Chicago Times-Herald. 

The Chicago Millionaire's Eagle Eye. 

Another story illustrative of the daily 
life of a Chicago millionaire may help to 
explain why some people have more money 
than others. 

Fhis millionaire invited a vititor from 
another city to meet him at a certain hour 
and accompany him to the stockyards, 
where In had large interests. 

The millionaire rode up in a sidebar 
buggy, somewhat the worse for mud and 
wear, drawn by a shaggy but active horse. 
He explained that before starting for the 
vards he would have to go to one of the 
large banks downtown, as he was on the 
board which regulated loans, and he had 
to pass on an application for a loan of 
$500,000. 

Tbey stopped in front of the bank, and 
the rich man hurried in and remained 
several minutes. He came out on a run 
and they started rattledy-bang for the 
stockyards and Packingtown. 

When thev arrived and were entering 
the packing-bouse tbey saw an old man 
sorting out into barrelsa heapof bones and 
fatty remnants. The bones were trimmed 
and put into one barrel and the flesh and 
fat into another barrel. The millionaire 
owner of the place walked over to the 
workman and began asking questions. 
Then he drew off his coat, rolled back his 
shirt sleeve to the shoulder and began 
rummaging among the bones. He found 
several which had not been properly 
stripped, and the workman received a 
scolding which he will remember all his 
life. 

The stripping of those bones was just as 
important as the loaning of $500,000.— Chi- 
cago Record.

The Congregational Club has invited the 
ministers of all the Protestant denomina- 
tions in the ciiv to be present in the 
auditorium of the Y. M. C. A. when Pro- 
fessor Herron speaks on Monday next. It 
is in the discussion which follows the lec- 
ture that the ministers hope to be able to 
conclude finally whether expressions like 
the fnllowine are divinely inspired or are 
inspired only by red-handed anarchy: 
"Property-holders are a prey on society" ; 
"Institutions arc despotism"; "the 
people should at once assume control of 
the instruments of production"; "Interest 
is robbery,*' etc. 

The foregoing sentiments are culled 
from Professor Herron's published works. 
Dr. Brown says they are incendiary utter- 
ances and are a menace to public" order, 
ami he will not shrink from the duty of 
telling Professor Herron so. A number of 
ministers agree with Dr. Brown in think- 
ing that if applied Christianity were car- 
ried to the realistic extent of "making the 
people assume control of the instruments 
of production the whole fabric of society 
would be overturned. These ministers say 
"Amen" to the statement that Herron is 
an anarchist. 

On the other hand, there are ministers 
who enthusiastically affirm that Herron's 

f>en of fire is the greatest expositor of the 
aw of love as applied to all social relation- 
ships with which they are acquainted, that 
he is "a man of lofty ideals" and has "a 
wav of looking at social questions to which 
Christian men ought to accustom them- 
selves." Rev. Dr. Pnlian is the head and 
front of Herron's disciple* in San Fran- 
cisco, and as the Herronites and the anti- 
Herronites are about equally divided in 
the Congregational Club, there is great 
curiosity to see bow the ditctission will 
turn, ft goes without saying that the vis- 
itor will be treated witn 'perfect courtesy, 
but as Rev. Mr. Haweis' theological short- 
comings were picked to pieces after his de- 
parture, which some of the brethren 
thought taking an unfair advantage of the 
absent, it has been decided that Professor 
Herron's paper shall be discussed when he 
is there to defend himself and when the 
other denominations are there to see fair 
play. 

Professor Herron was born about thirty- 
three years ago of poor parents in Indiana, 
and through his own exertions obtained a 
college education and the degree of Doctor 
of Divinity, fioon after obtaining his 
degree he became a pastor in the I'onsre- 
gational church, and being invited in 1891 
to address the Minnesota Congregation- 
alist Club at Minneapolis he created almost 
as much surprise by his remarks on "The 
Message of Jesus to Men of Wealth" as if 
be had stalked into the session armed with 
an anarchistic bomb. Shortlv after he 
published "The Larger Christ 1 ' ana since 
then he has written more books, each of 
which the anti-Herrouites say shows the 
cloven hoof of anarchv more than his pre- 
ceding utterances. In 1888 he was ap- 
pointed professor of applied Christianity in 
Iowa College, and whatever his views may 
be he has now a national reputation as a 
writer.

English Truffle Dogs. 

Truffle dogs are very jealous workers. If 
one were to make himself too officious, his 
companion would fall on and worry him. 
All the truffles do not grow underground, 
and in such a case the first few are 
gathered by the dogs from the surface. 
Occasionally the man is able to pick one 
or two himself. They are not quite ready 
for taking, however. No animal seems to 
be attracted by truffles only half grown 
and immature; the scent comes only when 
they are ripe. A copse may he hunted one 
dav til] apparently every truffle has been 
collected and yet if visited after * short 
interval will probably yield as many as 
before. Until they are mature, the "dogs 
cannot find them. 

Just as in the case with mushrooms, this 
sta^-e may be reached at any size. Truffles 
have been obtained two pounds in weight, 
and half that size is common; but the dogs 
sometimes make as much fuss over one 
that has rip- ned at the size of a pea as is 
cieated by the greatest monster. It often 
happens also that time is wasted owing to 
the fascination exercised over dogs by 
truffle spawn. It appears to smell like ripe 
truffles, far they scratch and whine over:t,

Grants to the Valley 
Road.

The Engineers Have Finished 
Stockton and Are Going 
Southward. 



In 



HStill another liberal offer of right of way 
and depot lands was made yesterday to the 
valley railroad directors, which, added to 
the proposition submitted by Visalia, 
guarantees a free right of way from Stanis- 
laus County through Merced and Tulare 
Counties— a large portion of the total mile- 
age from Stockton to Bakersfield. 

J. J. Stevenson, William N. Gray, George 
€. Bloss, Henry F. Greer and James S. 
Peck came from Merced yesterday and 
offered a right of way for thirty-five miles 
through their lands that lie between the 
•6an Joaquin River and the Southern Pacific 
Bailway. Mr. Gray represented the W. C. 
Turner estate and his own interests, and 
George 8. Bloss and Henry F. Greer repre- 
sented the Mitchell estate as well as their 
own lands— in all about 100,000 acres of 
aertile land in Merced County. But the 
delegation was not a citizens' committee, 
however. They were cordially received by 
the directors, who heard their arguments 
4ot an hour in the afternoon. 

"We can do almost anything the com- 
pany wants in our county." said Mr. Gray, 
who waB one of the principal speakers. 
''We can guarantee rights of way, depot 
lands, etc., across the county, and we come 
fcere to convince the directors of the valley 
road that the place for them to build is be- 
tween the San Joaquin River and the 
Southern Tacific main line. This strip of 
land is about twenty miles in width and 
thirty-five miles long, very productive 
nearly all the way from Modesto to Merced, 
and principally a grain country. We rep- 
resent all of this land, nearly all of which 
Is under cultivation and is irrigated from 
two main ditches. Most of it is our own, 
and the valley road can have a right of way 
100 feet wide "through it, provided the line 
is run into Merced. 

"The directors promised to look over the 
proposition, and they feel satisfied with it. 
We left them maps indicating the land, 
and suggesting about where the line could 
be built. There will be a meeting in Mer- 
ced in regard to the valley road, but the 
people there are handicapped by the South- 
ern Pacific and cannot Bay their souls are 
their own. To a man they want the new 
railroad, and will do everything in their 
power to offer inducements for it to come 
their way." 

President Spreckels thanked them for the 
board of directors and assured them that 
as soon as the engineers reached the Mer- 
ced County line a committee will visit 
Merced to further discuss the matter. 

Chief Engineer Storey returned from 
Stockton yesterday, where he had been 
making arrangements for the survey and 
superintending the preliminary work. 
After mapping out a line he left a busy 
corps of men in the field and came back to 
town well satisfied with the prospects for 
rapid surveys southward from Stockton. 

"The engineering department is striking 
a single lint* through Stockton " said he, 
"beginning on the water front and leaving 
the city at its eastern boundary. This 
part of "tht work will be finished to-night, 
or at the farthest, early to-morrow. In the

Seven barrels of the prepared liniment and 
one barrel of overproof spirits were found 
and seized. 

As the captain seemed to have acted in 
ignorance of the law he was not arrested. 
The facts in the case were submitted to 
Washington and the instructions came 
back to arrest and prosecute. The warrant 
was accordingly made out, Harris was 
Drought into court, gave bail and was re- 
leased. He was out at the track yesterday

A Remarkable Concert Given at the

A unique and charming concert was 
given yesterday evening in the Auditorium 
of the Young Men's Christian Association 
by the Mozart Symphony Club. The 
organization consists of the usual string 
quartet, comprising first and second 
violin, viola and violoncello, but the 
original character of the concert sprung 
from the fact that a couple of antiquated 
instruments also figured on the pro- 
gramme. 

These instruments were the viola 
d'amor and the viol da gamba. The for- 
mer belongs to the violin tribe and the lat- 
ter has the appearance of a small 'cello, 
but the unusual number of pegs and 
strings give both viols an unfamiliar and 
complicated appearance, in fact the viola 
d'amor has fourteen strings in all and the 
viol da gamba twelve. 

The difficulty of fingering these obsolete 
instruments would seem to preclude as 
rapid and brilliant execution as can be ob- 
tained on the viols in use to-day, but on 
the other hand the quality of some of the 
tones evolved from them was exquisite. 

Richard Stoelzer, the viola-player in the 
quartet, performed upon the viola d'amor, 
rendering a "Reverie Solitude," by 
Schneider, and several encores, including 
the "Prize Song" from "The Master 
Singers." 

The quality of the tones in the viola 
d'amor consisted of two distinct registers, 
In the upper one the notes were light, 
graceful and not very penetrating, but the 
lower tones were exquisitely sweet, full and 
rich. This register was particularly sug- 
gestive of singing, antl a good many 
Walters who give "The Prize Song" on 
the lyric stage might take lessons from it 
in tone production. 

Mario Bloueck also produced some de- 
lightful notes from the viol da gamba. 
Unlike the viola d'amor, which sounded 
sweetest in cantabile passages, the da

Captain Ben E. Harris Arrested for Evad- 
ing the United States Internal 
Kevenue Laws. 



Captain Ben E. Harris, timer at the Bay 
District race track, was arrested yesterday 
by Deputy Revenue Agent Thomas on a 
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income for the year In which such net 
profits were made. Such dividends, snd also 
those received by residents of the United .States 
from corporations doing business and having 
their property entirely outside of the United 
States, fa'l within that class designated in tbe 
law as being derived from net profits upon 
which the corporation is not liable to pay a 
tax of 2 per cent, and therefore all such divi- 
dends should be returned as Income by the 
resident who receives the same, where returns 
should be rendered. 

Where a person is engaged In business in- 
cluding several different kinds, as, for instance, 
merchandising, manufacturing and buying 
and selling real estate, his taxable Income 
should be ascertained by taking the gross 
profits of all of said business and deducting 
therefrom all allowable deductions, including 
business losses, notwithstanding the fact that 
his gains from one buslnoss may be reduced 
by losses from another. This, however, would 
apply only to legitimate busluess, and no de- 
duction in any case should be allowed for 
losses sustained in horse-racing or at cards or 
in other illegal gambling transactions. 

The husband or father, as the head and legal 
representative of the household, Is required to 
make and render a return of all the income of

In case a wife has a separate taxable in- 
come, and manages her own business sepa- 
rately, she is required to make a return of her 
own income, and such return should be at- 
tached to the return ot her husband, in order 
that only one deduction of $4000 may be 
made from the aggregate Incomes of the family. 

Prizes declared by and received from lotteries 
In tbe year 1894 are clearly income for that 
year within the meaning of the income-tax 
law, and should be included in the income of 
the persons receiving the same, where, taken 
with other sources of income, such persons 
would be required by law to make income-tax 
returns.

professional services in making return of the 
same for the year 1894 should ir 
return only the fees or emoluments received 



or due, from the business transacted in said 
year. If the professional services began in the 
year 1892 and continued through the year 
1893, and were finally completed in 1894, and 
the whole amount due for such services for the 
three years was paid in 1894, the receipts 
therefrom returned as income bv the person 
receiving the same for the year 1894 should 
be only that portion of the gross receipts re- 
ceived for professional services rendered in the 
year 1894. 

Mileage and allowance for stationery paid to 
Senators and Representatives in Congress 
should be included by them as income in ren- 
dering income-tax returns for the year 1894, 
and the actual expenses of travel and sta- 
tionery for official use paid by said officers 
within the year for which return is made may 
be deducted from the sums allowed to cover 
such expenses. No deduction, except the ex- 
emption $4000, can be made under the law 
from the fixed salary of any officer of the Gov- 
ernment, and deductions for expenses should 
be made from specific allowances for such ex- 
penses. 

Where State or municipal officers are per- 
mitted by State laws to collect fees for official 
services in lieu of a stated salary, such fees are 
Included within the meaning of the term 
"salary," as used In the income-tax law, and 
are wholly exempt from all the provisions of 
said law, and should not be included in any in- 
come-tax return. 

No deduction can be allowed for the wear 
and tear of machinery or building until repairs 
have been made thereoa. When the amount 



of Internal Revenue Welburn was instructed 
not to proceed, because the store was in charge 
of a receiver appointed by the Superior Court 
and a conflict with the State authorities was 
not desired. The facts In the case were then 
submitted to the internal revenue authorities 
at Washington and an order to confiscate the 
place was received to-dav. Mrs. Rosenthal and 
the receiver will now have to answer before 
the United States courts for a breach of the In- 
ternal revenue laws.

bnt he was a silent one. The directors 
would not have anything to do with him. 
He was known in Spokane as the yelping 
hyena, and so alluded to by the press. 

"Actions speak louder than words. Mr. 
Moore has followed me with a persistency 
which is only equaled by the bitterness of 
his expressions against me.

For many months Marion Wells, the 
sculptor, has been engaged in modeling in 
clay the big statue for the City Hall. The 
sculptor found an abandoned church at 
2523 Howard street best adapted for his 
colossal art work. Here the graceful and 
majestic figure which is to crown the dome 
and for centuries keep watch and ward 
over the portal of the West was fashioned 
from toenail to tresses, until she now 
wears the proportions of a perfect woman. 
But the once-ruddy checks of the Califor- 
nia sculptor have lost their glow, and the 
eye that could sight a three-pronged buck 
over the barrel of a Winchester at 500 
yards is now subdued and lusterless. 

Mr. Weils is mostly reticent on the 
causes which have wrought the change, 
and why in the full tide of success he 
should look anything but jubilant. Occa- 
sionally, however, his over burdened soul 
finds relief in imparting the secret to his 
intimate friends. 

The trouble is the sculptor's studio is 
haunted. He has been brought face to 
face with the supernatural, the veil of Isis 
has been rent, he has looked upon a shape 
which has no part or dealing with the af- 
fairs of mortality. A page has been dis- 
closed to his startled gaze and he is filled 
with wonder and awe to the impairing of 
his appetite and the marked decrease of 
his adipose tissue. 

Two summers ago Marion Wells was en- 
gaged bv the Bohemian Club, of which he 
is a worthy member, to reproduce in the 
redwoods, back of Mill Valley, the Kama- 
kura Buddha. It was to be the exact coun- 
terpart of the great bronze god that looks 
over the Japan Sea, and who is worshiped 
by hosts of devout pilgrims. For 3000 
years, when Egypt was in the zenith of her 
glory, and Thebes flourished, and Jeremiah 
Lynch and his Egyptian sketches were yet 
in the womb of time, the great Buddha has 
sat drowsily upon his pedestal, the apo- 
theosis of contemplation, the perfect type 
of perfect philosopnic thought. The grand- 
parents of the towering redwoods, where 
his California statue now stands, were not 
in the cone when pious hands fashioned 
this magnificent idol. 

The sculptor had the exact measure- 
ments and good photographs of the god 
and the result was a copy of marvelous 
precision, with the same lines and the 
same expression as the original. The most 
lighthearted and giddiest member of the 
Bohemian Club was awe stricken by the 
great beauty and power of the statue. 
When the rays of the harvest moon, glint- 
ing through the canopy of leaves, fell 
upon its massive features they wore a bale- 
ful expression, as if the god deemed these 
forest revels within the very shadow he 
cast an unseemly and sacrilegious proceed- 
ing. The summer jinks came to an end 
and the idol was deserted. The winter 
storms beat down upon him and the ocean 
fogs enveloped him as a garment, and the 
wild deer bounded away irora him as an 
uncanny apparition wearing the semblance 
of its ferocious enemy, man. The annual 
revels were held in other forests and the 
Kamakura Buddha became a thing of the 

&ast. But the creator of the god has not 
een allowed to forget the image that grew 
under his deft hands. The Kamakura 
Buddha haunts Marion Wells' studio. 

The specter is seen but by the sculptor 
himself, and then only at the full of the 
moon. Gigantically and awfully it towers 
to the top of the old church, its hands 
resting, with thumbs touching, across its 
great frame, and its dull eyes fixed in 
sleepy admiration upon the clay statue of 
the woman. To imagine for a moment 
that any sentiment of human passion 
could permeate that passionless symbol of 
wisdom would be an outrageous and in- 
famous presumption. To nope that its 
intentions toward Mr. Wells were of an 
amicable nature would likewise be an ab- 
surd endowment of the god with those 
qualities which, in its high stoicism, it 
cannot but despise. But there it is, an un- 
welcome guest in a temple where Christian 
worshipers once assembled, to harass and 
perplex the artist who made its mightiness 
familiar to the people of the West. It is 
as impalpable as a shadow, and when Mr 
Wells has conjured it to speak the ex- 
pression on its stolid features has been 
one of annoyance at being disturbed in its 
contemplation of the clay lady. It is 
luminous, yet rounded ; transparent, yet 
preserving all the characteristics of the 
idol. 

A century ago the sculptor would have 
appealed to the ecclesiastic authorities to 
help him in this his sore strait. But now 
he must wait until the woman is moved to 
the summit of the City Hall, and even 
then he fears that the Buddha will perch 
upon the opposite tower and keep the lady 
in a condition of perpetual embarrassment.
